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BALFOUR’S RULE ATTACKED 


MALIGNITY AND BRUTALITY 
CHARGED AGAINST HIM. 
MR. GLADSTONE JOINS IN THE ASSAULT 
ON THE IRISH SECRETARY—MR. BAL- 

FOUR MAKES EXPLANATIONS. 


Lonvon, Dec. 3.—The House of Com- 
mons went into committee to-night on the Irish 


estimates. An appropriation of £12,707 was. 


asked in order to complete the sum of £40,707 
for expenses of the Irish Secretary’s offiee. Mr. 
John E. Ellis (Liberal) moved that the amount 
asked be reduced by £425, his purpose being to 
raise a general debate on Mr. Balfour’s admin- 
istration. He charged that the Government 
was using coercion to such an extent that 
1,500 persons had been imprisoned sixce the 
Crimes act went into operation. Mr. Balfeur, 
he said, was seeking to conceal from the people 
of England the acts of cruelty perpetrated in 
Ireland, He had adopted a system of evasion 
and of inaccuracy of statement within and with- 
ous Parliament. The inaccuracy might arise 
from ignorance, for Mr. Balfeur was generally 
absent from his post at Dublin. In this he was 
uulike any of his predecessors. Seldom or 
never had the Chief Secretary for Ireland left 
his duties to subordinates. Mr. Balfour’s entire 
administration bad been characterized by petty 
eae and Galculated brutality. {‘* Hear, 
ear!’ j 

Mr. balfour replied that Mr. Ellis had come to 
@ dark conclusion regarding his (Balfour's) 
worai characier. {Laughter.}] He had aecused 
the Irish Secretary of evasion and inaccuracy 
and of malignity and brutality in bis conduct. 

Mr. #lus—What | said was that your adminis- 
tratica is characterized by those qualities. 

Mr, Balfour—That does not make much differ- 
ence. My statements regarding the situation in 
ireland bave invariably been based upon official 
reports, these being largely statistics that could 
not reasonably be impugned. Men like Mr. Ellis 
go about Eagland talking about 3,000 and other 
iictitious bumbers of eviction notices which had 
been served upen tenants, thereby turning them 
out of doors and depriving them of the right of 
a free sale and a just compensation for their im- 
provements. He asserted aiso that I had sup- 
pressed or wautonly prosecuted the newspapers, 
and that I had imprisoned little boys for selling 
these journals, with other similar nonsense. The 
Government most earnestly desires to enabie 
the people to know the whole truth about Ire- 
land. If the country ounce understood the criin- 
inal metheds by which political objects were ad- 
vocated in Ireland, if the character of the alliance 
binding the opposition were revealed, the ver- 
dict would not be with Mr. Gladstone. (Cheers. ] 

Mr. Gladstone (who had ceme from Hawarden 
in order to assist in the attack upon the Gov- 
ernwent) twitted Mr. Balfour and other Con- 
Servatives with having sought a similar alli- 
ance on theeve of the last election. The ex- 
Premier denied that the Liberals had sought a 
party advantage in an alliance which arose 
Irom a concurrence of opinion with the Nation- 
alists upon the great lines of their policy toward 
Ireland. (Cheers.] Mr. Balfour made him an 
object of comment ina style that was without 
parallel. He did not personally resent Mr. Bal- 
four’s invective, and would endeavor to keep at 
the remotest distance possible from competing 
With such language. He proceeded to charge 
Mr. Balfour with misrepresenting Earl Spencer's 
treatment of prisoners when Earl Spencer was 
Viceroy of Ireland. He declared that Mr. Bal- 
four, when shown his error, ought to have 
apologized to Earl Spencer. Referring to the 
cause of Kinselia, Mr. Gladstene quoted 
trom & pamphlet written by a priest named 
Dillou entiied “The Murder of Kinsella,’ 
as forcing upon every man of candor aad ot 
humane feelings the strong conviction that to 
those who administered the law in Ireland the 
life of a Nationalist was not of the same value 
as that of a “loyalist.” [Cheers.| Coming to the 
murders at Mitchellstown, he assured the Con- 
servatives that nething but repentance wouid 
silence the reproach arising from that mistake. 
It would be heard again and again until the 
Government would be obliged to condemn what 
it nad heretofore praised, or until the time came 
when the solemn verdict of the whole country 
was given. [Cheers and counter-cheers.] The 
Wanton slaughter of iunocent men remained un- 
punished. The murders were never even in- 
quired into as they ought to have been. But 
what sould be expected of an administration 
using as its instruments resident mayistrates 
who were tetaliy incompetent for performing 
their duties, or sometimes 6unvicting men upon 
the loosest evidence? How could such an ad- 
ministration claim the character of honorable 
or pure or just? How eoulda Government de- 
fending it call itself the champion of law and 
order ? (Cheers. ] 

Mr. Balfour said that Mr. Gladstone, while 
protesting against strung language, indulged in 
criticisms, the chief feature of which was 
strengih of epithet. He (Balfour) admitted that 
he had fallén into an error regarding Earl 
Spencer’s treatment of a member tor Dublin 
Harbor, bat this mistake arose from defective 
information supplied him. Regarding the case 
of Kinsella, how was the Government to blame? 
The man who was supposed to have shot Kin- 
sclla was arrested, but the Grand Jury failed to 
indict him andthe Judge deelared that there 
was no evidence upon which to hold him. Mr. 
Gladstone had refrained from repeating the old 
story about Mr. Mandeville being tortured to 
death 1D prison, aud he had done so because the 
facts in the case proved that Mr. Mandeville’s 
lwprisonment had. nothing to do with his 
death. Similarly, Mr. Gladstone in his acoount 
of the events at Mitchelistown, omitted to refer 
to the mob’s attaok upop the police, thereby 
distorting the truth about the affair. In con- 
cluding, Mr. Balfour asked whether there could 
be better proef that the law was well and 
properly administeret in Ireland than the evi- 
dence afiorded by the fact that the Opposition 
Was compelled to rely upon three or four cases, 
mentioned time after time as grievances. The 
&#ssailants of the Government could not travel 
beyond the narrow limits of s few charges 
which had often been refuted. [* Hear, hear!’’] 
They still relied upon stale meats. which were 
rehashed and served anew, but of which the 
country must be heartily tired. 

After short speeches by Mr. Dillon, Sir G. O. 
Trevelyan, and Mr. Balfour with reference to 
the Gladstonian Government’s treatment of 
political prisouers, the debate, on motion of Mr. 
O’Brien, was adjourned. ‘ 

James O’Connor of United Ireland has been 
subpoenaed to give testimony in behalr of the 
Jimes. Mr. Kenny, Nationalist and member or 
Parliament, and Alderman Dillon of Dublin will 
soon be summoned. 

Tne riots have been renewed at Waterford. 
The priests and national leaders interfered to 
prevent serious trouble. 

The plan of campaign has collapsed on the 
Orr estates in Donegal, the tenants accepting 
the same terms as those of the Marquis of Con- 
yngham. 

Henry George will attend the anuual confer- 
ence of the Committee on Taxation and Ground 
Rents on Tuesday and Wednesday and the 
meeting at the Rev. Joseph Parker’s on Thurs- 
asy.

THE MESSAGE IN ENGLAND. 
WHAT THE LONDON MORNING PAPERS 
SAY OF IT. 

LONDON, Dec. 4.—The Morning Post, 
eommenting on President Cleveland’s message, 
says; ‘“‘If Americans are really inélined to re- 
gume negotiations on the subject of the fisher- 
fes they will find the English Ministers animat- 
ed only by a sincere desire to promote the satis- 
factory and final adjustMent whieh Mr. Cleve- 
land mentions. While unable to hold the same 
opinion as Mr. Cleveland as to what the just 
demands of cowity are, the Pest thinks that it 
would be better if England would iook to tbe 
Gisposition of American statesmen in the future 
rather than to wrangle over the past.” 

The Daily News says that it would express 
more regret for Mr. Cleveland’s acrimonious 
reference to the dismissal of Lord Sackville if 


Lord Salisbury had not set the example. Mr. 
Cleveland, it thinks, evidentiy has Lord Salis- 
bury’s fatal gift of a bitter tongue. In other 
respects the message seems te be the most 
powerful performance whieh tho President has 
accomplished; namely, the feat of saying 
something both new and true about pro- 
tection. The News further remarks that the mes- 
Bage is likely to become a household word for 
the eratere of Hyde Park and Clerkenwell. The 
fisheries question, it thinks, will have a smaller 
ebance (uc settiement under Mr. Harrison than 
under Mr. Cleveland, but having only one great 
party to plewse the chances for a judgment on 
its merits may be greatly improved.

CURRENT FOREIGN TOPICS. 

Opgssa, Dec. 3.—The Commercial Bank 
of Odessa has ordered the construction of 12 
gunboats for use in behalf of Montenegro. They 
are to be completed by next April. 

BELGRADE, Dec. 3.—In replying to ex- 
Queen Nathalie’s protest against the decree of 
divorce granted King Milan, the Patriarch at 
Constantinople declares that the divorce was 
legally pronounced. King Milan has issued a 
final decree that the Queen shall be addressed 
henceforth as Mme. de Natalie de Keczko. All 
of the presents given by Natalie to King Milan 
have been returned, and 1,000,000f. has been 
placed at her disposal in the Bank of Servia. 

BRUSSELS, Dec. 3.—The Workmen’s con- 
gress at Chatelet has decided upon a general 


and immediate strike of the colliers. The out- 
door meetings of the Socialists in Brussels have 
been prohibited in consequence of the proces- 
sien having hissed the Queen as she was pass- 
ing yesterday. 


VIENNA, Dec. 3.—An Irredentist has been 
arrested at Venice, while on hia way from Rome 
to Trieste, upon suspicion of having designs 
upon the life of Emperor Francis Joseph. It 
is believed that the man intended to carry out 
his plan during the stay of his Majesty at the 
Castle of Miramare, on the Adriatic, where he 
passed the fortieth anniversary of his ascent to 
the throne. 


LIVERPOOL, Dec. 3.—Mail advices re- 
ceived here frem the west coast of Africa say: 
‘‘A rumor has reached Bonny from the Upper 
Niger that Henry M. Stanley is proceeding at 
the back of the great oil rivers under the British 
flag, and that the natives are friendly.” 


LONDON, Dec. 3.—John Bright had a bad 
night, and his condition was worse this mern- 
ing. A bulletin issued to-nieht says that Mr. 
Bright’s fever is increasing. 

The French steamer Louis, at Cardiff, ran into 
and sunk the British bark Ermimia at that port, 
from Savannah, and drove the British ships 
Beaconstield, from Antwerp, and Macedon, 
from Montreal, against a pierhead, badly dam- 
aging both vessels. 

Mr. Labouchére will meve in the House of 
Commons a reduction of the appropriation for 
the British Legation at Washington, with the 
object of raising a debate on the fisheries ques- 
tion and on the matter of the dismissal of Lora 
Sackville, 


Rome, Dec, 3.—The Pope has sent to Em- 
peror Franeis Joseph an autograph letter in 
which he congratulates the Austrian ruler upon 
the anniversary of his aecession to the throne, 
The Usservatore Romano refers in terma of warm 
praise to the Austrian Emperor for the rever- 
ence shown him by the Holy See. 


Bomsay, Dec. 3.—Lord Lansdowne, the' 


Viceroy of India, was received to-day with un- 
usual ceremony at his landing. In replying to 
the Municipal Committee he contrasted Canada 
and India. The former was only recently set- 
tied and was self-governed. India was an an- 
sient and historic civilization, where modern 
institutions were being tried cautiously and 
by tentative steps. He promised to increase 
the defenees of Bombay, inasmuch as he recog- 
nized it to be his first duty to render India 
secure. 





THE ANDOVER OASE. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 3.—The Supreme 
Judicial Court, Judge Field presiding, came in 
at Salem by adjournmentte-day. There was quite 
a fuli attendance because of the interestin the 
Andover case. Charles Theodere Russell ad- 
dressed the court upon the demurrer to the order 
in the old case upon Prof. Smyth’s appeal from 


the decision of the Board of Visitors. One of 
the grounds of his appeal was that Dr. Eustis, 
one the board, had been prejudiced and unduiy 
influenced against him. The Board of Visitors 
asked that the appellant should be ordered to 
specify when and by whom Dr. Eustis had been 
80 influenced. The appellant did so specify in 
one instance, but did not specify as to the 
others. The board demurred that this was not 
sufficient within the order of the court, and 
Judge Field advised that counsel write to the 
Chief-Justice for an interpretation of the order 
je the court. Though :c was not for him to say 
officially what the order meant, still privately 
he thought it meant just what it said. The hear- 
ing, therefore, goes over until the Chief-Justics 
is heard from. The pew caso, the Trustees of 
Andover Academy against the Attorney-Gener- 
al and others, in which the Trustees are the pe- 
titioners against the Board of Visitors, will prob- 
ably be reached by Thuraday of this week. 





TROUBLE IN THE PARISH. 
NEW-BRUNSWICK, N. J., Dec. 3.—South 
Amboy is excited over a difficulty between the 
Very Rev. Dean Kelly of St. Mary’s Parish and 
Prof. Corkery, a member of the parish. Father 
Kelly had declared that in future fundtal pro- 


cessions from the church to the grave must 
proceed through sequestered streets, without 
pomp or display, and Prof. Corkery and a num- 
ber of the prominent citizens protested against 
his plan. They say that the traditional Reman- 
ist principle favors public funerals, with large 
processions, and they see no reasun why the 
custom should cease. Father Kelly desires the 
change vecause he was in favor of funeral re- 
form and thinks that more private funerals 
will lead to a reduction in the expenses of 
burials. Prof. Corkery has denounced Father 
Kelly’s words in a local paper, and the matter 
has been the cause of censiderable excitement 
in the parish.

District Court at Bay City against John W. Hayes, 
Secretary and Treasurer of the Knights of Labor, 
for violation of the postal laws in sending Barry a 
letter on which appeared, “Expelled. G. K. B.” 
He says the headquarters of the new order of the 
Brotherhood of United Labor will be in this city.

ONE IN TEN THOUSAND 


GOOD MANAGEMENT UNDER 
DIHFICULTIES., 

HOW A GREAT ESTATE WAS SAVED 
FROM WRECKERS AND A_ HUS- 
BAND’S WISHES WERE RESPECTED. 

DeEtRo1T, Mich., Dec. 3.—A remarkable 
instance of fidelity in carrying out the wishes 
ef a deceased husband Bas just been made pub- 
lic in this city. When Capt. E. B. Ward fell 
dead on the street Jan. 2, 1875, he left an estate 
of an estimated value of $5,000,000. But this 
was just at the heignt of the severe business 
depression of 1873-8, which visited all parts 
of the country and wrecked numberless fortunes 

Capt. Ward’s affairs were found to be 

tremendously extended and involved. He was 

the owner of greatiron rolling mills and blast 
furnaces in Wyandotte, near this city; Chicago, 

Milwaukee, Leland, and Toiedo. He owned 

iron mines in the Lake Superior region, a silver 

mine on Silver Islet, at a remote point on Lake 

Superior, which for atime was wonderfully 

productive; immense tracts of hard wood land, 


bought to furnish charooal fer his furnaces. 
and pine lands with saw mills for large 
timbering operations, He ewned promising sil- 
ver mines in Utah, large plate glass works at 
Crystal City, Mo., and the entire site of the pres- 
ent thriving town of Ludington in Northwestern 
Michigan. He was, besides, a heavy stock and 
bond holder in the Detroit and Milwaukee, Flint 
and Pére Marquette, Burlington and South west- 
ern, and Louisiana Central Railroads. 

At the time of bis death he was struggling 
with his accustomed tenacity and business skill 
to keep all these immense interests from loss 
under the conditions of financial depression 
which then existed. By his will he gave the 
Ludington property, eonsisting of two saw- 
mills, 40,000 acres of pine lands, 20,000 acres 
of cleared lands, four barges, and all the para- 
phernalia of a large lumbering establish- 
ment to his secohda wife and their two chil- 
dren. Other and ample provision were 
made for tive children by his first wife. His 
Executors were confronted at once with import- 
unate creditora on every side. These would 
soon have swamped the great estate in their 
endeavors to make themselves geod eut of its 
proceeds. At this forbidding juncture Mrs. 
Warda placed ali her interests in the hands of 
her step-brother, John B, Lyon, one of the grain 
magnates of the Chicago Board of Trade, and her 
full brother, Thomas R. Lyon, who, at that 
time, was cashier of Ward’s business at Luding- 
ton. The brothers, after a careful survey of the 
field, decided that the enly way to protect their 
sister’s interests was te acquire all the debts in 
their own hands, py which they would become 
owners of the estate and then trust toa revival 
of business for an appreciation in the value of 
the several properties embraced in it. 

The claims then aggreyated $1,500,000, They 
enlisted the powerful aid of Lyman J. Gage, 
President of the First Natienal Bank of Chi- 
cago, who furnished a major portion of the 
capital and his extensive experieuce and busi- 
ness ability. For two years they unflaggingly 
prosecuted the work, boldly assuming great 
risks, and finally succeeded in their plans, se- 
curing the ciaims of creditors at sums running 
from 40 to 971g cents on the dollar. Then 
came the hardly less difticult task of wait- 
ing and turning the varied properties into 
cash. This, toe, was accomplished with re- 
markable suceess, and forms the history of one 
of the most remarkable business operations in 
the West. The liquidation of the estate in this 
manner wiped out all the bequests in the will, 
and none of the heirs, including Mrs. Ward, re- 
ceived a siugle cent under its provisions. But 
she became absolute owner of the. es- 
tate in its new form  and_  *relleved 
of the enormous debts that at first 
threatened to bankrupt it. She was under no 
legal obligation to regard the interests of the 
other heirs, which had completely disappeared 
by this process of settlement. But she at once 
set about making provision fer them, thus car- 
rying out the wishes of her busband. One son 
has received $38,000 in the last 14 years. ‘wo 
other children are liberally: cared for and will be 
maintained during life. ‘* Aunt Emily,” asister 
of Capt. Ward, nearly 80 years of age and a 
woman of great force of character, has received 
$25,000 as provided in the will. Five children 
of his deceased sisters have been paid $10,000 
each, and & granddaughter $14,000. Altogether 
the various relations Lave.reeeived $210,000, 
where there was not the slighest legal obliga- 
tion to pay them a penny. 

The woman who bas shown herseif so just 
and considerate was Miss Catharine L. Lyon of 
Cleveland, Qhio, where she married Capt. Ward. 
Subsequent’ to his death she married Alex- 
ander Cameren, a prominent citizen of Toronto, 
which 1s her present residence. She is noted 
for her benevolent disposition, and is continu- 
ally bestowing her benefactions upon worthy 
objects of all sorts. The estate rescued from 
bankruptcy by such prolonged struggle and 
great risks is now largely productive, and under 
the same wise management is capable of yet 
further development. . 

Mrs. Cameron this morning came to Detroit 
and formally executed a will which, it is inti- 
mated, if no changes are made, will disclose 
other gifts of a nature and extent that will be 
only in keeping with all that has gone before, 
including sowe that are said to be of a public 
character, and calculated to perpetuate the 
roemory of one of the most noted and enter- 
prising business men known In the histery of the 
city of Detroit.

NO MOKE RAILROAD PASSES. 


THE DEADLY FEAR WHICH FILLS THE 
MINDS OF WISCONSIN LEGISLATORS. 
MADISON, Wis,, Dec. 3.—Just previous 

to his departure for Europe Manager Roswell 

Miller was asked by one of the Milwaukee mem- 

bers of the Assembly what course the Chicago, 

Milwaukee and St. Paul Company would pur- 

sue during the next session of the Legislature 

with reference to the issuance of passes. 

*“*We den’t prepose to issue any,’ was the re- 
ply. From the positive manner in which Mr. 
Miller answered the question it is believed that 
the officials of the railroad companies whose 


lines traverse this State have come to an un- 
derstanding to resist the pressure for passes by 
pleading the Inter-State Commerce act. There 
will doubtieas bea ‘‘howl” all along the line 
when this decision becomes generally known, 
not so mueb on the part of the 133 wise men 
who are tw tinker the laws of the State as their 
friends, constituents, uncles, cousins, aunts, 
nephews, nieces, acquaintances, and strangers 
who have taken advantage of the privileges ac- 
corded legislators by railroads to travel all over 
the State. 

If this intention is carried eut the session 
that begins Jan. 9 next will be the first during 
which passes could not be had for the asking- 
through a member, of course. Every Winter all 
the railroads in the State, from a little narrow- 
gauge running through a wilderness in some 
remote backwoods county to the St. Paul Com- 
pany, with its system of 5,000 miles of steel 
rail, have seut one and sometimes two and 
three representatives to Madison with lots of 
blank trip passbooks. These men had nothing 
to do but to fill out the blanks at the request of 
members of the Legislature. The Inter-State 
Commerce act was enacted by Congress at the 
time the Legislature was ta session, but it dia 
not go into effect until about the time of 
adjournment, so that the pass business 
flourished just the same. It was hinted then 
that passes might not be so plentiful thereafter. 





FIRE EATERS DOWN SOOTH. 

MONTGOMERY, Ala., Dec. 3—The sensation 
of the day grows outof a personal encounter 
between the Hon. John G. Winston, member of 
the House of Representatives from Marshall 
County, and lawyer John A. Lusk. The diffi- 
culty occurred this morning in the office of the 
State Superintendent of Education. Mr. Lusk 
was in the oftiée when Mr. Winston entered. 
Winston said: “‘How do vou do, John?’ Mr. 
Lusk replied: “Don’t speak to me, Sir; youhave 
Slandered me.” Winston said: “I have not 
slandered you at all; I have told the truth.’ 
Lusk then struck Winston in the tace. The 
combatants were separated by friends who were 
present. Both continued to use abusive lan- 
guage and asked that their friends give them 
room to fight it out.

HORRIBLE RAILROAD ACOIDENT. 

Lockport, N. Y., Dec. 3.—Shortly before

train standing on a spur was run into bya 
loaded coal train from Fort Erie beund for 
Hamilton.

WALKING INTO THE TRAP 


BOLD ATIEMPI IO ROB A 
VETERAN GAMBLER. 
PHIL DALY SHOT, BUT NOT FATALLY, 
BY TWO MEN WHO FLED WHEN 
HE ATTACKED THEM. 

** Phil” Daly, the notorious gambler, was 
shotin the head yesterday afternoon while 
calling upon two women, who, it is believed, 
were decoys for a “badger” game, in Police 
Captain Rielly’s precinct. His assailants wore 
masks of handkerchiefs and attacked him un- 
awares. Daly is not much the worse for his 
encounter, escaping with a scalp wound over 
the left eye. The police declare that they 
know the men who attempted to rob him and 
will arrest them within aday. The women are 
under arrest at the Thirtieth-street station. 

Daly, at the close of the season at Long 
Branck, habitually comes to this city, making 
his headquarters at the Coloman House and 
living in a handsomely-furnished flat with his 
son Phillip, at the Strathmore apartments, 
Broadway and Fifty-second-street, He has in- 
terested himself ina new racing track project 
at Long Branch, and he is in constant receipt of 
letters asking fer pesitions in the many divis- 
jons of such an enterprise. So Sunday night 
when he received a letter at the Coleman House 
in a weman’s handwriting, asking him to call on 
business at 406 Fourth-avenue the following 
afternoon, and saw the name of Addie Stanton 
signed toit, he thought se little of it that he 
tore it up and threw it into a waste basket. The 
incident escaped Daly’s memory until about 
noen yesterday, when, upon entering the office 
of the Coleman House, a letter was banded to 
him, written and signed by the same person who 


sent the Sunday note and worded in the same 
phraseology, save that he was asked to call at 
the same address ‘‘on very important business.” 
Daly looked again at the address and, noticing 
that it was in a comparatively respectable 
neighborhood, resolved to call. The time when 
Addie Stanton would receive him was given as 
between 12 and 3 o’clock. Daly took a leisurely 
atroll along Broadway, stopped in atthe St. 
James to see some friends, and then, at about 
2:30 o’cloek, according to his statement toa 
TIMKS reporter last night, started ever to the 
rendezvous, 

The house where the attempted robbery took 
place is the second one from the northwest cor- 
ner of Twenty-eighth-street aud Fourth-avenue. 
Itis an ordinary avenue building. The first 
floor is deveted to a plumbing shop. Above this 
are feur floors of three rooms each. These rooms 
consist of a small kitchen and a large dark room 
with sliding doors opening into the parior, 
whose windows face the street. Daly arrived 
there at about 2:40, and, going up stairs, 
Was met on the landing by a neatiy-dressed, 
good-looking woman of 25 years, who, 1t was 
subsequently learned, was Addie Stanton. Daly 
intreduced himself with a question? 

‘“«Where is the person who wished me to call?” 

The woman replied that she had gone out for 
& moment, but would’ return soon, and wanted 
the caller to enter the parlor. Daly did so, but 
did not take aseat. Seeing this, the woman 
asked htm to take off his overcoat and sit down. 
But still Daly did not accede until she had sug- 
gested this three times, woen he drew off his 
heavy coat and tossed it overachair. As Daly 
did not seat himself even then, the Stanton 
woman said she would just go out of the room 
# minute and see if she eouldn’t tind the woman 
who wished him tocall. The veteran gambler 
nodded his head in assent and then, half turn- 
ing around, noticed easually that the sliding 
doors were separated byabout two inches. A pict- 
ure over the mantelpiece attracted his further 
attention, however, and as the woman left the 
room he was atill looking at it. 

Scarcely had the ha)l door latclied itself and 
the woman had a chance to get into the rear of 
the flat, when Daly heard the sliding doors 
thrown back withacrash. Turniaog like a flash 
he saw two men step into the ro.m. Both had 
their hats on and, over their faces, held in posi- 
tion py their hats, were thin handkerchiefs 
through which they could easily distinguish 
him, but whieh completely screened their feat- 
ures. The man who has had so many narrow 
escapes had no difficulty in recognizing the deli- 
cacy of his position, for the shorter, thinner 
man of the pair had ‘a revolver which was 
pointed directly at Daly’s head. As the gam- 
bler turned, the man with the revolver shouted. 

**Hanas up:” 

But Daly did not propose to serve as a lamb 
to the slaughter. Physically, the proposed vic- 
tim weighed more than his two assailants, and 
he had the advantage of being as cool as a cu- 
cumber. In an instant be weighed the chances, 
and, believing that he could readily crush the 
smaller man and then settle his companion 
with a blow, the stalwart gambler leaped for 
him. There was evidently to be no mistake in 
the programme to be carried out by the masked 
men. No sooner had Daly started toward them 
than, atadistance of not more than 10 feet, 
the small man discharged the revolver point 
blank at his head. The bullet struck the gam- 
bler about two inches above the left eye, 
and, glancing upward, scraped, but did 
not fracture, the skull until it left the 
scalp at about the top of the head. The men 
evidently saw that their first shot was ineffectual, 
for they turned and fled as s00n as they saw 
that Daly was determined en reprisal. Daly 
taking up his overcoat, walked down stairs, with 
the blood steaming from his wound, and stepped 
on the pavements. Scarcely had he done so 
when Patrolman Henze of the Nineteenth pre- 
cipct appeared, and, seeing the injired man’s 
plight, walked him into a drug store at tie cor- 
ner. Daly told the policeman what had hap- 
pened, and Henze witb his roundsman arrested 
Addie Stanton, whe had notleft the flat The 
men had fled. 

Daly, when his head had been attended to, 
atarted withjHenze for Capt. Reilly’s station. 
There he told the story which he subsequeatly 
repeated to the reporters. He declared that he 
had in his possession at the time of the shooting 
$3,000 in cash and $27,000 in bonds. He was 
im the habit of carrying large sums of money 
aud be believed he had almost become the victim 
ot some person aware of this fact. He asserted, 
with much emphasis, that he bad never seen 
the Stanton woman before. Capt. Reilly and 
two of his ward detectives started at once for 
the scene of the shooting, and found in the 
rooms, rearrauging the furniture, Mrs. 
Ella Hammond, who said she rented the 
apartments. She was at onve arrested and 
taken tothe station, where she at first denied 
all knowledge ef the shooting. She said that 
she had occupied the rooms at 406 Fourth-ave- 
nue foxy about two months, She was married, 
but not to Heary Hammond with whom she was 
living. The Stanton woman lodged with her for 
twe weeks. She was certainly not aware of any 
pilot, she declared, torob Daly. She had never 
seen or heard of him before. She was locked up. 

Addie Stanton said that she, teo, was married, 
but that sho did not live with her husband. She 
said she met Daly afew days ago in Sixth-ave- 
nue and that he had simply come to visit her yes- 
terday of his own volition. She protested that she 
knew nothing of the attempted robbery. Ata 
second examination the Captain learned from 
the Stanton woman that she believed Henry 
Hammond to be the taller ene of the men, and 
from Mrs. Hammond he discovered that she 
believed the shorter one was Mrs. Stan- 
ton’s “protector.” With this clue Detective 
Sergeants Hickey and Rogers of the Central 
Office and Capt. Reilly, and his ward 
detectives went to work upon 
witha vim. Hammond is about 28 years old, is 
tall and very slim, and has a complexion so 
Dale as to be nearly ghastly. He isin the habit 
of declaring that he was steward of the Grand 
Union Hetel for three years; and in whatever 
capacity he may have served there, he evidently 
was acquainted with Daly’s habit of carrying 
large sums of money. The name of the other 
man is kept secret by the police. The women 
are not known to have any criminal record. 
The name of Hammond, answering the deserip- 
tion given, is also absent from the police books. 

When Daly left the police station he went to 
the Celeman House, accompauied by Mr. Jolly 
and Philip Daly, Jr. There a room was rented, 
the gambler’s wound dressed, and then the home 
trip to the Strathmore was made. At the hotel 
both the Dalys fainted, the father from loss of 
blood and theson from sympathy. Daly said 
last night that there was not the shadow of a 
doubt in his mind that there was a plot on 
the part of the Hammonds and Stantons to 
rob him. He reiterated that he had never 
seen the Stanton woman before, despite her 
statement to the contrary. At the house 

where the shooting occurred it was said by 
the janitress, Mrs. Phillips, that the Ham- 
monds had lived very quietly in their apart- 
ments; at no time had she to complain of 
any disturbance. They were not in the habit 
of receiving oallers, either at night or in 
the daytime. Shedid not believe that either 
woman was concerned in the seheme to rob 
Daly, but thought the men followed him in from 
the street, and, making their way through the 
kitchen, awaited their opportunity and attacked 
him. The house has an ordinary reputation in 
the neighborhood, no one having had occasion 
te observe any of its inmates. The Hammonds 
paid their rent regularly and seemed to live 
well. Addie Stanton appeared te Mrs. Phillips 
to be an actress, though fer a fact she ‘knew 
little or nothing about them.” 

The prisoners will be arraigned in the Jeffer- 
son Market Police Court this morning for ex- 
amination. 

Philip Daly is one of the most widely-known 
gamblers in the country. and is also one of the 
wealthiest, Any visiton at Leug Branch is 
pointed out his lnxertousle-ep inted Pennsyl- 
vanio Club, which ts the handsomest gambling 
establishment on this continent. He came from 
Philadelphia originally and is now 53 years old,

though he shows no signs of physical decay. 
His gaming ‘house in this city is in 
Twenty-seventh-street, and is also_ elaborately 
furnished. Daly practically owns Long Branch 
and contrels the politics of Monmouth Ceunty. 
His wife whois religiously Inclined, induced her 
husband to build the beautiful church edifice at 
Long Branch, used by the Roman Catholics 
there, and also has a prettily appointed chapel 
in her house. Daly is also interested largely In 
the new racing traek at the beach, wnich is to be 
known as Elkwood Park. 





AT GEN. HARRISON'S HOME. 


THE PRESIDENT-ELECT HAS A CHAT 
WITH GEN. LONGSTREET, 


INDIANAPOLIS, Ind., Dec. 3.—A rumor is 
in circulation to-day that Senator Quay visited 
Gen. Harrison yesterday and returned last 
night te the East. Another report, even more 
sensational in a political way, locates Blaine in 
the Harrison home at this time. Those who 
ought to know say they knew nothing of the 
movements of these gentlemen except through 
the newspapers. Both Quay and Blaine may 
come, but Gen. Harrison has not been advised 


as to the purpose of either, the gossips say. 
They also say, when a visit from Blaine is sug- 
gested, that the President-elect has determined 
that every man he takes into his Cabinet must 
be fully in harmony with his political views, 
thoroughly equipped for giving him whatever 
aid he may desire, and personally agreeable to 
him. 

Itis understoed that he finds it extremely 
difficult to decide what recognition shall be 
given some of the party leaders whom he can- 
not for obvious reasons offer Cabinet positions 
and who might be unwilling to accept honors of 
another kind. In the minda of many this trouble 
will an ay be conneeted with Mr. Blaine. 
Nobody here believes that Blaine will be in the 
Cabinet. 

Gen. Harrison had rather a quiet day and was 
at work in his library most of the time. Gen. 
James Longstreet of Georgia, accompanied by 
E. A. Angier of Atlanta and E. C. Atkins of this 
city, were among his callers this afternoon. The 
President-elect conversed a half hour or longer 
with the famous Southern soldier. This even- 
ing Gen. Harrison dined at the residence of Mr. 
Atkins. The other guests were Gen. Longstreet, 
FE. A. Angier, A. Angier, Dr. Wilson, and a haif 
dozen Indianapolis gentlemen. Gen. Long- 
street tells the reporters that ‘* there is not the 
least bit of political significance in his visit.’ 
When asked what the South wanted, the veteran 
laughingly replied: **The South wants every- 
thing. It wants the earth ifitcan get it. But 
it wants, more than anything else, good, honest, 
and friendly spirit manifested toward it. We 
simply want to be treated kindly and con- 
siderately.” Gen. Longstreet and party will 
remain over until to-morrow and t yurney 
eastward.

1JTHER SUIT. 
A CURIOUS CHARACTER ARRESTED FOR 

HUMANE REASONS. 

NEW-HAVEN, Conn., Dec. 3.—The “ oJd 
leather Man” was arrested in Middletown to- 
day by Chief of Police Chapman and the agent 
of the Connecticut Humane Society. He was 
taken to the Hartford Hospital, and itis possible 
that something authentic may be learned cen- 
cerning his life and history. For years he has 
tramped through Cennecticut and New-York, 


receiving foed from sympathetic strangers, and 
sleeping in caves and other places known only 
to himself. One of his regular stopping places 
was near the house of a man named Fisher, a 
miller in the Straddle Hill district, in the 
vicinity of Middletown. He was arrested there 
to-day while he was eating. A cancer has been 
growing upon his lip for about a year and it will 
undoubtedly eause his death within a few 
months. The attention of the Humane Society 
was called to his condition shortly after the 
blizzard of last March, but it has been impos- 
sible to apprehend him until to-day. 

This curious fellow is one of the most cele- 
brated characters in Connecticut. His title 
oame from the fact that he was clad in a suit of 
leather. He never spoke to any one when he 
was accosted, and his history has always re- 
mained shrouded in mystery. He was known 
allover the State of Connecticut and in New- 
York, because his wanderings cover « period of 
15 years or more. He visived certain places at 
stated times. He was always quiet, inoffensive, 
and, so far as is known, never ofiered to offend 
any one. Some who have endeavored to ascer- 
tain the old man’s history say that he is‘of 
French descent. 

The story goes that ho became infatuated 
with a handsome French woman, but that she 
was false to him. He left his native country 
and sought refuge in Connecticut. It is atfiirmed 
that well-to-do Frenchmen have visited this 
country and endeavored to persuade the old 
Man to return to his native country and that he 
refused to listen to their appeal and has con- 
tinued his silent though systematic wanderings.

RAVENOUS SEA STARS. 
NORWALK, Conn., Dec. 3.—On Saturday 
W. H. Hoyt & Son’s steamer, in dredging for 
oysters on one of their numerous plantations 
near this harbor, caught 200 bushels of sea 


stars, probably the largest catch ever made in 
thése waters in one day. For some time they 
have been very Much annoyed with these de- 
stroyers of eysters and during the Summer 
have caught from 25 to 100 bushels a day of 
them on their grounds between here and 
Bridgeport. 

The oysters from whose beds the stars were 
taken on Saturday were removed from Bridge- 
port last Summer to get them away from the 
stars, but it now would appear as though the 
plan had not been very successful. Messrs. 
Hoyt say that unless something is done for the 
protection of growers the oyster industry of 
Connecticut will prove a failure. 





EAST-BOUND SHIPMENTS. 

CuicaGo, Dec. 3.—The reports of east- 
bound shipments of freight for last week sHowa 
falling off in the volume ef loeal traflic and an 
increase in through shipments to the seaboard. 
The Borrd of Trade’s statement, which includes 
both local and through shipments of all dead 
freight by all the roads leading eastward 
from Chicago, shows an aggregate of 
61,361 tons, against 64,683 tons for 
the previous week, a decrease of 3,322 tons. 
The shipmenis of flour, grain, and provisions 
from Chicago to the seaboard by the lines in the 
Central Tratlic Association amounted to 36,360 
tons,agalnst 34,924 for the preceding week. Of 
flour there were 3,175 tons; grain, 25,249; pro- 
visions, 7,936. The three Vanderbilt roads car- 
ried 47 per cent. of the total tonnage, the two 
Peunsylvania lines 20.4 per cent.. Chicago and 
Grand Trunk 25.6, Baltimore and Ohio 7,

Mr. Lepine, Montreal Labor’s 
representative in Parliament, will introduce 
measures dealing with the employment of child 
and female labor in factories. The Labor mem- 
bers will also urge the necessity of appointing 
a permanent Board of Arbitrators to settle all 
disputes arising between labor and capital. 





CLUBS THAT ARE NOT OLUBS. 

BALTIMORE, Md., Dec. 3.—Prohibition 
prevails in over one-lalf of the counties of 
Maryland. The law, however, has been evaded 
through the formation of oluos alleged to be for 
literary and scientific purposes. ‘The Judges in 
the Eastern Shore counties have decided to 
break up the violations, and hereafter no char- 
ters will be granted to such assoolations. In 
one county, Talbot, there are 200 of these clubs.

WINNIPEG, Manitoba, Dec, 3.—In the 
Northwest Legislature the matter of taking a 
vote of the people on the question of license 
against prohibitien was settled in the negative 
by a vote of 13 to 7, the legal experts report-

CONGRESS MEETS AGAIN 


THE OPENING SCENES 
SENATE AND HOUSE. 
‘NOISY TALK AND HEARTY GREETINGS 
IN BOTH HOUSES—READING OF THE 
MESSAGE—TARIFF BILL PROSPECTS. 
WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—Like all second 
sessions of Congress, the meeting to-day of the 
Senate and House of Representatives of the 
Fiftieth Congress was devoid of excitement. 
The event did not altogether lack interest. The 
members, if they were Democrats, were 
anxious to see how the victorious Republicans 
would behave. The Republicans were gener- 
ally disposed to be magnanimous and not to be 
too boastful at first. The Democrats were 
plainly not in good spirits, and they bore them- 
selves with a visible sense of reverse. There 
was more desire to hear what the President had 
tosayin his message than there was to see the 
reassembling ef the houses, and the reading of 
it was listened to attentively in both houses. 

The novelty-seeking crowd, which always 
flocks to the Capitol when anything unusual is 
expeeted to happen, was on hand in the Senate 
Chamber when President Pro Tem. Ingalls 
rapped for order, but it was not large enougn 
to fill all the seats in the visitors’ galleries, nor 
did a large pertion of it remain duriag the threa 
hours the Senate was nominally in session. 
Only in the gallery reserved for ladies and 
their escorts was there difficulty in finding 
seats. There were numerous unoccupied 
benéhes in the two galleries whese doors oper 
only to those holding cards ef admission signed 
by Senators, and the twe galleries set apart for 
men. The diplomatic gallery, facing the Presi- 
dent’s desk, had three lady occupants at noon, 
but 10 minutes laterit was deserted and its 
doorkeeper had nothing to do for the rest of the 
day. But still the number of visitors was far 
beyond that of an ordinary session day, and 
served to make a very animated border to the 
lively sceneon tne floorof the chamber below. 
Here all waa iife and activity. More than 50 of 
the 76 Senators were in the chamber, aud most 
of them acted like so0 many schoelboy chums 

just cack from vacation and glad of the chance 
to greet each other again, and to renew the so- 
cial and political intimacies and eveu the strifes 
of the session gone by. Until the gavel fell a 
Senator was rarely seenin his seat. Each was 
darting around the chamber, shaking hauds 
with this Senator, slapping that oue on the back, 
and greeting everybody with cordial warmth. 
Whatever disappointment may have been 
felt by the Democrats over the result of the re- 
cent contest at the polls was for the time effect- 
ually eoncealed, and whatever disposition Re- 
publicans may have had to chuckle over their 
success was beld in check for a more fitting ov- 
casion. Harmony and good-will were the watch- 
words of the hour, and it was a real pleasure to 
lvok down from the galleries upon the cheerful 
scene Delow and to listen to the kum and laugh- 
ter of the usually staid and dignified Senators. 

Conspicuous among the promenading Sen- 
ators was Mr. Edmunds, who had added an inch 
or two to his short gray beard and to the fringe 
of his hair around his bald and shining pate. 
He chatted with a score or more of his col- 
leagues until finally Mr. Pluinb caught him 
alone and held him in a close and evidently 
very earnest conversation near the President's 
cbair. Mr. Morrill Was another of the Senators 
most heartily greeted, and ali told him huw 
pleased they were to see him - looxing so weil 
after the sickness Whieh kept him from his seat 
80 many weeks of the last session. Mr. Allison’s 
genial smile beamed upon his friemds every- 
where in the chamber until he caught 
sight of Mr. Aldrich, and then it beamed 
upon him alone, for the two Senators sat 
down for a long talk about the tariff substitute 
in the preparation of which they were the most 
prominent actors. Mr. Blackburn was as active 
in greeting his colleagues as if he bad never 
thouglit that possibly his career might be ter- 
minated under the code duelle, and many of the 
Senators noticed with interest that Messrs. 
Blackburn and Ingalls enjoyed what seemed 
to be a very friendly coniab. Tall Mr. Sauls- 
bury’s greeting gave no sign that his Senatorial 
life was very near its close, and nobody was 
heard asking him toexplain the result of the 
election in Delaware. Mr. Cockrell’s persistent 
watehfulness against big and little bills of 
doubtful propriety was for the time being for- 
gotten by Senators whose little schemes he had 
so often frustrated, and the Republicans whose 
politics he had bitterly assailed shook hands 
with him as cordially as any onecould ask. Mr. 
Hawley was one of the few who stick to their 
desks, but he was kept on his feet much of the 
time ackpowldeging the congratalations of the 
Senaters who had learned that a very young 
daughter had arrived at home on Saturday last. 
Mr. Gorman’s grave and smooth-shaved face was 
for once full ot wrinkles as he smilingly greeted 
one after another of his friends, but later on the 
sober look returned when he and Mr. Faulk- 
ner got together ana talked about the returns 
from West Virginia. Blutf aad jolly Mr. Saw- 
yer had a fresh joke for the Republicans and 
another for the Democrats and visited botn 
sides of the Chamber to tell them. Messcs. 
Sherman, Hoar, and Hale formed an interesting 
group in ong corner of the Chamber, while in 
anotber corner Messrs. Gray, Spoouer, and 
Walthall talked together. The great and only 
Mr. Blair was wide awake and in 15 minutes he 
had whispered something confidentially in the 
eurs of at least 4U Senators. Less active, but 
quite as indefatigable, was his colleague, Mr. 
Chandler, who spent a good deal of time among 
the Democrats, whose political methods he de- 
lights in denouncing. Mr. Butler did not tail to 
greet his bosom friend, Don Cameron, and the 
two men began agaio the intimacy which both 
have found so pleasaut inthe past. Mr. Vest 
shook hands with everybody, including the of- 
ficial reporters, and Mr. Vance’s hearty iaugh 
was heard here and there aad everywhere as 
he strolled about the place. Mr. Frye forgot 
about the Eastern fishermen, and Mr. Dawes 
dropped the Western Indians, and after both 
had shaken hands with Mr. Cullom they did 
the same with all the others present. Mr. 
Ransom’s Chestertieldian bow was never wore 
noticeable, and his gracious urbanity wus not 
more ‘than equaled by that of Mr. Gibson or 
Mr. Manderson. Mr. Eustis brought to the 
chamber a close-cropped beard which made 
some of his friends look twice before 
they were sure they were approaching an 
acquaintance and Mr. Harris carried a mus- 
tacbe more carefully waxed than ever before. 
Mr. Blodgett and Mr. Pugh were remembered 
by friends outside the Senate as Well as within, 
for en their desks were handsome baskets of 
cut flowers. Mr. Daniel and Mr. Voorhees were 
thought of in the same way, but neither of them 
was present to admire the roses or shake hands 
with their friends. A simple bunch of long- 
stemmed roses was lying upon Mr. Beek's desk, 
but the blunt Kentucky Senator was oue ef 
the absentees. Regrets that Mr. Beek 
could not take part im the proceedings 
were frequently heard ou both sides of 
the ohamber and they were repeated with 
deeper earnestness when word wenr round that 
he bad not got the better of the ilimess which 
forced him to leave Washington long before the 
close of the last session, and could not hope 
to spend much time in the Senate this Winter. 
Mr. Quay was another Senator whose absence 
was noted particuiarly by the visitors, whose 
first inquiry in scores of cases was for the mau 
whe is regarded as the new dictator of his 
party. Neither Mr. Evarts ner Mr. Hiscock 
was at hand to represent the Empire State. 
New-York was one of tie five States whose Sen- 
ators failed te appear to-day, the others being 
Georgia, Virginia, Minnesota, and California. 

The buzz of conversation was at its height 
both on the floor and in the galleries when, 
just at the stroke of roon, Mr. Ingalis stepped 
behind the desk so soon to be occupied by Levi 
P.Morton and struck its tep with the little ivory 
gavel whicb bas no nandie. Then, as the Sena- 
ters rose and bowed their heads, he stepped 
aside and his place was taker by Chaplain 
Butler, who prayed for Divine blessing upon 
Cengress, the country, and the President and 
president-elect. ‘The Chaplain’s invocation 
closed with the Lord’s Prayer, in the 
repetition of which Mr. Ingalis and Mr. 
Cullom joined in low tones. The instant the 
“Amen” was uttered the Senators resumed 
their interrupted cbhatterings, and Mr. Ingalls 
could hardly be heard aa, without rising from 
his chair, he announced that the day fixed by 
the Constitution for the opening of the session 
having arrived and a quorum of Senators being 
present, the Senate was ready te transact busi- 
ness. Mr. Sherman moved the usuai resolution 
directing the Secretary to inform the House of 
Representatives that the Senate was in session, 
and Mr. Morrili offered the resolution 
that a committee of two be named to join 
the House committee informing the Presi- 
dent that Congress was ready to hear anything 
he might have to say to it. When these had 
been adopted and Messrs. Morrill and Sauisbury 
appointed as the Notification Committee, Mr. 
Cameron proposed that the regular meeting 
hour should be at noon and this was, of course, 
promptly agreed to. Then, for three-quarters 
of an hour notathing was done, and some of 
the Senators went to writing letters, just as 
they do on ordinary days. Finally, Mr. Sher- 
man suggested a half-hour recess, and it struck 
the Senate as such a bright idea that it was 
adopted at once. 

When the reeess expired Assistant Secretary 
Pruden appeared with the President’s message 
under his arm and a page hurried off to find Mr. 
Ingalls. The latter came in from his private room 
and rapped the Senate to erder. Mr. Pruden had 
to wait until the Senate had been formally toid 
that the House was in session and Messrs. Mor- 
rill ana Saulsbury reported that they had told 
the President the Senate was ready to hear 
from him. Then the message in writing was 
delivered by Mr. Pruden and immediately laid 
before the Senate. Less than 25 Senators had 
returned after the recess, and not all of 
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@hese listened to the message during the 
bour and twenty-minutes Secretary Mo- 
Cook occupied in reading it. Mr. Blair 
and Mr. Ransom exhibited their indiflerence to 
what President Cleveland had to say by busy- 
ing themselves with their correspondence, but 
they were the only ones who did not listen in- 
tently to that portion of the message relating to 
‘the tariff and the Treasury surplus. Messrs. 
Hoar and Teller sneered together at the Presi- 
dent’s tariff views, while Messrs. Allison and 
Gorman did not letawordon this subject es- 
eape them. There was a general smile en the 
Republican side when the references to the 
‘Backviile incident were read, but with these ox- 
ceptions there was nothing but respectful si- 
lence to mark She reception of the message. 

When the reading had been finished, the docu- 
ment, on Mr. Hoar’s motion, was ordered to lis 
upon the tabie and be printed. Mr. Hoar 
‘asked what was to be the order of business to- 
‘morrow, and Mr. Ingalia replied that at 2 
io’elock the Tariit bill wouldcome up. Mr. Frye 
‘then gave notice that he would move to take 
‘up the bill to settie the Union Pacific Railroad 
debt in the merning hour to-morrow, and Mr. 
Chandler announced that as soon as practicable 
he would ask for the passage of pis resolution 
to investigate the election of last April in 
‘Louisiana. Mr. Gibson remurked that he would 
continues to object to the Chandler resolution, 
and Mr. Allison said he would call up the Tariff 
yiil to-morrow. Ther, on Mr. Hoar’s motion, 
the Senate adjourned, and the first day’s session 
‘was at an end. . 

The House galleries were filled, the doorways 
‘were packed, and the halls outside were 
thronged with hundreds who could not get in 


when the mecting kour appreaehed. In all but 
the reserved galleries tho spectators were men, 
in monotonous rows, tier upon tier. Ladies in 
(brighter garments were in the east and west 
end galleries and in tue spaces set apart for the 
diplomatic corps. The crowd upen the floor 
was all animation, members ef both political 
‘parties exchangiag greotings after their brief 
‘two months with as much zest asif they had 
been parted for as many years. Tho friends of 
the Democrats who were moved to remember 
them with presents of flowers were many. 
Floral baskets, wreaths, and b®uquets were 
‘upon many ef the desks on the Democratic side, 
‘while there were comparatively very tew on 
the Republican side. Mr. Cox had alarge bunch 
of exceedingly handsome La France roses a8 big 
‘as cabbages Jaid upos his desk. ‘Tim’? Camp- 
‘bell could not be seen when he sat behind the 
euperb bouquet of red and yellew roses with 
‘which some of the Gevernment Printing Office 
employes had decorated it. A still Jarger and 
finer bouquet stood upon the desk of ‘* Archie” 
Bliss, consecrated, according to the card at- 
tached to it, tothe man who “ has the courage of 
iis convictions.” A doubie standard basket full 
‘of choice flowers was upon thedesk of tho 
‘Speaker. A pretty basket was left on Mr. Ran- 
'dall’s desk, and just before the Heuse was called 
bto order, and while few persons were observing 
him, Mr. Kandall came feeblyin, dropped heayv- 
ily into his chair, and leaned once to enjoy a 
psniff at the fragrant blossoms. He was looking 
very pale and thinner than usual, but his eye 
iwvas bright and his manver cheerful as he shook 
‘hands with the crowd that collected about him. 
{Ir the Republicans lacked floral tributes they 
did not lose the opportunity to turn to account 
ithe better fortune of their oppenents. They 
; agreed that the flowers belonged on the Demo- 
' cratic side--that it was not a Republican funeral. 
Nearly all the promivent men were on hand 
when the Speaker’s gavel fell. Mr. Mills was 
'there, his face ruddy with health and showing 
'no trace of the wear and tear of the eampaign. 
| The silwer-haired Breckinridge of Kentueky was 
jmear him,and both were congratulated upon 
Mhaving escuped from the general wreck. Mr. 
| Reed, on the Republican side, was serious, and 
;@ new sense of responsibility deterred him from 
;devoting himself to random provocation of 
ithe majecrity. Mr. William Walter Phelps, dap- 
per and smiling after his set-back, chummed 
with the pallid and self-possessed McKinley, 
f-who was set upon censtantly by members who 
‘were anxious to learn whether he was really a 
? candidate for Speaker of the House that is not 
Fdue to meet for a year, Mr. Cannon of 
‘Tllinois, who has becomea eandidate in earnest 
wand one that seriously menaces the Eastern 
ieandidacy of Mr. Reed, had a blush for every 
‘compliment andahand for every congratula- 
*tion. Burrows of Michigan, the latest candi- 
!@atein the field for Speaker, was boisterously 
happy, while Mr. Grosvenor of Ohio, who had 
‘not quite finished celebrating the Republican 
victory, went about exhibiting a bandana 
handkerchief as atrophy. Governor-eleet Ho- 
' vey ef Indiana was remembered by his friends, 
who sent hima horseshoe of flowers that was 
almost a triumphalarch. He hadit on his desk, 
, and his head and shoulders were visible behind 
)}ithke aportrait set in a frame of roses and 
} Smilax. Gen. Ben Rutterworth was there, the 
, least concerned of the Republican candidates 
for Speaker, and so was Leutelle, who has been 
' suggested for Secretary of the Navy. 
Just before noon there was a stir about tho

‘“*We are going to push the tariff measure right 
along toa vote and pass it,’ was the remark 
made by one of the Republican Senators to-day, 
and he was eonfirmed by Mr. Allison’s formal 
notice to the Senate that he would eail up the 
bill after the morning hour to-morrow.

both sides of the chamber. The House of Rep- 
resentatives bids fair te send seme of the regu- 
jar appropriation bills ever to the Senate earlier 
than usual this Winter, and, as Chairinan of the 
Appropriations Committee, Mr. Allison is not 
likely to permit these measures te be dolayed by 
the Tari bill, which will be put aside 
Whenever an appropriation bill is ready.4 Some 
of the Republicans aré promising to return the 
Tariff billie the House in January, but a good 
many more Senaters think they will be doing 
well if they can get a majority vote for any sort 
of a tariff measure by the middle of February. 
Meanwhile the Senate Finance Committee will 
continue its hearings of interested manuilact- 
urers and others whodesire to plead for gpecial 
hich protection for the produets in which they 
are interested. Mr. Allison has declared within 
a day or two that the bill will be passed and 
that it will not be merely a bill to reduee rev- 
enue. He says it must bea thorough revision, 
and he refers to the complaints ef the hat trim- 
ming and worsted importers as instances illus- 
trating the necessity for remedial legislation, 


Phe Republicans who believe that there will 
be an extra seasion ef Congress are insisting 
that the contest for the Speakership has already 


begun. Mr. Cannon assumes evidentiy that 
this is se, and ne has gone on quietly to seek 
support for himself. Mr. McKinley, who does 
not conceal bis wish to be Speaker, has not en- 
tered upon an open certest yet, for the reasen 
that he does not believe that it will be neces- 
sary to elect a Speaker fera year. The advo- 
cates of Mr. Reed’s election are believed 
to faver an extra session for the rea- 
son that delay will prove dangerous

As 
for Butterworth’s candidacy, it will net be 
serious if Mr. MoKinley decides to make a 
fight. Some of the friends of Mr. McKinley, 
who have been hoping that he would not try to 
be elected Speaker because they feared that his 
election to the Speakership and the animosities 
that he might provoke as Speaker would impair 
his chances of becoming the Presidential candi- 
date in 1892, have about concluded that they 
were mistaken and that his elevation to the 
Bpeakership will not at all deprive him of pop- 
ularity. If it were possible to make Mr. McKin- 
ley Chairman of the Ways and Means Committee 
under any other Speaker he might be held back 
for that placo, but the precedence of Mr. Kelley, 
who will not be ignored; of Mr. Browne, and of 
Mr. Reed, help the McKinley men to the con- 
clusion that ne will do woll to take tho risk of 
making enemies by assuming the responsibility 
tor committee assignments. 


Both Republican and Democratic Senators are 
disinclined to express decided opinions to-night 
upen the President’s message, on the ground 


that they have had ne time te give it careful 
consideration. Those who heard it read from 
the desk to-day say they have only a general 
notion as to what it contains, and each wishes 
to read it —enr, for himself before criticising 
or commending it in detail. In a general way 
the Republicans speak of it as largely a routine 
message, covering ground that should have 
been traversed- a year ago. They find fault, of 
course, With the tariff reform arguments of the 
President, but they expected Mr. Cleveland to 
stand by his message of 1887 on that sunject 
and they give him credit for not running away 
from the subject. They would have been sur- 
prised if he had, for they long ago learned that 
the President had the courage of his convic- 
tions. Democratic Senators heartily commend 
the message as Onein harmony with its author’s 
course as President and in line with the party’s 
policy. The sentences which seemed to please 
them most a3 they heard the message read were 
those in whioh Mr. Cleveland said: ‘*Tbe cause 
for which tne battle is waged is comprised with- 
in lines clearly and distinctly defined. It should 
never be compromised. It is the people's 
cause.” More than one Democrat called atten- 
tion to tkese utterances as likely to be often 
heard in the future, and, if their impressiens of 
to-day are correct, ‘It should never be compro- 
mised, It is the people’s cause” will be watch- 
words of the party in the contest for tariff tax

A RATE WAR IMPENDING 


A OUTTING OF PRIOHS SHEEMS 
INBVIITABLE. 

THE MILWAUKEE AND ST. PAUL WILL 
NOT ENTER INTO ANY AGREEMENT 
TO PAY SCALPERS COMMISSIONS. 

St. Paun, Minn., Dec. 3.—The trouble be- 
tween the raiiways which compete for the pus- 
iness between St. Paul and Chicago has assumed 
a still more aggravated state and there is now 
very little hope of staving off a war in pas- 
senger rates until the meséting of the managers 
to be held on Dec. 18. At the meeting of the 
passenger ofticials, held on Saturday, an agree- 
ment was submitted by General Passenger 
Agent Kenyon ef the Burlington Road, which 
was the same as the one presented 
at the previous meeting, with the ex- 
ception that it provided for a com- 
mission&ite be paid to brokers of $3 on 
lirst-class tickets to Chicago and one of $2 on 
seconds class ticket. This agreement was 
signed by the representatives of all the lines ex- 
cept the Milwaukee and St. Paul Read. Mr. 


Dixon stated that his instructions were 
such that he could not enter into an agreement 
that would give a tieket scalper an opportun- 
ity to sell tickets at a less rate than can be 
obtained at the ticket oflica of the Milwaukee 
Read. Mr, Dixon, however, stated that he 
would send a eopy of the agreement to Mil wan- 
kee for the consideration of the General Pas- 
senger Agent of the road and would notify the 
lines to-day of the decision ef the department 
in regard to it. 

This morning Mr. Dixon received the follow- 
ing telegram from General Passenger Agent 
Carpenter, which clearly explains the position 
of the Milwaukee Road in the matter: 

“The proposed passenget agreement from St. 
Paul and Minheapolis would be satisfactory if tariff 
rates could be maintained under it, but the para- 
graph pointing to the payment of high commissions 
to ticket brokers and others on the streets of St. 
Paul and Minneapolis nullifies all the rest of the 
agreement. Hxperience has demonstrated that the 
moment commissions are paid to outsiders at our 
terminal points to secure business, these outsiders 
cut all other rates, and demoralization naturally en- 
snes. We want an agreement to maintain tariff on 
agreed rates without having to pay out one-third or 
more of our revenue to ticket brokers to secure our 
fair sharo of business. 

‘““We will not enter into any agreoment which 
dees not permit us to sel] our tickets right over eur 
counter to the public at flat rates without the inter- 
vention of middlemen. If other lines reduce rates 
through brokers’ offices we shall act only on the 
effort to pretect our own interest. We are not ag- 
gressive, and we have no bone to pick with any of 
our competitors. We only ask that an agreement is 
made to maintain tariffs or agreed rates. If any 
competitors fail to maintain such rates we shall, if 
we s0 elect, mest the situation over our counters, 
and give the citizens of St. Paul and Minneapolis 
the benefit of the reduction in rates that we may 
have to make, without their having to go into out- 
side offices and pay a middleman’s profit. This is 
our platform.” 

After receiving the above message, Mr. Dixon 
notified the Secretary of the St. Paul and Min- 
neapolis Passenger Asseciation that he could 
not sign the agreement as it was submitted on 
Saturday. Mr. Dixon stated that the Milwaukee 
Road could not take tho initiative in cutting 
rates, but that they would sell tiekets at their 
office at the same rates that the other lines fur- 
nished tickets to scalpers, provided no settle- 
ment of the rate questionis reached within a 
day or two, 

In the meantime it is stated that scalpers are 
selling Wisconsin Central, Kansas City, and 
Burlington first-class tickets at the rate of 
$7 50, and that the Aibert Lea Road has made 
a rate of $6 50 on first-class tickets. Mr. 
Kenyon of the Burlington Road, ana Mr. Haz- 
zard of the Kansas City, however, deny the 
statement that their tickets can be procured of 
scalpers at $7 50 and state that they have no 
such tickets out, There seems te be no prospect 
for a settlement of the present diffieulty, and a 
general slashing of rates to Chicago within a 
few days is inevitable. 


No further cuts were made here yesterday 
by any of the Western lines in passenger rates 
between Chicago and 8t. Paul and Minneapolis 
and Chicagoand Missouri River points. Some 
of the other roads, however, followed the Wis- 
consin Central and met the rates from this city. 
Trunk lines were notified of the reduction yes- 
terday by Wisconsin Central representatives 
and were authorized to use $8 50 and $7 as the 
pro rate of that line for its portion of the haul 
from New-York to St. Paul or Minneapolis. 
The time has been se short since the last up- 
heaval in passenger rates among the North- 
western lines tat agents here were somewhat 
tired of fighting and have not yet become en- 
thused over the newly-inaugurated warfare, 
but turbulent times are expected in a few days.

HE ASKS TO BE EXCUSED, 
GEN. SAMUEL THOMAS WILLING TO LET 
OTHERS FIGHT. 

Wall-street is likely to get something of 
a@ sensation from the office of the East Tennes- 
seo, Virginia and Georgia Railroad Company. 
The first meeting of the Directors following the 
recent annual election is to be held this after- 
noon. Its purpose is to organize formally by 
electing executive officers for the ensuing year. 
Gen. Samuel Thomas is President now. He has 
been for years, Col. Calvin 8. Brice is Vice- 


President. He has been long in the harness, 
too. Wall-street expects their re-election. Any- 
thing else would be astonishing. Yet, unless a 
sudden change takes place this morning in the 
opintons and plans of Mr. Brice and Mr. 
Thomas, both gentlemen will decline a re- 
election. 

An entertaining variety of rumers is flying 
around to account for this unexpected fact. 
Oneis that Messrs, Brice and Thomas are not 
in sympathy with the proposed policy of the 
controllers ofthe East Tennessee Road (the 
Richmona Terminal er eg to wage a bitter 
warupor the Norfolk and Western Road, by 
whose eonnivance was brought the recent sult 
in ‘Tennessee breaking up the lease of the Kast 
Tennessee property to the Riehmond and Dan- 
ville. This theory is denied, however, on ofii- 
cial authority. Gen. Themas and Col. Brice, 
not believing in any picayune warfare, are 

uite as ready as anybedy else te do fighting 
that will show material results. 

The Tennessee court, in annulling the East 
Tennesseo lease last week, took great pains to 
deciare that if the road were not henceforth 
managed in the interest solely of its security 
holders and without partiality for othor prop. 
erties, meaning the Riehmond and Danville 
and the Terminal, there would be a Receiver 
forthwith. This judioial declaration piaees the 
executive efilcers of tho East Tennessee Road 
in arather delicate position. Inasmuch as the 
Terminal owns the control of the East Ten- 
nesses, it will insist, of course, upon having 
the East Tennessee business for its own and 
the Danville lines. Thia is just what the 
court has declared its intention to prohibit. 
Otherwise the breaking of the lease signities 
nothing. Otherwise the Norfolk and Western 
will have had allits lawsuit trouble for its 
pains. The Norfolk and Western is fighting for 
morsels of business that it sorely needs. It is 
fighting, in fact, for the chance to retain for its 
road a through Suouthern connection. With the 
East Tennessee boycotting it, the Norfolk’ and 
Western can be only a loca line, beginning ina 
sleepy Virginia seaport town and endingin a 
Northern Tenuessee coratield. 

With so much at stake itis plain, of course, 
that the Norfolk and Western will see to it that 
the threat ef a Receivership is kept dangling 
continually before the East Tennessee’s vision. 
Thus the Richmond Terminal saysto the East 
Tennessee: “Give us your business. We own 
you. 

“If you do,” interrupts the Norfolx and West- 
ern, “ we'll repert you to Chancellor Gibson and 
put you in a Receiver’s hands.” 

Gen. Thomas, not being a philanthropist, 
doesn’t think he cares to resolve himself inte a 
target of this sort. The Presidency pays no sal- 
ary. He realizes trat a hot tight is ahead for 
the East Tennessee, baeked by the Richmond 
Terminal and the. Richmond and Danville 
against the Norfolk and Western. For this 
reason—theugh all of his associates are protest- 
ing and trying to woo him ever—he wants to let 
somebody else suceeed to his Presidential plage. 
There are likely to be lawsuits that will annoy 
and perhaps embarrass the Norfolk and West- 
ern, There are parallel and eompeting lines to 
be built into Norfolk and Western territory. 
pte | is a big lot of burdensome and lively work 
ahead. 

In case Gen. Thomas persists at the meeting 
te-day in deelining a re-election he will be suc- 
ceeded by a prominent Southern Railway man- 
ager who is enthusiastically desoribed by in- 
siders as “a fighter.”

MORE TROUBLE FEARED. 
Present appearances indicate that a still 
further upheaval in immigrant rates to the 
West may soon take place in Castle Garden. 


There are now four lines that have their own

Representatives of the latter 
lines are becoming heartily discouraged at the 
turn affairs are taking, and regrets are ex- 
pressed that this means was ever adopted to 
try and force the Lackawanna and Ontario 
Roads back into the assoeiation. The four out- 
side lines, it is claimed, are now car- 
rying about 85 per cent. of the business 
whioh emanates from Castic Garden, in spite of 
all the otbers can do to control it. Even on the 
other side of the Atlantic the joint agency has 
not been able to place one-fourth 98 many or- 
ders as have the outsiders, and numerous long- 
time contracts have been entered into between 
the latter and differentsteamship companies by 
which entire shiploads of passengers are turned 
over to the railroad agents. 

All the steamship men, boarding house keep- 


ers, and runners in the First Ward have become. 


willing converts to the cause of the outsiders, 
and no offer can be made of sufficient magnitude 
to induce them to work for the poel lines. They 
say thatif the association should beat the out- 
siders in this fight it would bea death blow to 
commissions which are now paid in liberal 
amounts for the securing of passengers. 


CARNEGIE IN CONTROL. 
Andrew Carnegie has become the personal 
controller of the South Pennsylvania Railroad 
scheme. The Vanderbilt subscription has passed 
to him and he is credited with the purchase also 
of the interest of the late Christopher Meyer. 


Mr. Carnegie’s friends say that he now holds 
three-fifths of the $15,000,000 capital. Mr. 
Carnegie is said to be now more friendly to the 
Pennsylvania Company than he was some time 
ago, and there are intimations—lacking official 
confirmation—that the South Penn from this 
time on will prove iess of a thorn in the old 
corporation’s side.

TO COMBAT CITY EVILS 


A OONFERHNOKL OF EVANGSHAL- 
IOAL OHURCHES. 

TRYING TO FIND THE MEANS AND METH- 
ODS WHEREBY ALL BAD INFLU- 
ENCES SHALL BE KEPT DOWN. 

A conference of evangelical churches 
upon the religious needs ef New-York City and 
how to supply them was begun last night at 
Chickering Hall. The eall for the cenference 
was issued lagt week and signed by many prom- 
inent clergymen and laymen of various denom- 
inatiens. Chiekering Hall was well filled when 
William E. Dodge called the meeting to order. 
With him upon the platform were Bishop 
Andrews, the Hon. John Jay, the Rev. Dr. M. 
D. G Crawford, the Rev. Henry Mottet, the 
Dr. John Hall, the Rev, Dr. Howard 
Crosby, the Rey. Dr. A. F. Sohauffier, the Rev. 
Dr. E. Walpole Warren, the Rev. Josiah Strong, 
Archdeacon Mackay-Smith, Morris K. Jesup, 


the Rev. C. A. Stoddard, John Crosby Brown, 
the Rev. Ray Thompson, and the Rev. . Mo- 
Burnie. In the audience were several of the 
prominent laymen whose names are identified 
with the efforts of some of the denominations or 
with undenominational mission work. 

Mr. Dodge said they were gathered together 
to study thoughtfully and carefully the religious 
needs of New-York City, to hear and consider 
statements of what is being done, to learn some- 
thing more of their responsibilities, and then, 
by e0-operation and the employment ef inteili- 
gent and earnest effort to go to work to reclaim 
the city for Christ. While great truths always 
remain, conditions change, and the mothods of 
the churches in dealing with these new condi- 
tions must change alse, 

The Hon. John Jay was introduced as the 
Chairman of the evening. Mr. Jay said the 
cause in which the sympathies of the audience 
were sought to be enlisted was not sectarian, 
but broadly Christian, profoundly philanthropic, 
aod of transcending importance to the city and 
its dense and censtautly increasing population. 
While the foreign residents of Lonion formed 2 

er geent. of its entire pepulation that of New- 

ork was 80 per cent., and to these foreign 
elements were largely due the evils with 
which the city was enoumbered. These 
evils might be modified and restrained 

y law, but could only be _ effect- 
ually removed by Christianity. The work ef 
the church was opposed by the native enmity 
of many of the foreign-born residents te eur 
American institutions—te the open schools, to 
the observance of the Sabbath, to freedom of 
worship, and te evangelical work. These ob- 
stacles were almost insuperable in the cases of 
some of the immigrant classes, who were 
hedged off by their foreign tongues from con- 
tact with and the influence of American Uhris- 
tian workers. It would be the effort ef the con- 
ference to find a means which should be 
——— to the work in hand. 

Displayed upon a large rack were maps of 
Manhattan Island, about 10 feet wide and 12 
feet high, in three sections, showing the popula- 
tion ef the island by wards and the number of 
Protestant churches and chapels by wards. The 
Rev. Dr. James M. King explained the condition 
of the city above Fourteenth-street, and the 
Rev. Dr. A. F. Schauffler that below Fourteenth- 
street. From the exhibit it appeared that the 
number of churches had not Kept pace with the 
increase in population. In 1880 im the seven 
wards north of Fourteenth-street there were 
622,000 people, with 221 churches, and in 1888 
the population had increased to 732,000 and the 
number of churches had fallen to 195. In the 
same Wards the number of saleons had grown 
from 2,947 in 1880 to 8,988 in 1888, or from 1 
to every 211 people to 1 toevery 184. Stars 
on the map indicated tne locatien of the 
churches, and there were vast districts, includ- 
ing hundreds of blecks, in which not a star was 
visible, and in which there were saloons in 
almost every block. 

Dr. Schauffler said many a Western State and 
Territory was better supplied with church ac- 
commodations than New-York - If New- 
York was going to be evangelized New-York 
would have to doit. New-York had some of the 
best men and women in the world, she also had 
some of the worst men and women in the world, 
and against the tendency of the bad elements 
toward anarohy the churches needed to labor, 
for the fight was on and the issue was clearly 
drawn. 

The work of last evening was largely pre- 
liminary to the services of to-day and to-mor- 
row.

RUSSELL STURGIS DESCRIBES THE ARCHI- 
TECTUKE OF THE FUTURE, 

The monthly dinner and meeting of the 
Architectural League of New-York was held 
last evening at Morelio’s. John Beverly Rovin- 
son, the President, presided, and there were 
also present E. H. Kendall, President of the In- 
stitute of Arehiteets; A. W. Drake, A F. 
D’Oench, H. O. Avery, H. J. Hardenbergh, W. 
A. Coffin, and W. B, Bigelow. There were 74 at 
table. 


Russell Sturgis read a paper on “ Arebitecture 
Without Decorative Art.” Hesaid: “Gothicis 
not to be the architecture of the future. Our 
building is to be simple, massive, heavy, eom- 
paratively unorganized; perhaps not a mere 
torpid ponderosity calculatea only to shelter, 
but such will be the tendency. Cut atone is to 
become a tradition. Terracotta is to cease to 
imitate cut stone and to become the means of 
carrying out bas-reliefs and sculpture in a man- 
ner to stand the weather. Moldings we may 
keep, but the tendency will be to forget them. 
Columns will he retained for the sake of the 
beautiful material of which the shafts can be 
made. Capitals may be sculptured, but are 
more likely to be blocks of beautiful stone. 
Arches will be of any shape that comes handy. 

“ Our arehitecture will be like that of Sicily 
or Southern Franee—materials hard, heavy, in 
a solid shell of mortar. The vault will bean 
unelastic, solid eggshell, as under the Roman 
Empire. A design for the proposed ten-million- 
dollar Protestant cathedral would be vast and 
well proportioned vaults like the Basilica of 
Maxentius, covered with gold or green or blue 
mosaics, the walls below to be sheathed with 
semi-precious stones, like San Marco; the col- 
umns and capitais*of any beautiful stone; the 
floor opus A.exandrum, and along the wallsa 
belt 12 feet wide and hundreds eng, filled with 
wall painting; statues to be abundantly 
used. For the exterior get the effect of 
bigness—of enormous mass. For instance, 
build a bell tower 40 feet square and 400 feet 
high. A Gothic eathedral would bea fatlure. 
The combined talent of the nineteenth eentury 
is not able to produce a Gothic cathedral. The 
Gothic revival has been a failure in England 
andeverywhere. Gothic needs the origination 
of decorative designs and men to execute them 
Its secret is lost.” 

The gold and silver medals designed by E. H. 
Blashfield, to be awarded at the exhibition at 
the Fifth-Avenue Art Galleries from Dee. 22 to 
Jan. 12, were exhibited. It was decided to pub- 
lish and distribute among the art societies of the 
country the papers read before the league. An 
amendment to the constitution making mem- 
bers individually responsible for the obligations 
of the league was carried.

THE PROBABILITY OF A RKRAOH 
WliH CAMBRIDGE. 

MANY OBSTACLES IN THE WAY, BUT 
THEY MAY BE REMOVED—THE MEN 
WHO WILL PROBABLY ROW, 

New-Haven, Dec. 3.—It is assured that 
some member of Yale University has been 
writing unofficial letters to the Captain of the 

Cambridge (England) boat crew. Capt. Woodruff 


lieved that such was the case. If Woodruff 


knows the identity of the person in question he | 


will not reveal it. He said yesterday that the facts 


was interested in rowing had written a personal 
letter or letters to Cambridge out of curiosity 
and that these letters had been interpreted by 
the Enylishmen as ofiicial Woodruff denies up 
and down that the Yale management had had 
anything to do officially or otherwise with the 
messages in question. He deprecated the whole

No Ameri- 
ean college crew ought to go abroad fera race 
without calculating tor, at the very least esti- 
mate, five weeks for the trip. A week for the 
Vveyage, and a month in which te get over 1ll- 
ness consequent upon & long sea journey and 
in whieh to get in puysical condition for a race 
and get used to the English water are the small- 
est periods of time that can possibly be con- 
sidered. Moreover, if Yale is to row an English 
crew, the only inducement for such a race is to 
determine the merits of the best university 
eights of the two countries, America and Eng-’ 
land. It would be unfair to Yale, and indeed to 
all lovers of rowing in this country, to put a 
erew on the water representing Yale which was 
not the best that Yale eould furnish. It must 
be, in short, arepresentative Yale crew anda 
representative American university crew. 

“If this is true, and [ believe it to be true, the 
only time in whieh Yale could rew an English 
orew is in July or August. We could not in any 
way, shape, or manner get our crew into its best 
ebape as early as April. Wiy, the ice doesn’t 
break up in New-Haven Harbor so that we can 

et on the water before the middle or end of 

areh. It needs al] the time 1bat ws can get, 
every hour of it, between April 1 and July 1, to 
get our crews into their best form. 

“ Avain, the race with Harvard occurs teward 
the end of June, and if we trained our crew for 
@ race in April it would be hard to keep them in 
fit physioal condition for the June race with 
Harvard, These reasous seem to us here at 
Yale to be weighty enough almost to necessi- 
taie placing the date of the alg per Yale- 
Cambridge race in July or early August. We 
don’t know how the Englishmen feel about it 
because we have not head from them yet. We 
shall open negotiations soon and see how they 
look at the question.” 

With the annihilation and burial of the Yale 
Freshmen by the Harvard Freshmen {ast Sat- 
urday interest in football at Yale died out until 
it sball be revived next Fall. Tre eyes 
of the university are now being turned 
upon the crew, and especial interest at- 
taches to the oarsmen in view of the fact 
that. a race with an English crew is 
talked of. Of last June’s famous crew five are 
now in cellege—Woodruft, Gill, Cerbin, Hart- 
well, and Brewster. Carter, who 1s now abroad, 
will probably return to college at the opening 
of the Winter term. Whether all these mena will 
row or net is a disputed question. Itis under- 
stood that neither Gill nor Corbin is anx- 
ous, for private reasons of their own, 
to sit in the boat another year. 
Yale has a way, however, of usually inducing 
her loyal sons to make persona! sacrifices for 
the sake of the reputation of tne college, and 1t 
is likely that five ef last year’s crew will again 
he)p to pusb Yale's shell to the front. They are 
the five first mentioned, If Carter should row, 
@sixth would be added, and Caldwell, who 
stroked Yale to victory in 1886 and 1887, 1s 
iu the Yaie Divinity School, and it is not un- 
likely that he will be induced to re-enter tbe 
boat, although he did not row last year. Of 
the substitutes, James and Harrison are now 
rowing. Other promising men are isham 
Rogers, Heyworth, Adams, and Swayne. ‘The 
first three have rowed upon the ’91 Class 
crew. Regers is a brother of John Rogers, 
°87, who was Captain of the crew in that year. 
He is spoken of as @ particularly promising 
man. He is a little light in weight, and the 
doubt with regard to him is as to bis ability te 
etand the severe strain atiendant upon a rigid 
system of trainiug and hard werk. Adams and 
Swayne ere Freshmen and have done good work 
thus far upon their class crew. It 1s thought 
that both men promise well for the future, 

Oue of the diticulties before the Yale men at 
present is that no one as yet has been secured 
to coach the crew. If Carter should return to 
college, and should not row, he would undoubt- 
edly fill the position of coach, and fill it well. 
But inasmuch as he is needed in the boat and 
his return to Yale is not as yet assured, the Yale 
management are beginning to consider seriously 
the problem of where they are to find a coach. 
Cowles and Rogers, who coached the crew last 
year, have both left college. The manage- 
ment have not yet decided what steps to take 
toward securing a proper man to oversee and 
direct them, 

Capt. Woedruff has an eight-oared crew row-

MORE ARMS FOR HAYTI.

Senator W. M. Teller, ex-Secretary of the 
Interior, wrote urging Dixon’s pardon, as did 
also the Doorkeeper ef the United States Sen- 
ate aud other ollicial and ex-officlals at Wash- 
ington. The only protest against commutation 
was from the American Surety Company of 
New-York, which made geod the amount em- 
pezzled by Dixon, being on his bond to the com- 
any. 

. Dixon’s divoreed wife was at the gate to re- 
eelve him. They called on Gov. Pennoyer to 
express their gratitude for the ¢lemency he had 
shown. ‘If you ever speak an unkind word te 
that little woman,” said his Excellency, ‘“‘ you 
ought to be réturned to the plaee from which 
you have just been released for the remainder 
of your natural life. The basest of all crimes is 
ingratitude, and you owe Mrs. Dixon a debt 
that ean only be repaid by a life of truest de- 
vyotion.” The Governor’s words greatly affected 
Dixon, who solemnly promised to do as the 
Governor advised. He asked the Governor's 
permission to remain here until he and his 
divorced wife could be remarried, his commuta- 
tion having been granted on condition that he 
leave the State immediately, never to return, 

The Governor granted this request, and he im- 
mediately secured a marriage license of the 
County Clerk and was reunited in the bonds of 
matrimony. He has net determined upon future 
plans, but will probably go to Denver, Col., to 
make his home, 





WHEAT IN THE NORTHWEST. 


THE ARRIVALS MUCH LARGER THAN 
WAS TO BE EXPECTED. 

St. Pau, Minn., Dec. 3.—The arrivals of 
wheat for the last three days have surprised 
even those who ciaimed fer them much lib- 
erality. Of course there are apologies for them 
and explanations, with no end of reasons why 
they should be much lessin afew days. But 
apologies and explanations do not remove the 
fact that the receipts are much greater than 
the public had a right to expect from the 


recent statements of the men supposed to own 
and control the bulk of wheat in country ele- 
vators. 

The deeline from the high price of May wheat 
Saturday was about 2 cents, while in Chicago 
the decline reached 3 cents, showing that local 
forces were less appalled by new developments 
than people less familiar with the real North- 
west. With locai flower mills all shutting down 
to clear the channels of the trade of surplus 
flour, and reports of similar cenditions with 
wheat sections, and with wheat pouring in here 
in volume that increases local stocks nearly 
800.000 bushels a week, it would seem to the 
ordinary observer that declining markets ought 
not to be surprises. The arrivals Saturday were 
582 cars of wheat, and to-day 868 Gars came in, 
If anything like’ that movement be kept up 
through the week, with the reduced work of 
mills & local accumulation is promised this week 
in excess of the week just ended. 





OF INTEREST TO DEPOSITORS. 

CuHicaGo, Dec. 3.—Judge Shepard ren- 
dered an opinion this morning on the applica- 
tion of creditors of the Traders’ Bank to have 
money, checks, and drafts to the amount of 
nearly $50,000 returned to them because they 
were deposited with the bank when it was 
known to its officers to be insolvent. The ceurt 
denies the petitions in all cases in which the 
checks were deposited and the money collect ed 
before the actual failure of the bank, but grants 


the prayers for restitution in cases wherein the 
checks were deposited before failure but pay- 
ment was stopped before collection but wherein 
the collections were made by the receiver after 
the bank had closed its doors. Thisis the first 
ruling on this point, at least in the courts of 
this State. The ruling, in effect, is that a bank 
is nota trustee for the depositor for the col- 
lection of checks, and that transactions of this 
character which remain uncompleted at the 
time of the act of insolvency cannot be com- 
+ ia for the benetit of the defunct corpora- 
tion, 

An order will be entered providing for the re- 
turn by the Keceiver of the checks on which 
payment has been stopped. These chscks 
amount to about $30,000, and the money 80 
lost to the bank will be subtracted from the 
assets of the bank, and the general creditors 
will lose that sum in a pro rata distribution. 

Judge Shepard's opinion was expected to 
cover the question of the alleged frauds of the 
bank's officers in receiving deposits when they 
knew tke bank was insolvent. That point was 
raised, but the Judge carefully avoided fore- 
stalling the criminal eourt in Cashier Tall- 
man’s case by saying that there was not sufii- 
cient evidence before him to consider the ques- 
tion as to whether the officers knew of the in- 
solvency when they received deposits.

FIRE AND MURDER. 

KNOXVILLE, Tenn., Dec. 3.—Information 
reached this city to-day from Jonesville, Lee 
County, Va., that nearly all the prominent bust- 
ness houses of the place and 12 dwellings were 
destroyed by fire Friday night. Tho fire broke 
out in O. C. Lee’s store about 10 o’clock, and in 
two hours J. M. Lenk’s building, which was oe- 


cupied as a general store, Post Oftiee, and dwell- 
ing; Brown’s Hoiel, # large two-story brielk 
building; Smith & Sewell’s clothing store, H. O. 
Ballow’s jewelry store, J. Thomas’s drug 
store, M. H. Crockett’s saddiery and harness 
shop, and twelve other buildings were eon- 
sumed, The total loss is more than $100,000, 
and there is but little if any insuranee. Water 
tor domestic uses must. be. hauled three miles, 
and there was little to be used in cuse of fire. 

Henry O. Ballou, one of the heaviest losers by 
the Jonesville fire, met Daniel and Berry Craig 
on the main street of the town yesterday morn- 
ing and ‘aecused them of setting fire to his 
Fremises and starting the terrible conflagration 
which eame near destroying the entire town. 
The Craigs resented the charge, and one of them 
assaulted Balieu. He drewa pistol and shot 
them dewn. Daniel died instantly, and Berry 
died after a few hours of horrible suffering.

THER RIOT RELIEF FUND. 
WHAT IT HAS DONE TO REWARD BRAVE 
POLICEMEN. 

There exists to-day in the hands and un- 
der the management of the Hon. Isaac Bell of 
this city a very interesting evidence of the sub-' 
stantial form gratitude sometimes takes. It is 
known as the “Riot Relief Fund,” the income 
from which is devoted to the reward of police- 
men for courageous serviee under dangerous 
circumstances and to the relief of their families. 
The history of the fund goes back to the time of 
the desperate draft riots. It was orig- 
inated in a somewhat casual way by 
Lawrence W. Jerome, Henry J. Raymond, 
and Paul Forbes, who, happening to 


meet at Delmonico’s one day, and, talking over 
the perils of the time, came to the convlusion 
that something ought to be done for the fam- 
ilies of the policemen who were daily falling dead 
or wounded at their posta. Before many days a 
fund was completed and put in the hands of 


Shepherd Knapp, and W. R. Vermilye. The 


which nearly $23,000 was immediately exvend- 
ed for the relief of policemen and their families. 

The remainder of the fund was invested in 
Government bonds, whero it has since remained, 
the income being from time toe time devoted to 
the object for which the fund was originally 
designated, Trustees Vermilye and EC have 
been succeeded by George Jones and William 
H. Appleton. So judicious has, been the invest- 
ment of the fund and the accruing urmexpended 
interest that the amount now on hand, composed 
of $2,258 53 cash and United States 4 per 
cents, market value $52,000, is $54,258 53, or 
just about the original amount subscribed 25 
years ago. This is in spite of the fact 
that liberal sums have been donated to 
many brave policemen. The 8t. Patrick’s 
Day riot of 1867 was the eause of $3,350 being 
drawn from the fund. The Orange riot of 1871 
brought occasion for $10,000 more to be dis- 
tributed. Twice $10,000 gifts have been made 
to the police pension fund. Sergt. Fanning, 
whose battie with burglars in the New-York 
Gas Company’s office nearly cost him his life, 
was a beneficiary. The family of Sergt 
McGiven, who was killed by a pickpocket, and 
that of Officer Worth, who was stabbed by a 
negro in Wali-street, each received $1,000. 
Sergt. Delanty, who lost an eye in his 
struggle in a Hester-street tenement house, also 
received $1,000 from the fund. 

In almost every instance where unusual 
heroism has been shown the fund has been 
drawn upon for from $500 to $1,000.

TRYING TO HEAL THE BREAOH., 

An adjourned meeting of the Hospital 
Saturday and Sunday Association of this city 
met last evening at St. Luke’s Hospital and 
passed a resolution tending to heal the breach 
which exists between the association and the 
Presbyterian Hospital.

GLUCOSE TRUST IN DANGER.

The Buffale concern, ageing J of the matter, 
made a strong bid for the business and suc- 
ceeded in securing orders for about 10,000 bar- 
rels ef No. 6 corn syrup at 20 cents per galion, 
a8 well as a quantity of glucose, also at a shade 
under the quotations of its Chicago neighbor. 
A gentleman who is interested to some extent 
in the glucose market said yesterday that one 
reason the trust had not succeeded is over- 
production, in the faee of a diminished demand.

MAGNITUDE OF THE DAIRY INDUSTRY IN 
THIS STATE. 

Utica, Dec. 3.—The Utica Board of Trade 
held its last meeting for the year to-day. The 
report of Secretary Gilbert, embracing a de- 
talled statement of the daily transactions and 
comparative tables covering the Utica and Lit- 
tle Falls markets, shows the formidable propor- 
tions of the cheese business of Central New- 
York, 

The market opened on April 23, end during 
the 33 market days of the season 409,564 boxes 
of cheese and 24,573,840 pounds were sold on 
the Utica Board, and 217,413 boxes and 13,044,- 
780 pounds on the Little Falls Board. The 
Utioa transactions were 22,000 boxes in excess 
of those of last year, which were the largest in 


the history of the market atthat time. On each 
of two days the sales exceeded 20,000 boxes, 
and there were several days on which the trans- 
actions reached 18,000 and 19,000. 

The average price per pound for the season 
was .089, against .1039 last year and .0907 in 
1886. The highest price on any one day was 


of last year and 1886. Therefore, while the 
quantity of cheese sold here was greater than 
ever befere, the value of it was a quarter of a 
million short of the receipts in1887. The Utica 
marketings for 1888 represent $2,187,071 76, 
against $2,415,581 49 last year. Excepting 
1887, the receipts for cheese this year exceed 
by more than $100,000 those of any previous 
year.

The two markets, representing the bulk of 
the eheese industry of Central New-York, dis- 
poses of 626,977 boxes, which brought to the 
airy farmers of this’ region $3,432,165 33. 
Secretary Gilbert says in his report: *‘ Cheese 
production ail over the world has been large 
this year, and the territory in New-Zealand 
that has recently ceme to the front as a pro- 
ducer of eheese is likely to become larger and 
more important in the markets of Great Britain 
for several years to eome. The result of this 
willbe that we shall haveto look more and 
more to the home consumption to furnisha 
market for our own make. Fortunately for us 
the home trade is rapidly increasing, and it was 
that alone which prevented cheese from falling 
as low, perhaps, as it was in 1878 and 1879. At 
the same time there is little doubt that we can 
always hold a fair proportion of the foreign 
trade if our dairymen will handie their milk 
and our factorymen make their cheese in the 
cleanliest manner and on the most approved 
methods. In other words, we must compete 
with other countries in the quality of our 
goods, which, unfortunately, we have not done 
during the past season. Less skimming in 
so-called full-cream factories and a better qual- 
ity of cheese in the general run of faetories are 
= necessity if we weuld hold the foreign 
rade.

REPORT OF THE SUPERVISING SPECIAL 
AGENT OF THE TREASURY. 

WASHINGTON, Dec. 3.—In his annual re- 
port to the Secretary of the Treasury Mr. James 
A. Jewell, Supervising Special Agent of the 
Treasury, states thatthe amount recovered and 
paid into the Treasury through the direct serv- 
ices of the officers and employes of his division 
exceeds the total cost of such services by 
$227,800. This is exclusive ef tha amount in- 
volved in suits commenced and undetermined, 
of reductions of expenses recommended, and 
additions (aggregating $483,311) to invoice 
values ef silk goods from Frante and Switzer- 
land reported by the department experts in 
those countries as ne¢essary either to make 
market value or to equal cost of pro- 
duction. The Supervising Special Agent says 
that the act of 1880, dispensing with individual 
bonds on entry at the port of first arrival of 
merchandise intended for immediate transpor- 


tation to interior ports, and providing that the 
common Garriers should be responsible under 
their bonds for the safe delivery of the mer- 
chandise to ihe Collector at the port of destina- 
tion, haa been theroughly tested and has worked 
well. He recommends that a similar provision 
be made with respect to individual bonds upon 
entry of goods for warehouse. In the discus- 
sion of the subject of undervaluations and false 
GClassificatieus he says: 


‘** While the chief officers of the customs at the 
principal ports have generally co-operated heartily 
with the department in its eflerts to enforce the 
laws and regulations in these regards, the abuses 
mentioned continue; the unscrupulous still prosper 
at the expense of the public revenue and of honest 
importers, and it is manifest that justice and equal- 
ity at the Custom Houses cannot be secured to all 
interested without a radical revisien of the customs 
revenue laws and areformation of existing admin- 
istrative methods and machinery. All experience 
hag shown that high ad valorem rates cannot be 
collected with fairness and waniformity under 
any system of administrative laws and regu- 
lations hitherto devised, much less under 
the present loose restrictive laws and inade- 
quate and inetfective system of appraise 
ment. It is believed that those sections of the ‘ Un- 
dervaluation bill,’ which has passed the Senate and 
is now pending in the House of Representatives, 
providing for a board of nine general appraisers to 
hear and finally dispose of all appsuls and to auper- 
vise more Closely the work of the lecal appraising 
officers at all the ports, would go far toward remov- 
ing the evile attendant upon the ad valorem system, 
especially if reinforced by the other restrictive seo- 
tions contained in the bill referred to and in the 
tariff bill known as the Mills bill.” 

He states that the high duty on smoking 
opium and the fact that it is easily smuggled 
has made it a favorite object of tratiic with 
those who wished to benefit by violation of the 
revenue laws. The large profits obtainable in 
this business have led to the fermation of 
“rings,” in which instances have come to light 
where customs officers have had a part. It has

The Finance Committee of the Senate has 
resolved to take up the Senate Tariff bill 
immediately, ana its first step in connec- 
tion with it was to order a renewal of the 
hearings of representatives of private in- 
terests to be affected by the changes or pro- 
posed changes. Asthe committee was en- 
gaged in these hearings for several months 
before perfecting its Dill, the renewal of 
them does not indicate a burning haste to 
preceed with that measure. 








The proceedings which have been insti- 
tuted on petition of the elevated railroad 
companies for the assessment of damages to 
property caused by their structures invelve 
only eases in which suits for recovery have 
heretofore been brought, but there are 130 
pieces of property affected. At the present 
rate of progress thereis a prospect that it 
will take two or three years at least 
to dispose of these cases. It is not 
likely that they include more than a 
mere fraction of the property which the 
owners believe to have been damaged 
by the operation of the elevated roads. If 
all such owners put in claims for damages, 
and they are to be adjudicated by a similar 
process of assessment, there will be no end 
to the proceedings for many years to come, 
and the amount of the awards might reach 
many millions and have a serious effect 
upon the elevated railroad companies. The 
most obvious moral is that it would be more 
profitable for rapid-transit limes to keep 
out of the streets and pay for their right 
of way in the first instance, acquiring for 
themselves the property to be affected, or 
go to the expense of construction under 
ground, where little or no harm would be 
done to private property. 








The Bank Commissioners of Connecticut 
have made a discovery that indicates a re- 
Jaxation of the caution with which the 
people of that State are wont to make in- 
vestments. It appearsthat the deposits in 
savings banks have been decreased by 
several millions in the last year by with- 
édrawals of money to be invested in West- 
ern debenture bonds based on second mort- 
gages. This use of money seems to have 
been suggested by the operation of a law 
enacted two years ago authorizing an ex- 
amination of Western mortgage loan com- 
panies for the protection of investors in 
such securities. Some of the savings banks 
have loaned their funds on these bonds as 
collateral, and their officers have even be- 
come agents for the sale of the bonds. In 
this way they have avoided the statutory 
restrictions concerning the loaning of 
fleposits upon real estate outside of 
the State. The average Connecticut in- 
vestor is not disposed to regard second 
mortgages with great confidence, but his 
distrust may have been overcome by the 
arguments of bank officers and the action 
of the banks themselves. The bonds in 
question are not heid in high esteem by the 
Commissioners. Their report will probably 
suggest further legislation with respect to 
the use of deposits. The experience of de- 
positors in Connecticut savings banks has 
not been so satisfactory that any reason- 
able legislation for their protection can be 
opposed on the ground that itis not needed. 


Certain worthy, but not very enlightened, 
citizens of Boston lately proposed that all 
primary education except that afforded by 
the public schools should be suppressed. In 
order to show cause for the suppression of 
any private school it would be necessary to 
prove that its teachings were contrary to 
good morals or to public order. Such # case 
Is clearly made out agrinst the “ Anarohist 





Sunday schools” of Chicago, which avow- 
edly inculcate disrespect for the law and 
the duty of disturbing the public peace. 
The right of the community to suppress 
such schools is clear; the only question is 
whether or not it is politic to suppress 
them. It is to be borne in mind that 
the patrons and teachers of these schools 
are foreigners, and that the doctrines 
taught in them are in direct opposition to 
the principles upon which our Government 
is based. It would not be necessary to sup- 
press them if the children mistaught in 
them had other and better teaching. If 
compulsery attendance upon the public 
schodls or upon unobjectionable private 
schools were required of all children of 
school age in Chicago, they would learn so 
much during the week that the pestilent 
nonsense taught them on Sunday would do 
them no harm. Itis by enforcing such at- 
tendance rather than by suppressing the 
Anarchist schools that the community can 
best protect itself. 








How thoroughly our military establish- 
ment is new settled on a ‘“‘peace basis” is 
shown by the report of Secretary ENpDI- 
COTT, which has practically no field opera- 
tions to discuss, and outside of such always 
present topics as coast defense and militia 
is almost wholly occupied with the internal 
economy of the service. This makes the 
document largely a condensation of the re- 
ports of subordinates, and even most of its 
recommendations are renewals of previous 
suggestions, such as those of examinations 
for promotion and of methods for diminish- 
ing desertions and securing a simpler and 
prompter administration of justice in the 
army. One novel suggestion, however, is 
that the colleges to which army officers are 
detailed fas instructors should receive “a 
generous supply of ammanition for tar- 
get practice,” in which case the Secre- 
tary thinks it possible that as great en- 
thusiasm will be developed among inland 
colleges for the championship in rifle 
shooting as there is now for the row- 
ing championship “ at the universities of 
our seaboard.” The lads at these institu- 
tions would no doubt warmly welcome fir- 
ing at a mark, with the Government paying 
for the ammunition, and properly super- 
vised by competent officers target practice 
would of course add much to the value of 
military training. 








Not long ago the Shah of Persia was rep- 
resented as saying that his ‘* brother, the 
Czar,” would always protect him from 
John Bull, whom, accordingly, he did not 
fear; but nowitis affirmed that Russia is 
complaining of Persia on account of the 
military and commercial ascendency gained 
by England in that country. Persia has 
certainly given proof within a few years of 
her unwillingness to have her territory 
made the base for attacks against the pres- 
ent Ameer of Afghanistan, whom England 
supports. In general she has been careful 
to give neither Russia nor England much 
ground to criticise her policy. She lies on 
the flank of Afghanistan, in a position 
which could completely turn Herat and 
open to attack the whole country south of 
that place. Russia has naturally sought 
to improve her relations with Persia, and 
may well be irritated if she now discovers 
preferences shown to her rival in Asia. The 
coming visit of the Shah to the European 
capitals will probably be marked by great 
demonstrations from the Courts that are de- 
sirous to keep on good terms with him. 








THE PRESIDENT’S MESSAGE. 

The President, inspired by the fact that 
the present session of Congress will close 
the first century of our Government under 
the Constitution, calls attention in a very 
earnest manner to some changes not for the 
better that have taken place during that 
period. In the early days the tribute of 
the citizen “to the support of his Govern- 
ment was measured by the cost of its eco- 
nomical maintenance, and he was secure in 
the enjoyment of the remaining recompense 
of his sturdy and contented toil.” ‘‘Com- 
binations, monopolies, and aggregations of 
capital were either avoided or sternly reg- 
ulated and restrained.” To-day, with the 
growth oi wealth and of corporate capital, 
“we discover that the fortunes realized by 
our manufacturers are no longer solely the 
reward ef sturdy industry and enlightened 
foresight, but that they result from the dis- 
criminating favor of the Government, and 
are largely built upon undue exactions from 
the masses of our people.” 

‘“*The people must still be taxed for the sup- 
port of the Government under the operation of 
tariff laws. But to the extent that the mass of 
our citizens are inordinately burdened beyond 
any useful public purpose and for the benefit of 
a favored few, the Government, under pretext 
of an exercise of its taxing power, enters gra- 
tuitously into partnership with these favorites, 
to their advantage and to the injury of a vast 
majerity of our people. This is not equality 
befere the law.” 

Mr. CLEVELAND looks with apprehension 
to the time when the realization by the 
farmers and the workingmen of the in- 
justice of this inequality shall breed a dis- 
content dangerous to the beneficent opera- 
tion of the Government. He says: 

“Communisin is a hateful thing and a menace 
to peace and organized government. But the 
communism of combined wealth and capital, 
the outgrowth of everweening cupiaity and 
selfishness, which insidiously undermines the 
justice and integrity of free institutions, is not 
less dangereus than the communism of op- 
pressed poverty and toil which, exasperated 
by injustice and discontent, attacks with wild 
disorder the citadel of rule.” 

And he adds: 

“He mocks the people who proposes that the 
Government shall protect the rich and that 
they in turn will care for the laboring poor. 
Any intermediary between the people and their 
Government, or the least delegation of the caro 
and pretection the Government ewes to the 
humblest citizen in the land, makes the boast 
of free institutions a glittering delusion and the 
pretended boon of American Citizenship a 
shameless imposition.” 

The wholesome and important truths 
lying at the base of these and other like re- 
marks in the message are, in our judgment, 
somewhat obscured by overstatement. It 


is perfectly true that some of the higher 
protective duties of the tariff foster monop- 
oly, levy taxes not for the eommon needs 
but for the benefit of a privileged class, and 
impose gross inequalities upon the people, 
But the class benefited is small. It does 
not include all or even the greater number 
of “our menufacturers.” Qn the contrary, 
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the great body of manufacturers suffer by 
the taxes that enrich the few, being com- 
pelled to pay them in the cost of the ma- 
terials made by the few. That fact, if 
present to Mr. CLEVELAND’s mind, did 
not get adequate expression. Nor is the 
reference te the ‘‘communism of com- 
bined wealth and capital” an accurate or 
happy one. If there be any idea at the bot- 
tom of communism, it is that all possessions 
shall be in common, and that is the oppo- 
site of what the wealthy men who thrive 
by favor of the tariff believe er practice. 
But, after making all necessary deduction 


for these errors of statement or illustration, | 


there remains in the message an amount of 
undeniable truth to: which Congress and 
the country will be compelled to give at- 
tention. Mr. CLEVELAND is perfectly cor- 
rect when he says that the cause of “‘just 
and sensible revision of the tariff” is “the 
people’s cause.” It is so, and the people 
will gradually recognize the fact in a way 
and to a degree that cannot beignored. In 
the meantime it is clear that ‘“‘ there should 
be no scheme accepted as satisfactory by 
which the burdens of the people are only 
apparently removed” and that ‘‘extrava- 
gant appropriations of public money, with 
all their demoralizing consequences, should 
not be tolerated as'a'means of relieving the. 
Treasury of its present surplus, or as fur- 
nishing pretexts for resisting a proper re- 
duction in tariff rates.” 

The President has the “satisfaction to 
announce that the close of the year finds 
the United States in the enjoyment of do- 
mestic tranquillity and at peace with all the 
nations.” Our foreign relations are in sat- 
isfactory condition. ‘‘Those international 
questions which still await settlement are 
all reasonably within the domain of amica- 
ble negotiation, and there is no existing 
subject of dispute between the United 
States and any foreign power that is not 
susceptible of satisfactory adjustment by 
frank diplomatic treatment.” The question 
as to the rights of American fisher- 
men in Camadian waters is reviewed 
by the President and urged upon 
the attention of Congress. Itis the enly 
matter of serious importance in our for- 
eign relations now requiring explicit 
treatment. The recommendation as to a 
treaty of commercial reciprocity with Mex- 
ico igs renewed, but in connection with 
the congress of American States to be held 
in Washington next year the President ex- 
presses the opinien that ‘* commercial pol- 
icles inducing freer mutual exchange of 
products can be most advantageously man- 
aged by independent but co-operative 
legislation” by which ‘‘the control of our 
taxation for revenue will always be re- 
tained in our own hands unrestricted by 
conventional agreements with other Gov- 
ernments.” 

The President reviews at some length the 
reports of the various departments and the 
recommendations of their heads. He states 
the surplus of receipts over expenditures 
(exclusive of the sinking fund) to have 
been for the year ending June 30, 1888, 
$119,612,116, and the estimated surplus 
for the current year to be $104,000,000, for 
the succeeding $101,232,511. The pur- 
chases of bonds have been, (par value,) up 
to Nov. 30, $94,700,400, and the premi- 
ums have amounted to$17,508,613. Count- 
ing the money as worthin the hands of the 
taxpayers 6 per cent., there is on this trans- 
action a net loss of $55,760,000. On Nov. 
30 the silver coinage amounted to $312,- 
570,999, of which $60,970,990 were in act- 
ual circulation, together with $237,418,346 
in the form of certificates. The President 
adds: ‘“‘The Secretary recommends the 
suspension of the further coinage of silver, 
and in such recommendation I earnestly 
concur.” — 





ASSOCIATED REFORM WORK, 

The Massachusetts Reform Club at its an- 
nual meeting on Saturday last decided to 
have a committee appointed to communi- 
cate with other similar organizations with 
a view to associated effort for the advance- 
ment of the cause of political reform in this 
country. The movement is altogether 
timely and it is to be hoped that perma- 
nent reform organizations will be multi- 
plied in the several States and allied 
together in a common work uponsome gen- 
eral and well-devised plan. The scope of 
the work to be undertaken is not limited to 
any one specific reform. The Massachu- 
setts Club had for its primary object 
the promotion of civil service reform, 
but it has recently devoted its efforts 
largely to tariff reform and is  prte- 
pared to give its aid to the cause of 
protecting elections from vitiating influ- 
ences. In short, whatever measure for the 
elevation and purification of political meth- 
ods experience shows to be necessary it 
should be the object of reform organiza- 
tions to advance. Whether their purposes 
or any of them are to be securea through 
one political party or thé other, or whether 
ultimately a new party shall be found 
necessary to the accomplishment of their 
objects and shall spring from their associat- 
ed efforts, doés not matter. What should be 
aimed at and zéalously worked for is re- 
sults, means being adapted from time to 
time to the object in view as they may ap- 
pear to be best calculated to attain it. 

Our recent political experience shows the 
necessity of permanent working organiza- 
tions for enlightening the popular mind 
and ripening public sentiment on the 
great questions which the people are to 
be called upon to decide. Party organi- 
zations are sure to work only for success at 
elections and their direct efforts will only 
be made when they have candidates in the 
fiel€a. When a political canvass is to be 
entered upon politicians have to take 
the condition of the public mind as 
they find it, and while they will exert 
themselves to bring the people to the sup- 
port of the position which they have taken, 
they will not accomplish very much in the 
heat of their contests in changing the con- 
victions of those to whom they appeal. 
Party passions and prejudices are then ex- 
cited, men are disposed to read and listen 
to only the statements and arguments in 
support of the ground which they already 
occupy, and conversions will not be numer- 
ous one way or the other unless the minds 
of the people have been prepared for them 
im advance of the political canvass. 








Party leaders are very watohful of the 
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manifestations of popular sentiment and 
eager enough to take advantage of them, 
but they do very little to create or to modi- 
fy that sentiment. The process of enlight- 
enment and conversion needs to precede 
their efforts. Some millions of citizens 
voted against their own interests at the 
recent election because they did not 
understand and appreciate the bearing of 
the issue upon those interests sufficiently to 
overcome their rooted party preferences. 
Legislation and administration wpon re- 
form principles as well as the action 
of the people at an election depend 
upon the state of public opinion. When- 
ever it is made plain that the people really 
demand adherence to civil service reform 
principles, no Administration will venture 
to ignore or betray them. Whenever the 
public sentiment in behalf of tariff reform 
is really aroused and in earnest, no Congress 
will resist it, and when the people are edu- 
cated to a hearty support of any reform 
cause they will not be induced by corrupt 
influences to forego its benefits. 

The agitation and the education of the 
people through which alone political re- 
forms can be secured must be a continuous 
process, and it must be carried on by men 
who appreciate the importance to the coun- 
try of the objects for which they are striv- 
ing, and who are in earnest in their en- 
deavors to secure those objects for the sake 
of their benefits. Such men should associ- 
ate themselves together everywhere with- 
out regard to party ties and form organiza- 
tions for propagating their doctrines and 
bringing them home to the understanding 
and the convictions of the people. These 
organizations can make themselves very 
effective if they are associated together 
so that the means and _ resources 
of each shall be available for ali. 
They can work upon a common plan, 
they can interchange ideas and sugges- 
tions, and make use of a common steck 
of materials for the instruction and per- 
suasion of the people. A widespread 
organization or association of local organi- 
zations for the promotion of reform meas- 
ures:could produce wonderful results, 
while political parties are comparative- 
ly quiescent, in preparing the ground 
upon which political contests must be 
waged. It is to be hoped that the ad- 
vances of the Massachusetts Reform Club 
will meet with a ready response from such 
other organizations as éxist for similar pur- 
poses, and that working together they will 
speedily multiply and extend the associa- 
tion until a far-reaching agency exists, 
independent of political parties, for the 
enlightenment of the people upon the great 
issues which concern their well-being and 
the strength and perpetuity of their insti- 
tutions. 








THE NATURALIZATION LAWS. 


In his reference to the necessity for 
amending the naturalization laws the Pres- 
ident, perhaps properly enough, has con- 
fined himself to a small part of a great 
question. The assumption of American 
citizenship in order to evade the burdens of 
citizenship in foreign countries is a prac- 
tice against which the Governments of 
those countries have a perfect right to pro- 
test. A German who remains hefe just long 
enough to receive a certificate of naturali- 
zation and who carries it back to Germany 
to plead against a requisition to do mili- 
tary duty for what has not readly ceased to 
be his own country is not an alluring ob- 
ject, and is viewed by his own Government 
with a disgust that is quite justified. 
An equally objectionable person is 
the Irish agitator who, without be- 
coming or intending to become an Amer- 
ican citizen in spirit, procures the 
same certificate in order that he may go 
back to Ireland and ply his vocation with 
greater success and a better hope of impu- 
nity by appealing to the Government of the 
United States to get him out of any scrape 
in which he may have involved himself. 

The Bureau of Registration proposed by 
the President should doubtless be estab- 
lished. It would furnish means for the 
detection of cases of fraudulent naturaliza- 
tion secured by perjury. But the inter- 
national cases cannot be very common, or 
if they are it is not the law, but the admin- 
istration of the law, thatis to blame. The 
law requires a continuous residence of 
five years in this country as a prelimi- 
nary to naturalization. On other grounds 
the term is not long enough, but it 
seems to be long enough to prevent the 
particular abuse to which the President 
calls attention from growing to grievous 
proportions. Many Irish agitators, cer- 
tainly, would exile themselves for five 
years by way of serving an apprenticeship 
to the trade of agitation. It may be that 
the prospeet of exemption from military 
service would tempt a considerable number 
of Germans to submit toa like exile. But 
they must be men of means, because nobody 
who gets his living by labor can afford to 
go abroad for five years, and when he is 
just in the way of establishing himself in a 
new country to return to his own country 
to begin life over again. 

Although these cases cannot be numerous, 
it isinevitable that they should beget an in- 
ternational. irritation out of proportion to 
their number. At the same time, the Presi- 
dent suggests no way of guarding against 
them absolutely by law, nor isthere any such 
method consistent with our doctrine of 
transferable allegiance. Of course we have 
no intention of abandoning that doctrine. 
But the chances that such cases will occur 
may be very greatly lessened by lengthen- 
ing the term of probation required before 
naturalization. Ifthat term were doubled 
—that is to say, if a continuous residence of 
ten years were required to be proved, it is 
not at all likely that any question would 
arise of the kind to which the message 
refers. If this were the only reason for 
lengthening the term, it would be an in- 
justice as well as a hardship to require 
the great majority of foreigners who 
came here with the intention of re- 
maining to wait twice as long as was 
necessary on account of the insignificant mi- 
nority of those who came with the intention 
of returning and to whom the benefit of 


American citizenship was that it relieved 
them from the burdens of any citizenship 


whatever. But it is eminently desirable on 
every ground that this term should be ex- 





tended. The term of residence is evidently 
intended by the naturalization laws as a 
term of probation, during which the immi- 
grant is to make up his mind finally and ir- 
revocably whether he will cast in his lot 
with this country and will be acquiring 
the knowledge he needs in order to exercise 
his citizenship intelligently, and during 
‘which his neighbors will be ascertaining 
whether or not he is likely to be a valuable 
citizen. The law contemplates a real inves- 
tigation of this question, though upon that 
point it has become little more than a dead 
letter, and JOHN Most enjoys the distinc- 
tion of being the only applicant for citizen- 
ship publicly known to have been rejected 
for cause. 
term at the beginning of the century, when 
the naturalization laws were passed, ten 
years is not too long now. Immigrants 
who bury themselves in a colony of their 
own countrymen may live in the United 
States five years and know little more about 
them than on the day they landed. More- 
over, we are now receiving immigrants 
from all parts of Europe and many of them 
who are far more radically “aliens” to us 
than the English-speaking immigrants who 
alone came tous in great number in the 
early years of the Republic. Finally, we 
then sorely needed and eagerly sought im- 
migration which we no longer have occa- 
sion to solicit and which we are inclined 
rather to discourage. There is abundant 
reason why the term of residence required 
before naturalization should be doubled, 
and there is no reason of public policy 
against such an extension. 








STAMPED ENVELOPES. 

In his annual report the Postmaster-Gen- 
eral recommends that at the termination of 
existing contracts for the manufacture of 
postage stamps, postal cards, and stamped 
envelopes the Government shall take the 
work into its own hands. 

The contract for manufacturing and sup- 
plying stamped envelopes and stamped 
wrappers for newspapers is held by mem- 
bers of the so-called Envelope Trust. It 
was let on July 1, 1886, for aterm of four 
years to the Morgan Envelope Company 
and the Plimpton Manufacturing Company 
of Hartford. “This contract,” said the 
Third Assistant Postmaster-General in his 
report, ‘‘far surpasses all the others in im- 
portance; indeed, because of the large 
amount invo)ved and the peculiar interests 
concerned, it is the most important contract 
made by the Government in the line of sta- 
tionery supplies.” The contractors are re- 
quired to furnish ‘“‘such stamped envelopes 
and newspaper wrappers as may be ordered 
during a period of four years, commencing 
on the first day of October, 1886.” It is pro- 
vided that the term may be extended three 
months by the Government. The depart- 
ment estimated that the expenditure under 
the contract would be at least $3,245,693. 

When the contract was made there was 
no Trust. Since the Trust, or Pool, was 
formed members of it have urged stationers 
to use all their influence to put an end to 
the sale of envelopes by the Government. 
With curious inconsistency they have de- 
clared that the Government is censurable 
for maintaining “‘a monopoly.” If the Gov- 
ernment shall try to make a contract for 
another term, what will be the attitude of 
the Envelope Trust? Will the members 
of the combination be permitted to offer 
competing bids? Or will they unite in 
fixing aring price? It does not seem prob- 
able that the Government will be able to 
deal with manufacturers who are com- 
peting with each other. It will practically 
be forced to deal with the combination. 
At last accounts the ring included 
every envelope manufacturer of' any 
prominence. As shown by testimony 
given before the Senate committee 
in this city, it had bound all the manu- 
facturers of envelope machinery by subsi- 
dies and contracts to withhold machines 
from persons not in the Pool. Moreover, it 
had raised the prices of some grades of en- 
veloves 50 per cent. It has also induced 
the Senate Finance Committee to prepose 
in its tariff bill that the duty on envelopes 
shall be changed from 25 per cent. to 25 
cents per thousand envelopes—a change 
that would enable it to raise the price of 
certain grades of envelopes still higher 
without inviting importations. 

We presume thatthe Postmaster-General 
had in mind the existence of the Trust and 
its action when. he recommended that the 
Government should no longer rely upon the 
manufacturers, but should make its own 
envelopes. :

CONNEOTIOUT SAVINGS BANKS. 

HARTFORD, Conn., Dec. 3.—The annual 
statement ef the Bank Commissioners in this 
State, which will soon be submitted to Gev. 
Lounsbury, will contain the information that 
there has been a falling off ef several million 
dollars in the savings bank deposits during the 
past year. The bulk of this money has béen 
withdrawn from the savings banks for invest- 
ment in Western mortgage securities. Large 
amounts of Western debenture bonds, based on 
second mortgages, have deen disposad of in this 
State. Even the Treasurers of savings banks in 
the State have become agents for selling these 
bonds, and money has been loaned on them 
as collateral afterward. In this way 
the eftect of the State laws restricting 
the loan of savings bank depasits en 
real estate outside of Connecticut is avoided. 
The second mortgage debenture bonds are re- 
garded with great suspicion by the Bank Com- 
missienersa, but they are helpless so far as pre- 
venting the loansonm them as collateral. The 
anomalous condition of things has been breught 
about by the law passed two years ago anuthor- 
izing the examination of Western institutiens 
dealing in the sortof securities which have been 
pouring into the State by the million since the 
adjournment ef the Legislature. The measure 
was not intended to effect the result mentioned. 
Instead, ita purpore was to pretest the people 
of the State in investing. : It has tended under 
trial to deplete the savings banks, and the with- 
drawn deposits, according to the views of the 
Bank Commissioners, have been invested in the 
majority of isstances in securities that are un- 
safe to hold. 





MINERS AND MINE LABORERS. 

CoLumBuws, Ohio, Dec. 3.—The meeting in 
this city to-morrow of miners aad mine labor- 
ers together with National District Assembly 
No. 135, Knights of Labor, promises to be an 
interesting one and the question of dropping 
the Federation and absombly and uniting the 
two into one organization will probably pro- 
voke considerable discussion. The members of 
the Federation of Miners are net Knights of 
Labor and they are anxious to form an organi- 
zation like their own composed chiefly of mine 
workers and will endeavor to induce all, such 
workers now members of the Knights of Labor 
to abandon their organization and join 
the Federation. John Costello of Pittsburg 
otf the Generai Executive Committee of 
the Knights of Labor and representing Mr. 
Powderly, is here and will oppose the breaking 
away of the miners from that organization. 
John McBride, Christopher Evans, and others 
standing high in the Miners’ Union will strongly 
urge a withdrawal fromthe Kuights of Labor 
and the formation of a separate organization. 
The miners say that their connection with the 
Knights of Labororganization has injured them, 
and further state that the miners bave never 
been benefited by their connection withg the 
Knights. The impression prevails to-night that 
the miners will carry thelr point and form an- 
other orgauization independent of the Knights 
of Labor.

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WAIL IN TAMMANY VOIOES. 


MUCH DISTURBED BY THE POSSIBILI- 
TIES OF MAYOR HEWITT’S ACTION. 
Tammany politicians were in no mood 

yesterday to discuss the probability that they 

will be prevented frem getting control ef the 
offices of the Commissioner ef Public Works and 

Corporation Counsel. Apparently every one of 

them had read the article in THe Tres show- 

ing that the term of Rollin M. Squire as Com- 
missioner of Public Works, which Gen. Newton 
was appointed to serve out, expired in De- 
cember, 1887, and that the term which Henry 
R. Beekman has been serving as Corporation 


Counsel expired yesterday. But not one of 
them would speak on the law o 
Gene p r tacts affecting 

Congressman W. Bourke Cockran said: “Ido 
not believe that Mayor Hewitt would dare 
stultify himself by appointing men to those of- 
floes, or by holding that the terms of those eftices 
do net run until May 1 next. He went before 
the people and asked for re-election on the 
grouna that those terms, as well as the 
terms ef many other city officers, weuld 
expire next May, and that he woula 
be the fittes;s man to appeint new 
officers then. What was true when he was run- 
ning must be true now.” Deputy County Clerk 
Gilroy said: * I do not believe that Mayor Hew- 
itt will appoint men te those oftiees. But I 
would not be greatly displeased if he did. It 
seems to me that it would be suck an evidence 
of grasping as wonld disgust the people of New- 
York and destroy the County Demecracy.” All 
other Tammanyites simply said that Mayor 
Grant would appoint a Public Works Commis- 
sioner and a Corporation Counsel next year, and 
that his appointees would get the offices. But 
there was a wail in every voice. 

The County Demoerats are assured now that 
they will have the two etlices in dispute, but 
they have different ways of arriving at that 
eonclusion. Some of them take the view that 
Mayor Hewitt can make appointments to both 
offices. Others think that he can only appeint 
@ successor to Corporation Counsel Beekman. 
The latter are the partisans of Mr. D. Lowber 
Smith, and they fear that Mayor Hewitt might 
not continue him in office. They say that Gen. 
Newton, having resigned the Com missionership 
of Public Werks, and Mr. Smith having been ap- 
pointed the latter takes for the unexpired por- 
tion of the term that Gen. Newton onty partial- 
ly served as a “‘hold-over” officer. But this 
theery leaves unsettled a question that disturbs 
most of the opponents of Tammany Hall. This 
question is as to the effect of the appointments 
given by Mayor Hewitt te Mr. Smith. 

In his certificate of appointment Mr. Smith is 
described as succeeding Gen. John Newton, 
“resigned.” The uncertain people want to 
knew if this kind of a successor toa “hold- 
over” efficer, who has resigned, can take any 
greater interest in the olfice tiian was sur- 
rendered by that officer. Mr. Smith’s friends 
say that the decision of the Court of Appeals in 
the case ef Mason against McClave aetermines 
that the successer of a “*hold-over” officer takes 
for the full remainder of the term. This 
reading ef the decision is disputed, and the 
question is now being olosely inquired into. 
None of the County Democrats want to.leave 
Mr. Swith in office under his recent appeint- 
ment by Mayor Hewitt if there isa possibility for 
Mayer Grant to successfully held that he was 
given only such powers as Gen. Newton had as 
a “hold-over,” and therefore to oust him by 
appointing a Tammanyite for the remainder of 
the term.

State politics bid fair to be livelier this 
week than ever before, complicated as they are 
by the death of Senator Low. The Presidency 
of the Senate is thereby added to the Speaker- 
sbip asa prize, and the Republican Senators, 
as well as the Assemblymon, conse- 
quently become personally interested in 
the political campaign. Mr. and Mrs. 
Fremont Cole are at the Fifth-Avenue passing 
& supplementary honeymoon. ‘The Speaker has 
been a husband just six weeks. He said last 
evening that he had 51 votes pledged to him, 
and he felt sure of his somination by a good 
majority, 40 votes being sufticient. 

senator Low’s death raises hopes in the 
breasts of the Democrats which may or may 
not be fulfilled. Senator Low was a very popu- 
lar man in his district—the Thirteenth, which 
comprises Orange and Sullivan Ceunties—and 
the Democrats hope that, with an equally popu- 
lar candidate, they can defeat any Republican 
who may be put up to succeed him. They point 
to the fact that for many years Senator Edward 
M. Madden and Senator Low have been 
the only Republican Senators who have been 
elected in that district; that Senator Low, not- 
withstanding his popularity, was elected by the 
small plurality of 619 over J. Chauncey Odell 
in 1887, and‘they prophesy that no other Repub- 
lican can do as well. It is expected that Gov. 
Hill will issue a call for an election without de- 
lay—probably at the same time that he will 
issue the call foran election in the Sixth Dis 
trict in Senator Reilly's place. Mayor Odell! of 
Newburg seems to be the most likely Republic- 
an candidate to succeed Senater Low. Heisa 
business man, and, it is claimed, car poll more 
than the ordinary Republican vote. Senator 
George Z. Erwin of Petsdam, Senater Commo- 
dore P. Vedder of Ellicottville, and Senater 
Cornelius Van Cott, were the enly Republican 
Senators in the eity last evening. They say 
they are in favor of the election of Senator J. 
Sloat Fassett as resident of the Sen- 
ate im place of Senator Low. It a 
Democrat should be cnosen to succeed 
Senator Lew, the chances of obtaining a two- 
thirds vote in the Senate to overcome Gov. 
Hill’s vetees will be very dubious. With Senator 
Low the Republicans haa 21 votes in the Senate, 
Twenty-two Senatorial votes are necessary to 
override a veto. Senator Michael C. Murphy 
and Senator George F. Langbein of this city are 
numbered among the County Democracy, and 
Senator Murphy’s well-known dislike of Gov. 
Hill may, perhaps, he relied upon to 
overcome ‘his vete in everything  ex- 
cept a veto of a high lieense bill. That 
he would hardly dare to vote against. He might 
vote against a veto of an electoral reform Dill 
in the present political condition of the First 
‘aeseuekty District. Seme people are wicked 
enough to predict that Senator Langbeim will 
join Tammany as soon as he conveniently can, 
and will support Gov. Hill through’ thick and 
thin. In this cendition of affairs, a Democratic 
Senator succeeding Senator Low would make 
the chances of overcoming a veto in the Senate 
exceedingly dubious to say the least. The 
coming electien In the Thirteenth Senatorial 
District will therefore be very interesting. 





FUMIGATING BRIGADE AT WORE. 
JACKSONVILLE, Dec. 3.—President Neal 
Mitohell’s official bulletin for the past 24 hours 
ending at 6 o’elock to-day is: New cases, none; 
deaths, 1; tetal number ef cases to date, 4,699; 
total number of deaths to date, 411. The ap-

Cuicaao, Dec, 3.—The trial of the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy Railroad “dynamiters” 
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A SCHOOL OF FORESTRY 


FAVORED BY THE ACADEMY 
OF SOLENOE. 

THE ECONOMIO SUCCESS OF FOREST 
OULTURE EXPLAINED BY DR H. 
NICHOLAS JARCHOW. 

The New-York Academy of Science de- 
voted itsélf last night to an interesting discus- 
sion of forestry and what the State of New- 
York should do with its woodlands. A good 
share of the wide-armed chairs in Hamuiton 
Hall of Columbia College was occupied. Pref. 
O. P. Hubbard, Vice-President of the Academy, 
was in the chair, and before the real discussion 
of the evening began he briefly took up the 
question whether foxes and woodchucks could 
climb trees. He had recently noticed, he 
said, a newspaper account of the climbing 
abilities of some fexes, and although the general 
belief seemed to be that such powers were not 
possessed by the animals he remembered that 
in an old history of North Carolina it was set 
forth that the foxes in that State were rather 
expert climbers. If they could climb at the 
time the history was written they should bo 
able to climb now. By people who were well 
acquainted with their habits Prof. Hubbard 
had been told that woodchucks frequently 
clim bed some little distance up trees, and he 
had heard of a number of such cases. 

Prof. E. B. Southwick of the New-Yerk State 
Forestry Association backed up the Chairman 
by saying that he had taken woodchuocks from 
saplings at least 18 feet from the ground. He 
had seen foxes, too, ranning along -the tops af 
high rail fences, but theught their climbing had 
agreat dealof leaplug in it. As nobedy dis- 


sented, the academy, in an informal way, ap- 
peared to besatisfied that foxes and woodehucks 
can climb. ; 

Dr. H. Nicholas Jarchow talked of the train- 
Ing of foresters in Europe and the economic 
success that has been attained in forest culture. 
Hie said that the forests of this State were in a 
very bad conditien, and asked the question if it 
would pay to manage them. But Dr. Jarchow 
snewered his own query by saying he believed 

t would pay if the management was in the 
ands not of politicians, but of skilled woods- 
men. The report issued by the German Govern- 
juent about the success of scientific forestry in 
Branswick showed that in a recent year the ex- 
onse of managing an acre of woodland there 
as about $1, while the returns from 
the same were about $2. As this 
profit was now probably greater and 
might wery possibly reach $2 an acre, there 
was pretty good proof that forestry paid, espe- 
clally as the woodlands are generally unfit for 
agrisulture. The theusands of acres of New- 
York State woodlanés are not yielding any- 
thing. They are, in fact, a souree of expense. 
The blame was not io the Legislature, for in 
1885 a law was passed which wouid, if carried 
out, begin a new era of forest management. 
The first step everywhere necessary is the 
founding of schools of forestry. The speaker 
declined to go into the question whether tho 
public schools were the proper places in which 
to give such instruction. For the time he left 
them out, but the celleges and aeademies sheuld 
give some knowledge of forestry. , 

It would be very advantageous to establish 
a forestry school in or near the Adirondacks, 
Its coat would not be large, especially if adjoin- 
ing States, having much the same climate and 
varieties of trees, would combine to support a 
school. Moreover, the labors ef the students 
would nearly pay expenses, and once graduated 
there would be a demand for their services 
from all parts ef thecountry. Congress has 
made a national recommendation on the subject, 
but Congress is slow to act and the States should 
provide for themselves in the matter. Trained 
foresters would take an honest pride in their 
work and put their heartsinit. They woulda 
save Valuable lumber, prevent great thefts of 
timber, and break up the present state of 
things with all its disadvantages. 

Prof. Southwick’s talk was devoted to the 
history and prospects of the New-York State 
Forestry Association, which he had helped te 
organize and had always been greatly inter- 
ested in. It grew out of a meeting, he said, held 
atthe Arsenal in Central Parkin 1885.

MURDEROUS BY NATURE. 

INDIANAPOLIS, Dec. 3.—Perhaps the most 
flesperate attempt to commit murder that ever 
occurred in this city took place between 1 and 
2 o’clock this morning in the bakery of John 
Pp. Bruce, at 593 Virginia-avenue. About three 
years ago Bruce, who is a highly-respected cit- 
izen, took a poor German named George Hacker 
into his employ and taught him the trade. 
Hacker gradually develeped into a full-blown 
Anarchist and Socialist. and when conversing 
pn the subject of Anarchy would grow excited 
and abusive. Bruce is an ardent Republican, 


and every time he would mentien the election 
of Gen. Harrison and exhibit any gratification 
9?ver the result Hacker} would become violently 

uraged. He was telerated about tne bakery, 

is ill temper being regarded with lenienoy. 

his morning when Bruce entered the bakery 
to mix the flour for his bread Hacker’ who had 
eoncealed himself in the room, sprang on him 
with a hatchet and a long knife. He struck 
Bruce about the eye with the sharp edge of the 
hatehet and on the head with the blunt side; 
then he crowded his victim against the wail and 
deliberately plunged the dagger nine times into 
Bruce’s neck and face. The victim finally cried 
eut for his wife, and the brave little woman 
rushed into the dimly-lighted room and grabbed 
the desperado about the neck, dragging him 
away from her husband just as he was lifting 
the hatchet to brain him. 

A terrible struggle took piace. He was wild 
with murderous hate, and helding his bloody 
knife in hand he rushed about the room endeav- 
oring again to get at thedying Bruce. He finally 
did get by the shielding wife and reached Bruce, 
when the latter, who is of giant frame, struggled 
te his feet in a dying effort and grabbed him, 
striking Haoker a blow on the head whieh made 
® eoward of him, as he fled, dodging the police 
outside, and is still at large. Bruee is at the 
hospital, with slim hopes of living through the 
night, The flendishness of the attack, coupied 
with the base ingratitude of the Anarchist, cre- 
ates intense feeling among Bruce’s friends. 
Hacker is 25 years old. 





SUNDAY NEWSPAPERS CONDEMNED. 

CuicaGco, Dec. 3.—Fifty Congregational 
and Methodist clergymen in ministers’ meeting 
to-day adopted resolutions condemning all 
works except these of necessity upon the 
Sabbath, and also the following: 

“We hereby express our mest emphatic condem. 
mation of the publication, sale, and ee of 
Sunday newspapers, believing them to be dissipat- 
ing and pepe tothe spiritual and right obser- 
vance of the Lord’s day, and we most earnestly ask 
the members of our church to abstain from taking 
the Sunday newspaper, and from the use of itasa 
means of advertising.” 

By the adoptien of this resolution the rever- 
end gentlemen have exposed themselves to 

upishment for conspiracy under what is 

nown as the Merritt law, & measure that 
passed the last Lilinois Legislature. The Mer- 
ritt law fixes a penalty of imprisenment in the 
enitentiary upon all members of a party con- 
piring to injure financially any legally-con- 
fucted business. ‘‘Members of the Bakers’ 
Union who were recently convicted for posting 
eireulars ordering people not to trade with 
‘scab’ shops,” said a lawyer te-night, ‘ were 
only doing in their own way what these min- 
isters are doing in theira. It is just as 
wicked in the eye of the law to attempt to re- 
duee the profits of a big newspaper as it is to 
cut off the two-pemny custom of a little bake- 
shop. I think that if anybody had a mind to 
push the matter any one of the men who voted 
for the resolutions could be made todo aterm 
in the penitentiary, for the act was certainly 
in direct vielatien of the law. Of course you 
would want to prove that the advice of the 
roinistera redueed your circulation, but that 
would be am easy thing to demonstrate.”

“LITTLE LORD FAUNTLEROY.” 

“Little Lord Fauntleroy” will run for 
many weeks at the Broadway Theatre and it 
may last all Winter. Every mother will like the 
pretty play, the children will be taken te see it, 
and few fathers will object to it. Noone but a 
crusty old bachelor or a shallow selfish young 
one will withhold his praise from the stage ver- 
sion of Mra. Burnett’s charming story. To be 
sure, in an artistic sense the play is not nearly 
so goed as the book, which is almost faultless 
in its way. The subject is so deli 
cate and fanoiful that it was very hard 
to put it into theatrical shape. Mr. Hobbs’s 
grocery store is only seen in the aistance 
threugh the windows of Mrs. Errol’s sitting 
room, and the spectators are obliged to think, 
when Cedric and Mr. Hobbs speak of cracker 
barrels, that they see them, or else dispense 
with the cracker barrel idea altogether. Cedric 
sits on a little bench in his mother’s house when 
he tells Mr. Hobbs that he has besome an Earl, 
and Hobbs and Dick, the bootblack, are brought 
in among the other persens of the drama. 
Almost everybody has read the book, however, 
and the best thing to be said about the play is 
that it is not disappointing. Most of the charm 
of the rcmanee has been preserved. 

The play is in three acts, the scene of the first 
being laid in America, while the action of the 
other two passes in England at Dorincourt 
Castle. Perhaps the best passages are in Act 
IL, and the firet meeting of Cedric and the ola 
Earl is certainly the best of these. Nothing 
prettier or more touching than this has been 
seen on Our stage for a long time, All the scenes 
in which Cedric is the central figure, how- 
ever, are elightful. One watches them 
smilixgly, out tears are constantly eoming 
to the eyes. The dainty, fairy-lhke, yet manly 
boy seems to represent for the time all the in- 
nocence and beauty and merriment of child- 
hvod. Conventional artifice ia generally ab- 
stained from. There is a touch of it at the end 
of Act L, where Cedric falls asleep in his 
mother’s arms in sw second and a nhkalf, and the 
textisa trifie overwrought; and there is a bit 
too much of Minna and her plot, much more 
than is necessary to serve the only purpose 
this element is intended te serve, which is 
to suggest the possibility that Cedric 
will lose the title, and to show the child’s sin- 
cere disinterestedness and reveal the good that 
lies beneath the formal, repellant manner of the 
old Earl. The Minna incident is rather dis- 
agreeable in the book, and in the play itis mueh 
more so. The actress to whom the réle of 
Minna is intrusted at the Broadway Theatre 
does nothing to commend the scenes in which 
she figures to pepular approval. Her perform- 
pace noley and exaggerated and lacking in 

nish. 

The cast otherwise is remarkably good, 
though a more sympathetic and less artificial 
representative might have been found for the 
character of Mrs. Errol than Miss Kathryn{K1id- 
der. Mr. J. H. Gilmour is surprisingly good as 
the Earl of Derincourt, and when he has 
grown into the part his acting will be 
nearly perfect. For so young an actor the 
portrayal of the irasoibility and austerity of the 
oid nobleman is remarkabl. There may be 
something in the part that Mr. Gilmour does 
not yet quite express, but the air of personal 
distinction and the habit of autnority are finely 
expressed. The other characters are insignificant. 
Mr. F. F. Mackay presents a well-finished sketch of 
the solicitor, and Miss Effie Germon contributes 
@ droll bit as the faithful serving woman of 
Act. L Mr. George Parkhurst as Hobbs, Mr. 
Frank Lamb as Dick,and Mr. Alfred Kiein as 
——— the groom, are all entitled to a kind 
word, 

But all these actors might be inferior and the 
public would overlook their faults for the sake 
ot Elsie Leslie as Lord Fauntleroy. It is ait- 
ficult to determine where art begins and nature 
ends in the acting of this bright little girl, for 
acting her work certainly is. She portrays the 
eharacter of a boy, with a boy’s traits; the 
text of the part is very long, and sbe 
has to express in action a great variaty of ideas. 
The tirst scene with the old Earl is full of 
‘* business,” the mastery of which is quite as 
important as a correct delivery of the words. 
The impression of a perfectly natural child, bred 
in an atmosphere of unselfish love, entirely iz- 
norantof ail wickedness, talking unreservedly 
to a grim old man whose heart gradually warms 
under the child’s influence, 1s derived from 
Elsie’s treatment of this scene. Most ef her 
speech is seemiugly free and unpremeditated ; 
indeed some of her grown-up associates could 
learn much from Elsie in this respect. Sheisa 
levely figure in Cedrie’s dainty eostumes 
and, her photograph in character will he 
in the shop windows before long. It is too 
much to hope, perhaps, that Elsie won’t be 
spoiled. The great audience greeted her with 
cheers last night. She was called for many 
times and loaded down with floral tributes 
enough to satisfy the greed of a prima 
donna of opera. Twice she responded to calls 
in company with Mrs. Frances Hodgson Bur- 
nett, the author of the play and the romance on 
which itis founded. It is understood that Mas-

ITALIAN OPERA IN GERMAN. 

Rossini’s masterpiece, ‘‘ William Tell,” 
which is a French opera written for the Paris 
stage by an Italian and which is one of the 
features of the repertory of évery well-equipped 
Italian opera company, was sung in German at 
the Metropolitan Opera House last evening. 
There did not appear to be any remarkable 
amount of excitement over this revival of the 
best work of the Swan of Pesaro. Indeed, it 
seemed asif the publio generally realized the 
fact that the German singers would be more at 
home in music written for them thanin that 
contrived with an especial view to a display of 
the immortal art of del canio. Rossini’s biogra- 
phers usually peint with pride to the fact that, 
after having cemmitted probably more sins 
against honest dramatic art than,any other oper- 
atic composer up to his time, he shook the dust 
of tradition off his feet and wrote a,work with a 


serious artistic purpose. There is no doubt that 
this is true, and itis the reason why “ William 
Tell” can pe sung by German singers before an 
audience largely composed of German en- 
thusiasts. Perhaps this large Teutenic element 
in the audience was the cause of the indiscrimi- 
nate enthusiasm which greeted every number 
ef the evening. These people, realizing the 
difficulties the German vocalists had to contend 
with in singing Rossini’s musie, with a multi- 
tude of phases constructed for the purpose of 
displaying brilliant Italian voices and polishea 
Italian vocalization, applauded tem all 
the more warmly in that they aceom- 
plished so much with it This par- 
ticular phase of enthusiasm, however, ceuld 
not have cxused the remarkable applause for 
the overture, which Herr Seidl took at a tempo 
which indicated fully how anxious he was to 
reach the conclusion of an uncongeniai task. 
The performance of the opera was, on the 
whole, better than onecould have reasenably 
expected. The ehief success of the evening 
was thatof Herr Perotti. He blossomed torth 
asatenor of the kind in which the dear publie 
usually takes great joy. He sang an abundance 
of high notes and did not neglect the famous 0 
sharp, which a few phenomenal teners have in- 
troduced in the réle of Arnold. It must be 
said that Herr Perotti gave this note with 
tremendous power and splendid quality, as he 
also did a number of other notes in his upper 
register. He has an uncommonly strong voice, 
and if he had some centrol of mezza voce ef- 
fects, he might do some much more artistic 
work. Hoe sang with an abundance of spirit 
last eveming and was kept busy stopping 
the progress of the opera while he bowed. his 
thanks for applause in the true Italtan atyle. 
His labors were admirably seconded in 
the famous trio by Herren Robinson and 
Fischer, both of whom were in good voice, and 
who sang well. The trie went excellently, and it 
would be safe to say that it 18 years since it 
has been se well sung in this city. Herr Rob- 
inson’s performance of Tell was earnest 
and erergetic, and he sang well. with the ex- 
ception of his tendency to frequent explosive- 
ness. Herr Fischer did yeeman’a work in the 
small part of Walter. Friiulein Féhstroem was 
the Mathilde of the evening, and was somewnat 
weak In tonal volume to sing beside Perotti. 
Fréiulein Koschoska sang the music of Jemmy 
very well, but her acting was uncomfortably 
awkward. Ifthis young lady were taken in 
hand by a good stage manager, her prospects on 
the operatic stage would be much brighter. 
Herr Alvary sang the Fisherman’s music 
creditably. Herr Grinauer wasjsatisfactory as 
Leuthold, and Herr Beck sang tolerably as 
Melcnthal. °Tae chorus and ballet were both 
salsfactory.

THE LINDAUER FAILURE. 


AN ATTEMPT TO STOP PROCEEDINGS IN 
JUDGE PRENDERGAST’S COURT. 

CuicaGo, Dec. 3.—There was a very sen- 
sational tarn taken in the Lindauer Brothers & 
Co. failure matter shortly after noen to-day, 
when Judge Tuley, Chief-Justice of the Cireult 
Court, issued a rule against Judge Prendergast 
of the County Court, directing him to appear 
in the Circuit Court to-morrow merning to show 
cause why a writ of prohibition should 
not tssue against him to stop. fur- 
ther proceedings in the County Court in 
the Lindauer case. This order, which is said to 
be the first one of the kind ever issued by a 
court in the State of Illinois, was grantea upon 


a petition filed in the Cireuit Court by Mayer E. 
Benjamin and Seligman Lindauer and Aaron 
Rosenblatt, and the principal ground for asking 
the order was that Judge Prendergast had 
usurped or assumed a power to which he was 
not legally entitled. 

Judge Prendergast, however, proceeded with 
the case. In summing up the testimeny he said 
he ¢ould not help being impressed by the evident 
willingness of almost every witnessto falsify. 
He intimated that it was plain that a conspir- 
acy existed between the members of the firm 
to dispose of their assets, when they knew for 
a long time that they weré insolvent. At- 
torney Newman also came in for a share 
of the seoring, after whieh the court 
said he would order that an Assignee 
be appointed, and named M. J. Schweisthal, 
Cashier ef the Imternational Bank, whieh is one 
of the creditors. Thecourt then ordered that 
the taking of testimony shoula proceed. Attor- 
ney Moses arose and said he wished to protest 
against the language used by the court in 
reference to his partner, Mr. Newman. Judge 
Prendergast was in no mood, however, for mak- 
ing any apolegies or qualifications, and duly re- 
marked that he had only cited the evidence 
which everybody who had heard it understood. 

The final act of to-day’s proceedings in the 
Lindauer case was the appointment by Judge 
Horton of Bernard Kuppenheimer as Receiver 
for Lindauer Brothers & Co. At 4:30 0’clock the 
attorneys for the inselvents and James Talcott, 
Greef &Co., A. H. & C. B. Alling, and Iselin, Nee- 
son & Co, of New-York, creditors of the furnish- 
ing goods firm, appeared:before Judge Horton, 
and by consent had him enter an order appointing 
Kuppenheimer Receiver in bonds of $300,000 
on a bill filed a week ago by the ereditors above 
named. Te outwit Judge Prendergast, tne 
Lindavers and the creditors abeve named, who 
have elaims for about $35,000, agreed to the 
appointment of the Reeeiver, and the ‘Sheriff 
was ordered to turn over all assets of every 
nature tohim. Kuppenheimer is a member of 
the tirm of B. K. Kuppenheimer & Co., clothing 
merchants, and a Director of the Atlas Bank, 
whose President, W. C. D. Grannis, became his 
surety for $300,000. The Receiver took possea- 
sion of the property to-night. There was no 
clash with Assignee Schweisthal, beeause he 
had not taken possession. “15

LYNCHING A DESPERADO. 


_ oo 
A COLORED MAN COMMITS A DOUBLE 
MURDER AND MEETS GIS FATE. 

RatricuH, N. C., Dec. 3.—Van Canady, 
alias John Carson, a colored mun, whe two 
weeks ago murdered a farmer named James 
Philbeck at Shelby, in Cleveland County, was 
taken from jail at: an early hour yesterday 
morning and lynched. Canady was arrested 
two days agoon suspicion and confessed the 
erime. He said he and an older brother heard 
that Philbeck had $1,500 in hia house, and they 
agreed to kill and rob him. They live at Moores- 
borough, six miles from the scene of the crime. 
Before dark on the night of Nev. 22 Canady 
left his home in Mooresborough and walked 
dewn the railroad traek until he reached Phil- 
beck’s house. Getting an axe from the wood 
pile, and putting 1t through his suspenders, he 
knocked twice at the door. Philbeex answered, 
nis wife following with a lamp without a ehim- 
ney. Thelignt was extinguished by the wind 
as s0en as the door was opened. Canady handed 
Philbeck a note, and upon being asked who he 
was replied that his name was “ Death.’ 

He drew a 38-calibre British ‘‘bulldog” re- 
volver and shot Philbeck just under the nose, 
killing him instantly. The wife began scream- 
ing, and was ordered to ‘shut up” under pain 
of death. Canady demanded money, and she 
gave him $13, all she had. He wanted more, 
and she offered him the keys of the house. She 
started to strike a light, when she was shot. 
Canady ran out of the back door, through the 
yard and pasture to the railroad, and went 
home, reaching there just after 9 o’clock. He 
addressed several parties, hoping to prove an 
alibi if arrested. Suspicion svon pointed to 
him, and he was arrested and confessed the 
crime. 

Excitement ran high and open threats of 
lynching were made, buf an extra guard was 
Placed at the jail and the prisomer was thought 
to be safe. About midnight part of the guard 
were dismissed and weat home, thinking there 
was no danger of lynching. Near morning 200 
masked men approached the jail, overpowered 
the guards, and got possession of the prisoner. 
The door of the jail was broken oper by a burly 
pegro who took partin tne lynching. Canady 
was taken a mile from town and placed en a 
horse, With arope around his neok. ,The horse 
was then whipped from under him. He prayed 
before he was hung and said that his fate was a 
a just one, He wasa noted desperado, having re- 
eently wreeked a train and committed several 
burglaries.

The American watoh 
will, as a rule, stand mere hard usage and 
still keep good time; 1tsa exposed parts may not 
be so elaborately finished as some grades of 
Swiss watehes of comparatively the same com- 
mercial value, but this is more than ceunter- 
balanced by the fine temper of the steel parts, 
the close adjustment to temperature, the inter- 
changecbility of the parts of the movement, and 
the ease with which they are procured for repair- 
ing purposes. * * * The question of relative 
merit in Swiss and American movements may 
still be an open one—personally, I prefer the 
American movement; but our cases are, beyond 
doubt, more elegant and artistic than those made 
in Europe. Therefore I have no hesitation in ad- 
vising Americans to buy American watches— 
for their strength, their accuracy, and their 
beauty. We Americans, finally, now furnish 

Englard and her celonies with most of their 

watches; and that seems, also, to be a potent 

argument in tavor of American manufacture.” 

Mr. Crossman is a high authority on watches, 
and his opinions as quoted have special value at 
this holiday season. With a view to obtaining 
further information from him a reporter called 
yesterday and uad the following brief interview 
with him: 

“What has been the effect of the political 
campaign upon the sale of American watches ?” 
asked the reporter. 

“Very encouraging,” replied Mr. Crossman. 
“The Amerisan watch has come more than 
ever to the front. We really notice a difference 
since thelate eampaign. You see, the politieal 
speakers cited ours as one of the ‘protected in- 
dustries’ that are ‘sweeping the world.’ Sen- 
ator Cujlom, Gen. Stewart L. Weodford, and 
others have unquestionably done the industry 
much good threugnh their speeches.” 

“What about the prices of American watches?’ 

“They are exceptionally low at present. Let 
Here Mr. Cress- 
man laid before the reperter many styles of 
American gold watches for gentlemen. The cost 
of these ranged between $50 and $60, much to 
the reporter’s surprise. Other very fine watches 
cost from $65 to $85. Then there was an endiess 
variety of ladies’ watches at very low cost.

AN OVATION FOR OOONNOR. 

TORONTO, Ontario, Dec. 3.—The Union 
Station was packed last evening long before the 
hour when the champion oarsman of America, 
William O’Connor, was timed to arrive, and the 
streets along which he was to make his way te 
the pavilion were black with thousands of peo- 
ple. Fully as muny people were out as greet-

HE SAID HE WAS MARRIED BUT COULD 


NOT PROVE IT. 

PHILADELPHIA, Dec. 3.—Mrs. Sarah Kel- 
logg, who is a niece of Gen. -W. T. Sherman, a 
sister-in-law of Justise Stanley Matthews of 
the United States Supreme Court, a cousin by 
marriage of ex-Gov. William Pitt Kellogg of 
Louisiana, and a relative of a dozen other prom- 
inent personages, was the prosecutrix in an as- 
Sault and battery case in the Quarter Sessions 
Court to-day. A tall, fine-looking man named 
Edward Plumly was the defendant. Plumly is 


in the shoe blacking business and lives at 715 
Wood-street. Lawyer Joseph Bonham helped 
Assistant District Attorney Finletter to convict 
Plumly. Mrs. Kellogg lives on Marshall-street 
in a modest house. She has a sister who has 
been a widow for 10 years, whose name is Mrs. 
Ella Gargick. The lutter lives at 414 North 
Eleventh-street. 

Mr. Plumly at one time lived in the same 
house with Mra. Gargiek. Mr. Plumly imagined 
that he was married to Mrs. Gargiek. Mrs. Gar- 
giok emphatically denies that Mr. Plumly ever 
enjoyed that distinction. About two weeks ago 
Mr. Plumly paid a visit to Mrs. Gargick. She 
did not see him, but Mrs. Kellogg did. Mrs. 
Kellegg alleges that Mr. Plusly went into Mrs. 
Gargick’s parlor and demanded to see her, 
claiming thatfshe was bis wife. Mrs. Kellogg 
indignantly denied Mr. Plumly’s claim. Then 
Mr. Plumly exeeuted a war dance on Mrs. Gar- 
gick’s turniture. When Mrs. Kellogg expostu- 
lated Mr. Plumly struck heron the cheek with 
the paim of his hand.

WASHINGTON, Deo. 3.--In the Supreme Court 
of the United States to-day a motion was made by 
J. &. Riehardson to advance case No. 1,423, the late 
corporation of the Church of Jesus Christ of Latter 
Day Saints and others appellants, versus the United 
States; appeal from the Supreme Court of the Terri- 
tory of Utah.

GOOD FOR TWO CENTURIES 


THB JUB OF CONDEMNING ELE- 
VATED ROAD EASEMENTS. 

A STATE OF AFFAIRS WHICH DISPLEASES 
PROPERTY HOLDERS AND HAMMERS 
THE RAILROAD STOCK. 

Interest in the proceedings before the 
commission to condemn the easements to light, 
air, and access of property which were taken by 
the elevated railroad companies in the building 
of their structure has increased greatly since 
the publication in last Wednesday’s TIMES offthe 
story of the first award. At the same time there 
has developed a remarkable misconception on 
the part of many owners of damaged preperty 
of the powers and duties of the commission. 
President Armstrong said yesterday that over 
30 such owners had oalled at his office, 71 Broad- 
way, toask him to award them the damages 
that belonged to them. They supposed the com- 
mission had been appointed upon the request of 
the railroad company to receive the applica- 

ions of owners for such damages and to settle 
the amounts and pay the money; and, not wish- 
ing to be behind hand when the damages should 
be paid, orto come after the resources of the 
elevated railroad company had been exhausted, 
they had put in their appearance thus early. 

They had all been visited by the drummers for 

eortain lawyers whe wanted totake their cases 


on percentages of from 25 to 50 per cent, but 
were anxious to avoid legal proceedings, and 
would be thankful for liberal awards. 

President Armstrong assured these gentle- 
men that the elevated railroad company had 
not been actuated by any such philanthropic 
motive in applying for the commission, aud that 
their powers were limited to the 130 particular 
pieces of preperty which the elevated railroad 
company had selected for the five proceedings 
in which they had been appointed. In these 
proceedings oniy property whose owners had 
already taken action in the courts against the 
cempany has been selected for condemnation. 
The prospect for the early adjudication ef the 
claims of persons who have not taken such 
action is therefore hardly satisfactory. In the 
case now under consideration the commission 
has been sitting over a week, and it will require 
several more hearings before the testimeny will 
all be in. Giving only a week to each case, it 
will take two years and sl1x months to deter- 
mine the rights of the owners in the 130 cases 
now before the commission, and there are in 
the neighvorhood of 10,000 of such cases alto- 
gether. However satisfactory this may be to 
the railroad company, it can hardly be agreea- 
ble to the property owners, as at the rate of 
progress described it would take nearly 200 
years to dispose of the entire number. 

Persons interested as ewners of elevated stock 
are also beginning to be interested in the pro- 
ceedings, as the tumble of six points in the 
price of the stock since Tuesday last amply 
shows. The award in the first case of $5,000 
clamages, in a casein which the damages were 
far beiow what the average will be, makes the 
prospect for dividends for the next 20 years on 
the deeply-watered stock less brilliant than the 
management have given the stockholders to ex- 
pect. It is certain that the railroad company 
will have a bill of over $10,000,000, and more 
probably im the neigbborhood or $20,000,000, to 
pay before they see: the end of the present line 
of proceedings. This will be nearly as much as 
the original cost of the structures, and must 
necessarily scale dividends down in such a 
fashion as will run the priceof stock down @ 
long way frem where It is to-day. 

The costs of these preceedings at the present 
rate of progress promise also to be something 
enormous. Each Comunissioner will average 
$40 per day, and, with gery | like 10,000 
cases to try, each consuming six days, they are 
in for incomes of about $12,000 a year 
each. This alone would eost th company 
auring the next 20 years nearly $750,000. 

Yesterday’s hearing was with referenee to the 
damages to be awarded for the easements of 
light, air, and aceess to the property 1,322, 
1,324, and 1,326 Third-avenue, owned by James 
Renwick, the architect. Seme photographs 
showing the extent of the shadows cast by the 
elevated railroad structure, which were taken 
by Mr. Aspinwall, the partner ef the owner, 
wore submitted in evidence. A janitor of some 
near-by preperty testified that the renta of the 
building corner of Forty-ninth-street and Third- 
avenue, that previous to 1878, when the road 
was built, were $85 a menth, had fallen to $55 
on account oF the racket caused by the trains. 

A long informal discussion of the line of in- 
quiry to be followed in these cases was entered 
inte between the lawyers and the Commissien- 
ers, in which it was declared as a general un- 
derstanding that the actual value of the fee of 
the property during the years just previous to 
the buiiding of the road and continuing down 
to date, and of property in the surrounding 
neighborhood, would furnish the best evidence 
of the extent to which the property on the line 
of the road had been damaged. Their testimony 
as to the change in rentals in like perieds would 
be taken as secondary evidence. The Com- 
missieners declared that they had not 
been given as yet any adequate basis 
of judgment of such changes in value, 
and but for their own knowledge 
and investigation would have been unable to 
decide the first proceeding. Tney suggested 
that counsel for both the owners and the com- 
pany sheuld come prepared to make the proofs 
eon the line suggested without entering so ex- 
tensively into the opinions of experts, which 
would not be sufficientof themselves. Mr. Peck- 
ham, counsel for Renwick, said he did not think 
the commission should take the ability of the 
railroad company to pay the damages into con- 
sideration. President Armstrong said they had 
no such intention. They wuould award the act 
ual damages as near as they could be ascer- 
tained, even if 1t should bankrupt the road. 

George B. Curtis, a real estate expert, said 
the present value of the property was $75,000, 
the lets alone being worth $17,000. He was 
asked what in his judgment the value would be 
if the elevated railroad structure were not 
there, Dut the question was objected to and the 
objection was sustained. The answer would be, 
the Cemmissioners held, just that sonclusion 
which the Commissioners themselves would 
have te make when the facts regarding past 
and present values of this and neighboring 
property sheuld be brought before them. The 
damage to this property frem the obstructions 
to light, air, and accessibility, the witness said, 
Would be at least 15 per eent. The rents 
on Third-avenue in this neighborhood had 
suffered a decline of from 25 to 85 per 
cent. The fee value of unimproved property 
in the side streets from Third-avenue had in- 
creased from 25 to 100 per cent. in the past 10 
vears, While on Third-avenue at this point 
there had been no increase in value, and in 
some cases a decrease of from $1,000 to $3,000 
per lot. While property in general was earn ng 
more now than in 1878-9, the rate ef income 
wae not so large, principally because the valua- 
tions had increasea more rapidly than the in- 
come. The change in the legal rate of interest 
=p tid to 6 per cent. would account for some 
of this. ‘ 

The hearing goes on to-day. 

Ter suits for the recovery of damages for in- 
juries to bulldines by the elevated railroads are 
on the trial ealendar of Judge O’German’s 
branch of the Superior Court. The total 
amount of damages claimed is more than $100,- 
900. The cases will be tried in their order. 
Jobn H. Watsen’s case is now on trial. He 
pwns a private stable fronting on West Fifty- 
thira-street and a dwelling house in the rear, 
the rental value of which. he alleges, has been 
injured $10,000 worth by the elevated railroad.

OOMBINED AGAINST HHER. 


POLITICIAN-TRUSTEES S8TILL DENYING 
MISS MURDOCK HER RIGHTS. 
The Board of School Trustees of the 


Tenth Ward met yesterday in Grammar School | 


No. 75, in Norfolk-street, and continued their 
disgraceful dead-lock concerning the position of 
Principal of Primary School No. 1,in Ludlow- 
atreet. It will be remembered that several 
months ago Miss Fitzgerald, then Principal, re- 


signed her positien to get married,and Miss — 
Murdeck, her assistant, was selected to act in | 


her place until her successor was appointed. 
Miss Murdock has filled the place to the satis- 
faction of every one; none of the Trustees can 
finda flawin her record or her actions, the 
children like her, and the teachers respect her, 


yot the Trustees have held four regular monthly 
meetings since Miss Fitzzerald’s retirement and 
have neither selected Miss Murdock as Princi- 
al nor chosen some one else. They are tied, 
hey declare, because they cannot make up their 
minds asto which of the candidates has the 
strongest political backing or *‘ pull.” 

The reason why Miss Murdock is not chosen is, 
the Trustees acknowledge, because she hasn’t 
as much ofa * pull’ as her rivals, theugh her 

ualifications for the position are indubitable. 
two other candidates who lead in the string of 
fffteen or a score are Miss Brennan and Miss 
Stephens of No. 75. Miss Brennan has the 
strongest “ pull,” it is alleged, and just as soon 
as the odd man, whe 1s struggling hard to re- 
ward Miss Murdock for her honest work, can be 
won over, the majority of the Board of Trustees 
will vote foreither Miss Brennan or Miss BSte- 
phens as Principal. The pelititians who are using 
their influence in behalf of these young ladies 
will succeed, and Miss Murdock, who will have 
served months as Prinoipal of the school at 
the salary she formerly received as assistant, 
will be relegated to her former position without 
any apparent chance that she will ever be pro- 
moted, because she hasn’t any pull. 

The five Trustees met in the afternoon and aft- 
er transacting some routine business went into 
executive session and tookone ballet om the 
Principalship. Only one was necessary, because 
the dead-lock was manifestly present, the vote 
being, Miss Stephens 2, Miss Brennan 2, and 
Miss Murdock 1. The ‘Trusteos regarded this 
record in no way one to regret; in fact, they 
thought it was rather amusing that they should 
have such faithfulness to their reapective candi- 
dates to record. One of them said: “I don’t see 
why the newspapers should kick up such a howl 
about this. Of course persons are: chosen to 
positions ef Principals because they have a 
‘pull’ Why shouldn’t they? Men are selected 
for positions of trust because their friends are 
willing te back them up amd say a word for 
them. Why should women not be picked out in 
the same way? I do not know of any Principal 
in the city who reached her preseut position 
frem an Assistant Principalship without a 
‘pull.’ In fact, most have been promoted from 
a much lower grade because their friends as- 
sured the boards that they would answer for 
them. Persons have to have a‘pull’ to get 
along in any position.” 

It was asserted that members of the board 
had received several letters from prominent 
menon the Bench, in the Bar, and in poll- 
tics urging the support of candidates with a 
“pull.” One of the Trustees intimated that 
such was the case, but he wouldn’t tell whom 
those he received were from unless all were 
made public. His fellow-Trustees courted se- 
crecy and they decided not to make the letters 

ublic. 

. Unless a spesial meeting of the Trustees is 
called by the €hair to decide the Principalship 
the matter will not be voted upon again until 
the next regular meeting in January. Mean- 
while the attachés of the school wonder how 
Miss Murdock will submit to the imposition of 
eompelling her to do work for which she is not 
paid. 


OENTENARY 


THE INAUGURATION ANNIVERSARY IN 
THE CITY’s CHURCHES. 

The Committee on Centenary of Wash- 
ington’s Inauguration, which will be celebrated 
in this city on April 30, invite the clergy of the 
city to meet in the Governor’s Room at the City 
Hall, on Thursday, at 3 o’olock, to discuss a 
plan for religious serviees in all the churches 
of the city at 9 o’olock on the morning ef the 
day of the celebration. That was the hour at 
which services of thanksgiving were held in all 
the churches on the morning of the inaugura- 
tion. The present invitation is issued after 
correspondence with a number of the leading 
elergymen, all ef whom approve of the general 
plan. 

Some of the replies, however, indicate differ- 
ences of opinion in regard to details. It is pro- 
posed to settle such differences at Thursday’s 
conference, and to try to agree upon uniform 
action. The Rev. Mr. Collyer suggests a possi- 
ble obstacle to the early hour by saying that 
‘the olock of our habit has lost twe hours in 
these hundred years, and so it will be quite a 
task to get the people together in our churches 
80 early as 9.” If everybody says 9, however, 
that hour will suit him, and he will do his best 
to have the people prompt to service, 

The same obstacle is suggested by the Rev. 
R. Heber Newton, who thinks that even should 
such an early service be agreed upon, prayers 
bearing upon the event should be said also in 
the churches om the preceding Sunday. 

Bishop Potter indorses the plan, but refers 
the committees to the clergy. Several clergy- 
men of that faith are among the committee’s 
correspondents, the Rey. J. W. Shackelford, 
the Rev. H. Y. Satterlee, the Rev. E. Walpole 
Warren, and the Rev. W. S. Rainsford all prom- 
ising to unite in any plan that the eommities 
may designate. 

Archbishop Corrigan promises services in the 
Catholic churcnes of tne city. The Rev. Ed- 
ward Judson of the Berean Baptist Church sug- 
gests union services in certain appointed 
churches as the best way to secure good Gcon- 
gregations. Ameng the others who have sig- 
nified approval of the plan are the Rev. Messrs. 
Howard a T. Armitage, A. J. Palmer, 
Theedore C. illiams, A. W. Halsey, George 
Alexander, G. F. Krotel, Robert R. Booth, C. 8. 
Harrower, C. H. Eaton, Theodore A. K. Geasler, 
Samuel H. Virgin, R. 8. MacArthur, and C, D'W.

TRYING TO KNOCK OUT TWO OF THE 
PROPS OF HIS POSITION. 

This is the day appointed by the Repub- 
lieans who want to have all the corruption in 
politics produced that they pay to have pro- 
duced for pulling allthe preps from under the 
political dynasty that John J. O’Brien bas 


erected in the Eighth Assembly District. The — 


first prop that is expected to give way is under 
the position held by O’Brien in the Bureau of 
Elections. It is kept in position by side sup- 
ports, represented by the Republican Police 
Commissioners, Messrs. French and McClave. 
The reformers expect to move these Commis- 
sioners this afternoon. 

But it is somewhat doubtful whether they 
will succeed. One Republiean and two Demo- 


crats are competing with O’Brien for the posi- 
tion of Chief Clerk of the Bureau of Elections. 
After the place had been made subject to tne 
civil service rules O’Brien passed an examina- 
tion, leading a class made up of himseif, Col. 
Edward Gilon, Gen. Theophilus F. Rodenbough, 
and Richard E. Mott, Deputy Clerk of the Board 
of Aldermen. The Democratic Police Commis- 
sioners, then Messrs. Voorhis ana Fitz John 
Porter, insisted that the other three competitors 
took precedence of O’Brien, because they were 
soldiers in the late war. Commissioners French 
and McClave olung to O’Brien, while the Demo- 
cratic Commissioners voted first for Gilon and 
next for Rodenbough. The Republieans then 
voted for Richard E. Mott, Republican, but 
went back to O’Brien again. 

o the matter has stood, no vote having been 
taken on it since Charles F. MacLean entered 
the Police Board as the successor of Fitz John 
Porter. If, then, Mr. MacLean or Mr. Voorhis 
should vote for Mr. Mott, Commissioners French 
and McClave may revert to him, and so deprive 
Mr. O’Brien of his office. But Commissioner 
Voorbis is wery much enamored of his Ninth 
Ward neighbor, Col.. Gilon, affd’ is not likely to 
desert him. Everything, theréfore, seems to de- 
pend on whether Commissioner MacLean will 
vote for a Republican, Mr. Mott, or Messra.

IN HER NAVY YARD BERTH. 





ORIGIN OF THE YELLOW FEVER ON THE 
BOSTON TO BE INVESTIGATED. 

The steel cruiser Boston was given a clean 
bill of health Sunday afternoon, and was not 
slow in finding a berth at the navy yard yester- 
day morning. The men were given leave of ab- 
sence till this morning and the officers received 
several visitors on board. The ship bas appar- 
ently been disinfected with the utmost thor- 
oughness, but there is to be an offieial investi- 
gation. By order.of the Secretary of the Navy, 
Admiral Gherardi has appointed Medical In- 
spector E. 8. Bogert, Medical Direetor Delavan 
Bloodgood, and Medieal Director Albert Gihon, 
the three senior medicai officers of the station, 
Commissioners to inquire as to the origin of the 
fever on board and to decide whether further 
disinfection is necessary or desirable. 

The Boston is a safe enough habitation in 
Northern climes, but experience with other ves- 
sels shows that yellow fever is likely to break 
out anew the moment a warm latitude is 
reached. In 1879 the Piymouth was Jaid up in 
Boston, and not only fumigated, but subjected 
to freezing temperature, yet when the boat 
went South the fever reappeared and the firs 
victim occupied the same berth as the first vic- 
tim on the former cruise. The Boston being a 
new boat and having very little woodwork, and 
being remarkably clean, 1s supposed to be less 
likely to harbor the germs of disease than ves- 
sels otherwise conditioned. 

There is little expectation that anything new 
will be learned regarding the cause of the epi- 
demic. The weather was cold Oct. 4, when the 
Boston set sail, and in five days the tempera- 
ture was 90°, and the weather was wet. The 
health regulations on board were so strict as 
to be irksome, and all on board seemed to 
be in excellent condition till Dr. Simon was 
taken sick on the day the vessel set sail 
forhome. Capt. Ramsay seems to have been 
the only person exposed, yet he escaped. Port 
au Prince is reputed to be the safest of all the 
Weat ladian poris, se far as yellow fever is con- 
eerned. Still, the drainage is very bad, and the 
stench is frequently intolerable about the 
wharf. Invariably there is a land breeze in the 
morning, and this may account for the epidem- 
ic, though the Bostou was anchored two miles 
down the harbor. 

It ia remarkable that 80 malignant a type of 
the fever should not have spread further. Five 
of the seven patients died, and the others are 
now convalescent at the Quarantine Hospital. 





IT WORKED JUST AS WELL. 

A prominent up-town physician related 
an amusing incident of his praetice yesterday, 
as showing how great is the force of imagina- 
tion. A lady injured the ball of one of her feet, 
by striking it againstacurb. The bruise was 
severe and she feared cancer. Upon her visiting 
her physician, he told her to paint the bruise 
with iodine, and not use the foot. She went 
away content, and upon reaching home took a 
bottle from a cabinet and painted her foot. The 
stain was brown and satisfactorily unpleasant 
to look at. The following day she felt so much 
better that she called again on the physician to 
bave him make a final examinationsof the 
bruise. When he saw the stain he exclaimed: 
ta’ Why, Madam, what have you on your foot ?” 

**Todine, doctor,” was the confident reply. 

The physician advised her te return home and 
got the bottle containing the iodine and bring it 
to him. She searched for the bottle, and discov- 
ered to her intense discomtiture that it was 
labeled: ‘‘Cholera mixture.” Its administra- 
tion was efficacious, however.

PARK-PLAOHB OBSIRUOTIONS. 


UNPARDONABLE CONDITION OF A MUCH- 
FREQUENTED THOROUGHFARE. 

If there ever was an excuse for profanity, 
Brooklyn people who visit this city to do shop- 
ping or visit the theatres haveit. These unfort- 
unates who patrenize the Sixth-avenue elevated 
road in going to or from their destinations here 
and their homes in Brooklyn must pass through 
Park-place. It isatrip fraught with discom- 
forts and dangers. Occupants of buildings be- 
tween Broadway and Church-street are as & 


rule occupants of the sidewalks as well, despite — 
the tact that the city ordinances prohibit them | 


from making storage warehouses of the side- 
walk. hero is no hour in the day and fre- 


quently no hour in the night when from one-half 
to two-thirds of the sidewalk is not occupied by 
boxes, barrels, packages, crates, hogsheads, and 
other opstructions, whieh are throwa about by 
their handlers with an utter disregard for the 
public comfort and convenience of passers-by. 
Trucks are left where people may trip over 
them, skids stretehed from delivery wagons to 
warehouses and alluwed to remain as long as 
may suit the convenience of the truckmen and 
Push earts are as common ob- 
structions as are the Italian chestnut vendors 
who place their stands on the walk instead of 
in the cutter. 

At 2o’clock yesterday afternoon a TIMES re- 
porter tookatrip through the street. On the 
north side, between Broadway and Church- 
street, there were located 5 bootblacks, 5 chest- 
nut peddlers, 1 push cart, 3 hand trucks, 2 hogs- 
heads, 21 barrels, 68 boxes of various sizes, 10 
huge crates, 13 pundies of merchandise, a 
huge pile of roman eandle forms, another of 
rocket sticks, a lot of machinery in front of the 
Rand Drill Company’s office, apparently await- 
ing shipment, anda number of huge crates of 
willowware consigned to J. Ullman & Son of 
17. The Unexcelled Fireworks Company, at 9 
and 11, and the auction house of aydock & 
Bissell, next door, were the principal offenders, 
a free passageway of but three feet being left 
for pedestrians. The barrels in frontoft D. F. 
Tieman’s contained chrome yellow and other 
similar stuffs, which leaked out en the sidewalk 
in sutticilent quantity to ruin ladies’ dresses and 
skirts. 

On the south side of the street the obstruc- 
tions consisted of 39 boxes, 14 cases, 18 bar- 
Tels, 4 trunks, 1 truck, 2 beotblacks’ stands, 1 
chestnut-roasting apparatus, and 5 whisky bar- 
rels—the last in front ef Rogers’s chophouse. 
The Excelsior Fireworks Company and Stirrn & 
Lyon, toy dealers, at 20, were the worst offend- 
ers on this side of the street, the pair taking up 
one-half the walk with their 21 boxes ana 1 
barrel, 4 of the former being carelessly strung 
out in front of Nash & Crook’s restaurant. I. 
Leopold & Sons of 10 took up half the walk 
with 3 big cases of toys that remained on the 
walk for several hours. I[t was a dull time with 
the Westcott Express people at 2 o’elock, but 
generally they manage to monopolize all the 
walk in their vicinity. 

The lady who can navigate safely the Park- 
place sidewalk is a marvel and fully entitled to 
& navigators certificate. Torn dresses are fre- 
quent and stubbed toes more frequent. But 
the policeman who patrolled the beat yesterday 
was conveniently blind and could see no op- 
structions, though he nearly ran into a hugé 
pile of boxes in front of the Unexcelled Fire- 
works Company’s store. 





WATER-SUPPLY N#EDS. 


ARGUMENTS MADE AGAINST THE QUAKER 
BRIDGE DAM. 

The Aqueduct Commissioners yesterday 
gave another public hearing to taxpayers inter- 
ested in the Croton Bridge Dam project, Mayor 
Hewitt was absent and the Department of 
Public Works was represented by Commissioner 
D. Lowber Smith. The opponents of the pro- 
posed improvement were represented by James 
C. Spencer, formerly Chairman ef the Aqueduct 
Board, Gen. H. E. Tremain, Ortando B. Potter, 
and others. There were a large number of citi- 
zens present. 

Ex-Judge Spencer began with quotations to 
show that the present storage capacity is 
10,720,000,000 galions. This includes the ca- 
pacity of the Central Park Reservoir. To this 
amount of present storage, he said, should be 
added the storage provided for by the Sodom or 
West Branch Reservoir. This amount has heen 
estimated by the aqueduet engineers at 9,000,- 
000,000 gallons, and might be increased to 
12,000,000,000 or 15,000,000,000 gallens, As 
the new aqueduct begins nearer the bed of Croton 
Lake than the oid one, the increase from this 
source Mr. &pencer estimated at 1,500,000,000 
gallons. Adding to these the storage trom 
Muscoat Dam and the capacity ef the old and 
new aqueducts, he estimated the storage ca- 
pacity of the dams and reservoirs already pro- 
vided at 22,935,000,000 gallons: 

Mr. Spencer next considered the question of 
needed additional atorage, and based his calcu- 
lations on a daily supply of 100 gallons per 
capita for a pepulation of 2,000,000. He claimed 
that 1t had been proved thatthe storage, as at 
present provided for, would supply 250,600,000 
gallons aday. He referred to the proposed Je- 
rome Park Reservoir, and said he favored it. Its 
capacity, figured by Engineer Swan, will bo 
1,343,526,333 gallons. This, added to the former 
estimate of 22,935,000,000 gallous, would in- 


age. ‘Che Commissieners would have to provide 
for only 180,000,000 ef aliens per day tosnupply 
the desired quantity from the Croton River, be- 
cause the Bronx Kiver water system supplied 
20,000,000 gallons perday. In conclusion he 
recommended that a storage and distributing 
reservoir should be constructed at Jerome Park. 
within the city limits, as soon as practicable, 
to contain at least 1,343,000,000 _ gallons. 
Any additional storage should be provided 
within the limits of the city or by daumsanad res- 
ervoirs upon some of the proposed sites of the 
survey of 1858. 

Committeemen Rogers and Campbell of the 
Central Labor Union said the nnion favered the 
Quaker Bridgs Dam, and hoped that no aliens 
would be employed by the contractors; alao, 
that care would be taken to prevent sub-con- 
tracts. 

Clarence H. Kelsey presented a series of 
arithmetical calculations, based on the official 
records, and figured that a sterage capacity of 
25,831,000,000 galions would give a supply of 
200,000,V00 gallons. The Commissioners ad- 
journed the hearing for ene week.

Tuesday, December 4, 188s.—-Wiith Supplement, 


STORIES ABOUT LINOOLN. 


HIS PECULIARITIES WHILE SITTING FOR 
HIS PORTRAIT. 

Baptist Pastors yesterday listened to some 
interesting remarks by A. J. Conant, the artist, 
on “Personal Reminiscences of Abraham Lin- 
coln.” Mr. Conant said his first acquaintance 
with Mr. Lincoln came about through his being 
requested to paint Mr. Lincoln’s portrait for the 
first exhibition of the Western Academy of Art 
at St. Louis. It was his custom, he said, in 
painting this to go to Mr. Lincoln’s office in the 
old State building, as Mr. Lincoln was at that 
time (1860) busied with political affairs and 
could not find time for formal sittings. 

The first time Mr. Conant visited Mr. Lincsoln 
for this purpose he found the expression upon 
his face quite the reverse of the melancholy and 
serious one he had supposed he wore. It was 


sobright, animated, and genial that Mr. Conant 
at. once made up his mind to depictit if he 
could. With this in view it was his custom to 
tell humorous stories, which, when they 
teuched Mr. Lincoln’s fancy, made him forget 
for the time his absorbing affairs. 

One day Mr. Lincoln told how, when “ruan- 
ning.” as he termed it, bis grocery store at 
Salem, near Springfield, he got his first taste 
for law. A farmer drove 4 with a broken- 
down horse and a wagon filled with house- 
hold and asked him what he 
would give ‘‘fur the hull lead.” Lin- 
coln looked over the lot of old pots, 
pans, kettles, and stuff, and gave him half 
a dollar. The man went off and Lineoln stored 
the stuff. Some weeks after the purchase Lin- 
coln had occasion to use one of the barrels, 
which were filled with some of the old “truck” 
bought in the fifty-cent purchase, and as he 
turned ous the contents of one of them, under 
the old rusty pans a dilapidated copy of Black- 
stone’s Commentaries came to light. Lincoln 
eyed it curiously and laid it aside. Later in the 
afternoon he picked the book up and bagan to 
read. He soon became absorbed in it, and from 
that day on he read all the long leisure hours 
which fall to the lot of the country grocer. This 
was the first inkling he had of any taste in the 
direction in which he afterward attained such 
success. 

Another story the artist told was one which 
he said he hau himself told Lincoln and which 
be had used on several occasions, on two of 
which he had been interrupted before he 
got to the point “and,” said the artist, 
“if there was anything which annoyed Mr. Lin- 
coln 1t was this. It caused him to always re- 
member the man frem whem he got the story. 
The story was of a Missouri man whe went to 
a stable to get a horse to take him to a conven- 
tion to which he was going as a delegate with a 
hope of nomination. Thestable keeper was of & 
different politieal persuasion and gave hima 
horse which he calculated would break down 
before he got there. His calculation proved 
true and the man lost the nomination. On his 
return to the stable, the disappointed Mis- 
sourian asked the stableman if he was training 
that horse for a hearse. The man said, ** Kinder 
guessed he wasn’t.”” ‘“ Well,” said the man, “if 
you are, he’ll never do it, for he wouldn’t get a 
cerpse to the cemetery in time for the resurrec- 
tion.” 

This story. Lincoln had twice tried te tell, 
once fromthe rear of a train, and was carried 
away by it before he got to the point, and a sec- 
ond time, when present ata gun testing, when 
the gun wae fired just as he reached the Mis- 
eourlan’s reply.

IN FAVOR OF A NAVAL MILITIA. 

The committee of the Board of Trade and 
Transportation, of which Aaron Vanderbilt of 
the Ward Line of steamers is Chairman, ap- 
pointed to devise means of putting into opera- 
tion in this State the Naval Reserve bill recently 
passed by Congress, has addressed a letter, in- 
viting suggestiens, to about 30 gentlemen in 
this city and elsewhere. When the law was 
passed, the Massachusetts Legislature followed 
{t with a State law providing for a State naval 
militia. It has since been publicly announced 
that other States, appreciating the value of 
organized trained bodies, whieh may be readily 
utilized in defense ef the expesed coasts and 
seaports, are taking steps to the same end. The 
committee thinks a bill embodying a feasible 
scheme of establishing a naval militia in this 
State ought to be submitted to the Legislature 
at the coming session.

BNDED IN A FIGAT. 


A LIVELY MEETING OF THE JERSEY 
OITY BOARD OF WORKS. 

The idea prevailed that the Jersey City 
Board of Works intended to take deeia- 
ive action on the question of a new water 
supply at ita meeting yesterday, and the belief 
that a contract for a private supply would be 
awarded to the syndicate eontrolled by John 
R. Bartlett filled tne room with an excited 
crowd of protesting taxpayers. Among them 


Was ex-Assemblyman Edward T. MeLaughlin. 
He is opposed to everything in the way of pub- 
lic improvement, and makes it a point to be 
present at every meeting held te protest against 
changes in the old order of things. He is in the 
habit of keeping up a running tire of noisy com- 
ment on the speeches made by others. 

Yesterday morning he perched himself at the 
head of an open stairway that rans down into 
the Board of Works meeting room. George L. 
Record took the floor to speak in faver of the 
awarding of a contract to the Bartlett syndi- 
cate, and the moment he began McLaughlin 
commenced his interruptions. His expressions 
were far from choice. ‘Bag your head!” and 
“Dry up!’ are those which he fired off at about 
half-minute intervals. President Kerns ordered 
McLaughlin to be silent, under penalty of 
ejection. 

“You can’t put me ont,” McLaughlin retorted. 
“Tt takes a bigger man than you !’" 

President Kerns called Marshal Conway. Me- 
Laughlin weighs over 200 pounds. Marshal 
Conway is fully as heavy, and both are stalwart 
men. They clinched, when Conway took Me- 
Laughlin by the shoulder and a Graeco-Roman 
wrestling match amused the crowd till Lawyer 
Fleming, who is much epposed to the contract 
acheme, went to McLaughlin’s aid. Then Com- 
missioners Kerns and Gannon leaped over their 
desks to aid the Marshal, and the row became 
general. The struggling mass of men pulled 
and hauled each other on the stairway till 
board members and citizens, McLaughlin and 
Conway relied over each other down the stairs. 
Before the crowd could regain its feet Mr. Reco 
ord pushed his way in, and hauling McLaughlin 
out flung him to the head of another stairway, 
down which it was necessary to put him before 
he could be got to the street. Then the board 
resumed their seats and heard Mr. Record’s ar- 
gument toits close. After recess a number of 
citizens were heard in opposition to the seheme.

MENT AND THE RAILROADS. 
Te the Congress of the United States : 

As you assemble for the discharge of the 
duties you have assumed as the representatives 
ef afree and generous people, your mecting is 
marked by an interesting and impressive inci- 
dent. With the expiration of the present session 
of the Congress, the firat century ef our consti- 
tutional existence as a nation will be eompleted. 

Our survival for 100 years is net sulficient to 
assure us that we no longer have dangers to 
fear in the maintenanee, with all its promised 
blessings, of a Government founded upon the 
freedom of the people. The time rather admon- 
ishes us to soberly inquire whether in the past 
we have always clesely kept in the course of 
safety, and whether we have before us a2 way 
plain and olear which leads to happiness and 
perpetuity. 

When the experiment of our Government was 
undertaken the chart adopted for eur guidance 
‘was the Censtitution. Departure from the lines 
there laid down is failure. It is only by a strict 
adherence to the direction they indicate and by 
restraint within the limitations they fix that 
we can furnish proof to the werld of the fitness 
of the American people for self-government. 

The equai and exact justice of which we boast 
as the underlying principie of our institutions 
should not be confined to the relations of our 
citizens to each other. The Government itself 
is under bord to the American people that in 
the exercise of ites funetions and powers it will 
deal with the bedy of our citizensin a manner 
scrupulously honest and fair and absolutely 
just. Ithas agreed that American citizenship 
shall be the only credential necessary to justify 
the claim of equality before the law, and that 
no condition in life shall give rise to discrimina- 
tion in the treatment of the people by their 
Gevernment. 

The citizen of our Republic in its early days 
rigidly insisted upon tull compliance with the 
lotter of this bond, and saw stretching eut be- 
fore hima clear field for individual endeavor. 
His tribute to the support of his Government 
Was measurea by the eost of its economical 
maintenance, and be was seoure in the enjoy- 
ment of the remaining recompense of his steady 
and contented toil. In those days the frugality 
of the people was stamped upon their Govera- 
ment, and was enforeed by the free, thought- 
ful, and intelligent suffrage of the citizen. Com- 
binations, monopolies, and aggregations of capi- 
tal were either avoided or sternly regulated 
ani restrained. The pomp and glitter of Gov- 
ernments less free effered no temptation and 
presented no delusion to the plain people who 
side by side in friendly competition wrought 
for the ennoblement and dignity of man, for the 
solution of the problem of free government, and 
for the achievement of the grand destiny await- 
ing the land whieh Goa had given them. 

A century has passed. Our cities are the 
abidiag places of wealth and luxury; our man- 
ufacteries yield fortunes never dreamed of by 
the fathers of the Republic; our business men 
are madly striving in the race for riches, and 
immense aggregations of capital outrun the 
imagination in the magnitude of their under- 
Sakings. 

A CLOUD UPON THE HORIZON. 

We view with pride and satisfaction this 
bright picture of our country’s growth and 
prosperity, while only acloser scrutiny devel- 
ops a sombre shading. Upen more earefal in- 
Bpection we find the wealth and luxury of our 
cities mingled with poverty and wretchedness 
and unremunerative toil A crewded and con- 
Btautly increasing urban populatien suggests 
the impoverishment of rural sections and dis- 
content with agricultural pursuits. The farm- 
er’s son, not satisfied with his father’s simple 
and laborious life, joins the eager chase for 
easily-acquired wealth. 

We diseever that the fortunes realized by our 
manufacturers are no longer solely the reward 
of sturdy industry and enlightened foresight, 
but that they result from the discriminating 
favor of the Goverament. and are iargely built 
upon undue exactions from the masses of our 
people. The gulf between employers and the 
employed is constantly widening and classes 
are rapidly forming, one comprising the very 
rich and powerful, while in another are found 
the toiling peor. 

As we view the achievements of aggregated 
capital, we discover the existence of trusts, 
combinations, and monepolies, while the citizen 
is struggling far in the rear or is trampled to 
death beneath an iron heel. Corporations, 
which should be the carefully-restrained ore at 
ures of the law and the servants of the peeple, 
are fast becoming the people’s masters. 

Still congratulating ourselves upon the wealth 
and prosperity of our country and complacent- 
ly contew plating every incident of change in- 
separable from these conditions, it is our duty 
as patriotic citizens to inquire at the present 
stage of our progress how the bond of the Gov- 
ernment made with the people has been kept 
and performed. 

Tastead of limiting the tribute drawn from 
our citizens to the necessities of its economical 
administration, the Government persists in ox- 


acting from the substance of the people mill- 
fons which unapplied and useless lie dormant 
in its Treasury. This flagrant injustice and this 
breach of faith and obligation add to extortion 
the danger attending the diversion of the cur- 
renoy of the country from the legitimate chan- 
nels of business. 

Under the same laws by which these results 
are produced, wo Government permits many 
millions more to be added tothe cost of the 
living of our people and to be taken from our 
eoneumers, which unreasonably swell the 
profits of a smali but powerful minority. 

The peorle must still be taxed for the support 
of the Government under the eperation of tariff 
laws. But tothe extent thatthe mass of our 
citizens are inordinately burdened beyond any 
useful public purpese, and for the benefit of a 
feveret few, the Government, under pretext ef 
an exercise of its taxing power, enters gratul- 
tously inte partnership with these favorites, to 
their advaniage and to the injury of a vast 1a- 
jority of our people. 

This is not oquaiity before the law. 

fhe existing situation is injurious to the 
heaith of our entire body politic. It stifles, in 
those for whose bonefit itis permitted, all patri- 
otic love of country and substitutes in tts place 
selfish greed and grasping avarice. Devotion 
to Ameriean oltizenship ter its own sake and 
tor whatit should avcemplish as a motive to 
our Nation’s advancement and the happiness of 
all our people is displaced by the assumption 
that the Government, instead of being the em- 
bodiment’ of equality, is but an instrumentality 
through which especial and individual adyan- 
tages are to be gained. 

The srrogance of this assumption is uscon- 
cealed. It appears in thasordid disregard ef all 
but personal interests, in the refusal to abate 
tor the benefit of others one iota of selfish ad- 
vantage, and in combinations to perpetuate such 
advantages through efforts to contro) legislatien 
andimproperly influence the suilrages of the 

eople. 

” Tho grievances of those not included within 
the cirele of these beneficiaries, when fully real- 
ized, will surely arouse irritation and diseon- 
tent. Our farmers, long-suffering and patient, 
struggling in the pace of life with the hardest 
and most unremitting toll, will not fail to see, 
in spite of misropresentations and misleading 
fallacies, that they are obiiged to ascept such 
prices for thelr products as are fixed in foreign 
markets, where they compete with the farmers 
of the world; thas their lands aro declining in 
value while their debts increase, and that with- 
out compensating favor they are forced by the 
action Gf the Government to pay, for the benefit 
of others, such enhanced prices for the things 
they need that tho scanty returns of their labor 
fail te furnish their support or leave no margin 
tort acoumulation. 

Our workinginon, enfranchised from all dolu-

dom for themselves and their children from the 
deom of porpetual servitude, and an_ open door 
to their advancement beyond the limits of a 
laboring class. Others of our citizens whose 
oomforts and expenditures are moasured by 
moderate salaries and tixed incomes, will insist 
upon the fairness and justice of cleapening 
the gost of nocessaries for themeelves and their 
families. 

When to the selfishness of the beneficiaries of 
urnjust discrimination under our laws there 
shall be added the discontent of those who 
sufter from such discrimination, we will realize 
the fact that the beneticent purposes of our 
Government, dependent upon the patriot- 
ism and contentment of our pcople, are en- 
dagangered. 

COMMUNISM OF WEALTH AND CAPITAL. 

Communism isa hateful thing and a menace 
to peace and organized government. But the 
cemmunism of combined wealth ana capital, 
the outgrowth of overweening oupidity and self- 
ishness, Which insidiously undermines the jus- 
tice and integrity of free institutions, is.not less 
dangerous than the communism of oppressed 
peverty and toil which, exasperated by injus- 
tice and discontent, attacks with wild: disorder 
the citadel of rule. ; 

He mocks the people who proposes that the 
Government shall protect the rich and that they 
in turn will care for the laboring poor. Any in- 
termediary between tho people and their Gov- 
ernment, or the least delezatien of the care and 
protection the Government owes to the hum- 
blest citizen in the land, makas the boast of fres 
institutions a glittering delusion and the pre- 
tended boun of American citizenship a shame- 
less imposition. 

A just and sensible revision of our tariff laws 
should be. siade for the relief of those ef our 
ceuntrymen. whe suffer under present condi- 
tions. Such a revision should receive the sup- 
oy of all who love that justice and equality 

ue to Americana citizenship, of all who realize 
that in this justice and equality our Govern- 
ment finds its strength and ita power to protect 
the citizen and his property, of all who believe 
that the contented competence ana comfort of 
many accord better with the spirit of our insti- 
tutions than colossal fortunes unfairly gathered 
in the hands of a few, of all who appreciate that 
the ferbearance and fraternity among eur peo- 
vle, which recognize the value of every Amer- 
ican interest, are the surest guarantee of our 
national progress, and of all who desire to see 
the products of American skill and ingenuity in 
every warket of the world with a resulting 
restoratien of American ¢ommerce. 

The necessity of the reduction of our revenus 
is s0 apparent as to be generally conceded. 
But the means by which this end shal) be se- 
complished and the sum of dircot benefit which 
shall result to our citizens present a contro- 
versy ef the utmost importance. There should 
be no scheme accepted as satisfactory by whick 
the burdens of the people are — apparently 
removed. Extrayagant apprepriationsof pub- 
lie money, with all their demoralizing conse- 
quences, should not be tolerated, either as a 
means of relioving the Treasury of its present 
surplus, or as furnishing pretext for resisting @ 
proper reduction in tariff rates. Existing evils 
and injustice should be honestly recognized, 
boldly met, and effectively remedied. There 
should be no cessation of the struggle until a 
plan is perfeeted, fair and conservative toward 
existing industries, but which will reduce the 
cost to consumers of the necessaries of life, 
while it provides fer our manufacturers the ad- 
vantage of freer raw materials and permits no 
injury to the interests of American laber. 

he cause for which the battle is waged is 
comprised within lines clearly and distinetly 
defined. It should never be eompromised. it 
is the people’s cause. 

It cannot be denied that the selfish and pri- 
vate interosts which are so persistently heard 
when efforts are made to dealin a just and 
eomprehensive manner with our tariff laws are 
related to, if they are net responsible for, the 
sentiment largely prevailing ameng the people 
that the General Government is the fountato 
of individual and private aid; that it may be 
expeeted to relieve with paternal care the dis- 
tress of citizens and communities, and that 
from the fullness of its Treasury it should, 
upon the slightest — pretext of promet- 
ing the general goed, apoly public funds to the 
benefit ef localities and individuals. Nor can 
it be denied that there isa growitg assump- 
tion that, as against the Government and in 
favor of private claims and interests, the usual 
rules and limitations of business principles and 
just dealing should be waived. 


INJUSTICE AND EXTRAVAGANCE. 
These ideas have been ushappily much encour- 
aged by legislative acquiescence. Relief from 
contracts made with the Government is teo eas- 
ily accorded in favor of the citizen; tbe failure 
to support claims against the Government by 


proof is often supplied by no better considera- 
tion than the wealtn of the Government and 
the poverty of the claimant; gratuities in the 
form of pensicns are grazted upor no other real 
ground than the needy eondition of the appli- 
cant or for reasens less valid; and large sums 
are expended fer public buildings and other im- 
provements upon representations searcely 
elaimed to be related to public needs and neees- 
sities. 

The extent to which the consideration of such 
matters subordinate and postpone action upon 
subjects of great public importance, but involv 
ing no specia!, private, or partisan interest, 
should arrest attention anda lead to reforma- 
tion. 

A few ef the numerous illustratiens of this 
condition may be stated. 

The crowded condition of the ealexdar of the 
Supreine Court, and the delay tu suitors and 
denial ef justices resultirg therefrom, has been 
strongly urged upon the attention of the Cou- 
gress, With a plan for the relief of the situation 
approved by those well able to judge of its 
merits. While this subject remains without 
effective consideration many laws have been 
passed providing for the holding of terms of 
inferior courts at places to suit the cenvenience 
of localities or to lay the foundation of ap ap- 
plication for the erection of a new public build- 
ing. 

Repeated recommendations have been sub- 
mitted for the amendment and change of the 
laws relating to our public lands so that their 
spoliation and diversion to other uses than as 
homes for honest settlers might be prevented. 
While a measure to meet this conceded neces- 
sity of reform remains awaiting the action of 
the Congress, Many claims to the public lands 
and applications for their donation, in favor of 
States and individuals, have been allowed. 

A plan in aid of Indian management, recem- 
mended by those well informed, as eontaining 
valuable features in furtheranee of the solu- 
tion of the Indian preblem, has thus far failed 
of legislative sanction, while grants ef doubtful 
expediency to’ railroad corporations, permit- 
ting them to pass through Indian reservations, 
have greatly muitipliea. 

The propriety and necessity of the erection of 
one or more prisons for the cenfinement of 
United States convicts, and a Post Office build- 
ing in the national eapital are not disputed. 
But these needs yet remain unanswered, while 
scores of public buildings have been erected 
where their necessity for public purposes is not 
apparent. 

A revision of our pension laws could easily be 
made which would rest upon just principles and 
provide for every worthy applicant. But while 
our general pension laws remain confused and 
imperfect, hundreds ef private ponsion laws are 
annually passed, which are the sourees of un- 
just discrimination and popular demoratization. 

Appropriation bills for the support of the 
Govermment are defaced by \items and provis- 
ions to meet private ends, and it is freely as- 
serted by respousible and experienced p4rties 
that a bill appropriating wef for public in- 
ternal improvement would fail to meet with 
faver unless it contained items more for local 
and private advantage than for public bonefit. 

These statements can be much emphasized by 
an ascertainment of the proportion of Federal 
legislation, which either bears upon its face its 
private character or which, upon examination, 
develops such a motive power. 

And yet the people wait and expect from 
their chesen representatives such patriotic 
action ae will advance the welfare of the entire 
country; and this expectation can only be an- 
swered by the performance of public duty with 
unselfish purpose. Our mission among the 
nations ef the earth, and eur succesa in accom- 
plishing the work God has given the American 
people to do, require of these intrusted with 
the making and execution of our laws perfect 
= above all other things, to the public 
good. 


FEDERAL POWER AND ITS LIMITATIONS. 

This devotion will lead us to strongly resist 
allimpatience of constitutional limitations of 
Federal power, and to persistently check the 
increasing tendency to extend the scope of 
Federal legislation into the domain of State and 


local jurisdiction, upon the plea of eubserving 
the public welfare. The preservation of the 
partitions between proper subjects of Federal 
and local care and regulationis of such im- 
portance under the Constitution, which 
is the law of our existence, that 
no consideration of expedioncy or sen- 
timent should tempt; us to enter upon doubt- 
ful ground. We have undertaken te discover 
and proclaim the richest blessings of a free 
Government, with the Constitution as our 
guide. Let us follow the way it peints out. It 
will not mislead us. And surely no One who 
hae taken upon himself the solema obligation 
to support and preserve the Constitution can 
find justification or solace tor disloyalty in the 
excuse that he wandered and disebeyed in 
search of a better way to reach the public wel- 
fare than the Constitution oifers. 

What has been saidis deomed not inappro- 
priate at a time when, from a century’s height, 
we view the way already trod by the American 
poople, and attompt te discover their future 


ath. 

The seventh President of the United States— 
the soldicr and statesman, and at all times the 
firm and brave friend ef the people—in vindica- 
tion of his course as the protestor of popular 
rights and the champion of true American citi- 
zenship, declared: 

“The ambition which leads me on is au anxious 
desire anda fixed determination to restore to the 
peyple, unimpuired, the sacrea trust they havo 
confided to my charge; to heal the wounds of 
the Constitution, and to preserve it from further 
violation, te persuade mv countrymen, 40 far as I 
may, thatitis netin a splendid Government sup- 
ported by powerful monopolies and aristocratical 
establishments that they wili find happiness or 
their liberties protection, but in a plain system, 
void of pomp-— ag ge alland graamting favors to 
none—dispensing its blessings like the dews of 
heaven, unseen and unfelt save in the freshness 
and beauty they contribute to produce. It is such 





through each revision steadier employmeut, 
cheayer moans of living in *»sir homes. free- 


a Government that the gen:aa of our people re- 
quires—such a one only under which our States 


may remain, for ages to come, united, prosperous, 
and free.’”’ ‘ 

In pursuance of a constitutional provision re- 
quiring the Presideut, from timo to time, tu 
give the Congress information of the state of 
the Union, ! have the satisfaction to anneunce 
‘that the cleso of the year finds the United States 
in the onjeyment ef demestic tranquility and 
at peace with ali the nations. 

Sines my last annual message our foreign re- 
lations have been strengthened and improved 
by performance of International good offices 
and by new and renewed treaties of amity. com- 
merce, and. reciproeal extragition of criminals. 

Those international questions which still 
await settlemuent are all reasonably within the 
domaia of amicable negotiatien, and there is no 
existing subject of dispute between the United 
States and any fureign power that is not sus- 
ceptiple ef satistastory adjustment by frank 
diplomatic treatment. 


THE #WISHERIES DISPUTE. 

The questions between Great Britain and the 
United States relating to the rights of American 
fishermen, under treaty and international com- 
ity, in the territorial wators of Canada and New- 
foundland, I regret te Bay, are net yet Ssatisfac- 
torily adjusted. 

These matters were fully treated in my mes- 
sage to the Senate of Feb. 20, 1888, together 
with which a convention, concluded under my 
authority with her Majesty’s Government on 
the 15tk of February ast for the removal of 
all causes of misunderstanding, was submitted 
by me for the approval of the Senate. 

This treaty having been rejected by the Sen- 
ate, [ transmitted a message to the Congress 
on the 23d of August last. reviowing the trans- 
actions and submitting for gonsideration cortain 
recemmendaiions for legislation concerning the 
important questions involved. 

Afterwaril, on the 12th of September, in re- 
sponse to w2 resolution of the Senate, I again 
communioated fully all the informatien in my 
possession as to the action of the Govornrcnt 
of Canada affecting the commereial relations 
between the Dominion and the United States, 
including the treatment of American fishing 
vessels in the ports and waters ef British Nerth 
America. 

These communications have all been pub- 
lished, and therefore opened to the knowledge 
of both houses of Congress, although two were 
adcressed to the Senate alone. 

Comment upon or repetition of their contents 
would be superfluous, and Iam not aware that 
anything has since eccurred which sakhould be 
edded to the facets therein stated. Therefore, I 
merely repeat, a8 applicable to the present time, 
the stutement which will be feund in my mes- 
sage to the Senate of Sept. 12 last, ‘that since 
March 3, 1887, no oase has been reported to the 
Depertment of State wherein complaint has 
been mide of unfriendly or unlawtul treatment 
ot American fishing vessels on the part of the 
Canadian authorities in whieh repgration was 
not promptly and satisfactorily obtained by the 
United States Consul-General at Halifax.”’ 

Having essayed, in the discharge of my duty, 
te procure by negotiation tho settlement of a 
lopg-standing cause of dispute, and to remove a 
eonstant menace to the geod relations of the 
two eountries, and continuing to be of opinion 
that the treaty of February last, which failed to 
receive the approval of the Sonate, did supply 
‘a satisfactery, practical, and final adjustment 
—_— @ basis honorable and just to both parties 
of the difficult and vexed question to which it 

elated,” and having subsequently and unavail- 
nely recommended other legislatien to Congress 
which I hoped would sufiice te meet the exi- 
gency created by the rejection of the treaty, I 
now again invoke the earnest and immediate 
attontion of the Congress to the conditien of 
this important question, as it new stands be- 
fore them and the country, and for the settle- 
ment of whieh I am deeply soliciteus. 


THE SACKVILLE INCIDENT. 

Near the close of the mogth of October last 
occurrences of a deeply regrettable nature were 
brought to my knowledge, which made it my 
painfu! but imperative duty to obtain with as 
Jittle delay as possible a new personal channel 


of diplomatic intercourse in this country with 
the Government of Great Britain. 

The cerrespondence in relation to this ineident 
will in due sourse be laid befere you, and will 
Geciase the unpardonable eenduct of the oflicial 
referred to, in his interference by advice and 
counsel with the suffrages of American eitizens 
in the very crisis of the Presidential election 
then near at hand, and aleo im his subsequent 
pubjic declarations to justify his action, super- 
adding impugrment of the Executive and Sen- 
ate of the United States in connection with im- 
portant questions now pending in controversy 
between the two Governments. 

The offense thus committed was most grave, 
involving disastrous possibilities to the good 
relations of the United States and Great Brit- 
ain, eonstituting a groas breach of diplomatic 
privilege and an invasion ef the purely domes- 
tic affairs and essential sovereignty ef the Gov- 
ernment to which the envoy was accredited. 

Having first fulfilled the just demands of in- 
ternational comity by affording full opportuni- 
w for hor Majesty’s Government to act in relief 
of ths sttuation, I considered prolongation of 
discussion to be unwarranted and thoreupon 
declined to further recognize the diplomatic 
character of tae person, whose continuance la 
such function would destroy that mutual confi- 
denee which is essential to the good under- 
standing ef the two Gevyernments, and was 
inconsistent with the welfare and self-respect 
of the Government of the United States. 

The usual interchange of communication has 
since continued through her Majesty’s legation 
in this city. 


BEHRING SEA SEAL FISHERIES. 
My endeavors to establish by international co- 
operation measures for the prevention of the 
extermination of fur seals in Behring Sea have 
not been relaxed, and I have hopes of being en- 
abled shortly to submit an effective ana satis- 


factory conventional projet with the maritime 
powers for the approval of the Senate. 

The ceastal boundary between our Alaskan 
possessions and British Columbia, I regret to 
say, has not received the attention demanded 
by its importanee, and which on several occa- 
sions heretofore I have had the honor to recom- 
ménd to the Congress. 

The admitted impracticability, if not impes- 
sibility, of making au accurate and precise sur- 
vey and demarcation of the boundary line, as 
it ie recited in the treaty with Russia under 
which Alaska was ceded to the United States, 
renders it absolutely requisite, for the preven- 
tion of international jurisdictional complica- 
tions, that adequate appropriatien for a recon- 
noissanve and survey to obtain proper knowl- 
edge of the locality and the, geegraphical feat- 
ures of the boundary should be authorized by 
Congress with as little delay as poasible. 

Knowledge te be enly thus obtained is an es- 
sential prerequisite for negotiation for ascer- 
taining acommon boundary, er as preliminary 
to any ether mode of settismont. 

It is much to be desired that some agreement 
should be reached with ber Majesty’s Goveru- 
ment by which the damagesto life and preperty 
on:the great lakes may bo alleviated by remov- 
ing or humanely reguiating the obstacles to re- 
ciprocal assistauce to wrecked or stranded ves- 
sels. 

The act of Juno 19, 1878, which offers to 
Canadian vessels free access to our inland 
waters in aid of wrecked or disabled vessels, 
has not yet becomo effective through concurrent 
action by Canada. 

The due protection of our citizens of French 
origin er descent, from claim of military service 
in the event ef their returning to or visiting 
France, has called forth correspondence which 
was laid before you at the last session, 

In the absence of conventional agreement as 
to naturalizatien, which is greatly to be desired, 
this Government sees ro occasion to recede from 
the sound position ithas maintained, not only 
with regard to Franese, but as to all countries 
with which the United States have not con- 
cluded special treaties. 

Twice within the !ast year has the imperial 
household of Germany been visited by death; 
and Ihave hastened to express the serrow of 
this people and their appreciatien of the lofty 
character of the late aged Emperor William, 
and their sympathy with the heroism under suf- 
fering of his son, the late Emperor Frederick. 

] renew my recommendation of tWo years ago 
for the passage of a bill for the refunding to cer- 
tain German steamship lines ef the iuterest upon 
tonnage dues illegally exacted. 

On the 12th of April last I laid before the 
House of Representatives full information re- 
specting our interests in Samoa; and in the 
Subsequent cerrespondence on the same sub- 
ject, whieh will be laid before you in due course, 
Pens ae of events in those islands will be 

oun 


RELATIONS WITH CHINA AND JAPAN. 

In a message accompanying my approval, on 
the lst day of October last, of a bill for the 6x- 
clusion of Chinese laborers, I laid before Con- 
gress full information and all correspondence 
touching the negotiation of the treaty with 


China, concladed at this capital on the 12th 
day of March, 1888, and which, having been 
confirmed by the Senate with cartain amend- 
ments, was rejected by the Chinese Govern- 
ment. This message contained a recommenda- 
tion that a sum of money be appropriated as 
compensation to Chinese subjects who had suf- 
fered injuries at the nands of lawless men with- 
in our jurisdiction. “Such appropriation having 
been duly made, the fund awaits reception by 
the Chinese Government. : 

It is sincerely hoped that by the cessation of 
the influx of this claga of Chinese subjects, in 
accordance with the expressed wish of beth 
Governments, a cause of unkind fecling has 
beon- permanently removed. i 

On tho 9th of August, 1887, notifieation was 
given by the Japanese Minister at this capital 
of the adjournment of the conference for the re- 
visien of the treaties of Japan with foreign 
powers, owing to the objection of his Govern- 
ment to the provision in the draft juris@istional 
convertion which required the submission of 
the criminal code of the empire to the powers 
in advance of its becoming operative. This no- 
titloation was, however, aecempanied with an 
assurance of Japan’s intention to continue the 
work of revision. 

Notwithstanding this temporary interruption 
of rogotiations it is hoped that 1:mprovements 
may soon be secured in the jurisdictional sys- 
tem as respects foreigners in Japan, and relief 
afforded to that country from the present undue 
and oppressive forsign control in matters of 
commerce, 

I earnestly recommend that relief be provided 
for the injuries accidentally caused to Japanese 
subjects in the Island of Ikisima by the target 
praotice ef one of our vessels. 





A diplomatic mission from Corea has been re- 





ceived, and the formal intereourse between the 
two ceuntries contemplated by the treaty ef 
1882 is now established. 

Legislative provision is hereby recommended 
to ergnnize and equip consular courts In Corea. 

Persia has established diplematic repreaenta- 
tion at this capital and has evinced very great 
interest in the enterprise and achievements of 
eur goitizens. I am, therefore, hepeful that 
beneficial commercial relations between the 
two countries may be brought about. 

THE HAYTIAN INSURRECTION. 

ITannounce with sincere regret that Hayti 
has again become the theatre of insurrection, 
disorder, and bloodshed. The titular Govern- 
ment of President Salomon has been forcibly 
everthrown, and he driven out of the country 
to France, where he has since died. 

The tenure of power has beer so unstable 
amid the war of factions that has ensued since 
the expulsion ef President Salemon, that no 
Gevernment constituted by the will of the 
Haytian people has been recognized as admin- 
istering responsibly the affairs of that ceuntry. 
Our representative has been instructed to ab- 
stain from interference between the warring 
factions, and a vessel of our navy has beon sent 
to Haytian waters to sustain our Minister and 
for the protection ef the persons and preperty 
of American citizens. 

Due precautions have been taken to enforce 
our neutrality laws and prevent our territory 
from becoming the base of military supplies for 
either of the warring factions. 

Under color of a blockade, of which no reason- 
able notice had been given, and which does not 
appear to have been efficiently maintained, a 
seizure ef vessels under the American flag has 
been reported, and, in consequence, measures to 
prevent and redress any molestation of our in- 
nocent merchantmen have been adopted. 

Proclametion was duly made on the 9th day 
of November, 1887, of the conventional exten- 
sions of the treaty of June 3, 1875, with Hawail, 
under which relatiens of such special and 
beneticent intercourse have been Greated. 

In the vast field of Oriental commerce now 
unfolded from our Pacific borders, no feature 
presents strenger recommendations for Con- 
gregsional action than the establishment of 
communication by submarine telegraph with 
Honelulu 

The geographical pesition of the Hawaitan 
group, in relation to our Pacific States, creates 
# natural interdependercy and mutuality of in- 
terest which our present treaties were intended 
to foster, and which make close communication 
a logical and commercial necessity. 

Tho wisdom of concluding a treaty of eom- 
meroial reciprocity with Mexico has been here- 
tofore stated in my messages to Congress, and 
the lapse of time and growth of commerce with 
vhat close neighbor and sister republic eonfirm 
the judgment so expressei. 

The precise relocation ef our boundary line 
is needful and adequate appropriation is now 
recommended. 

It is with sincere satisfaction that I am en- 
ablod te advertto the spirit of good neighberhood 
and friendly co-operation and cenciliation that 
has marked the correspondence and action of 
the Mexican authorities in their share of the 
task of maintaining law and order about the 
line ef our common beundary. 

The long-pending boundary dispute between 
Costa Rica and Nicaragua was referred to m 
arbitration; and by an award made on Maro 
22 last, the question has beer finaliy settled to 
the expressed satisfaction of both of the parties 
im interest. 

The Empire of Brazil, in abolishing the last 
vestige of slavery among Christian nations, 
called forth the earnest congratulations of this 
Government in expression of the cordial sym- 
pathies of our people, 

The claims of nearly all other countries 
against Chili, growing out of her late war with 
Bolivia and Peru, have been disposed of, elther 
by arbitration or by alump settlement. Simi- 
lar claims of our citizens will continue to be 
urged upon the jChilian Government, ana it is 
hoped wili not be subject to further delays. 

Acomprehensive treaty of amity and cem- 
merce with Peru was preclaimed on Nov. 7 
last; and it is expected that under its operatien 
mutual prosperity and good understanding will 
be prometed, 

In pursuance of the policy of arbitration, a 
treaty to settle the claim of Santos, an Ameri- 
oan oitizen, against Ecuader has been concluded 
under my authority, and will be duly submitted 
for the appreval of the Senate. 

Like disposition of the elaim of Carlos Butter- 
field against Denmark, and of Van Bokelen 
against Hayti, will probably be made, and I 
trast the principle of such settlements may be 
extended in practice under the appreval of the 
Senate. 

Yhrougk unforeseen causes, foreign to the 
will of both Governments, the ratification of 
the convention of Dec. 5, 1885, with Venezuela, 
for the rehearing of claims of oitizens of tha 
United States under the treaty of 1866, failed 
of exchange within the term provided, and a 
supplementary convertion, further extending 
the time for exchange of ratifications and ex- 
planatory of an ambiguous provision of the 
prior convention, now awuits the aavice and 
consent of the Senate. 

Although this matter, in the stage referred to, 
concerns only the conourrent treaty-making 
ages of one braneh of Congress, I advert to it 

n view of the interest repeatedly and conapicu- 
ously shown by you, in your legislative capaci- 
ty, in favor of aspoedy and equitable adjust- 
ment of the questions growing out of the dis- 
credited judgments of the previous mixed com- 
mission of Caracas. With every desire to do 
justies to the representations of Venezuela in 
this regard, the tine seems to have come to end 
this matter, and I[ trust the prompt cenfirmation 
by both parties of the supplementary action re- 
ferred to will avert the need of legislative or 
other action to prevent the lenger withholding 
of such rights of actual claimauts as may be 
shown to exist. 


THE CONGRESS OF REPUBLICS, 

As authorized by the Congress, preliminary 
steps have been taken for the assemblage at this 
capital during the coming year of the repre- 
sentatives of Seuth and Central American 
States, together with those of Mexico, Hayti, 


and San Domingo, to discuss sundry impertant 
monetary and commercial tepics. 

Excepting in those cases where, frem reasons 
of contiguity of territory and the existence of a 
commen borderline incapable of being guarded, 
reeiprocal cemmercial treaties may be found 
expedient, it is believed that commercial pol- 
icies inducing freer mutual exchange of prod- 
ucts can be most advuntageously arranged by 
independent but co-operative legislation. 

In the mode last mentioned the control of our 
taxation for revenue will be always retained in 
our ewn hands unrestricted by conventional 
agreements with other Governments. 

In conformity also with Congressienal au- 
thority the maritime powers have been invited 
to confer, in Washington,in April next, upon 
the practicability of devising uniferm rules and 
measures for the greater security of life and 
property at sea. A disposition to accept on the 
part ef anumber of the powers has already 
been manifested, and if the co-operatien of tne 
nations chiefly tpterested shall be secured im- 
portant results may be confidently anticipated. 

The act of June 26, 1884, and theacts amenda- 
tory thereof, in relation to tonnage duties, 
have given rise to extended correspondence 
with foreign nations, with whom we have ex- 
isting treaties of pavigation and commerce, and 
have caused wide and regrettable divergence of 
opinion In relation to the imposition of the 
duties referrea to. These questions are impor- 
tant, and I shail make them the subject of a 
special and more detailed communication at 
the present session. 

With the rapid increase of immigration to our 
shores and the faellities of modern travel, abuses 
of the generous privileges afforded by our natu- 
ralization laws call for their careful revision. 

The casy and unguarded manner in which cer- 
tificates of American citizenship ean now be ob-. 
tained has induced a class, unfortunately large, 
te avail themscives of the opportunity to be- 
come absolved from allegianee to their native 
land and yet Dy aforeign residence to escape 
any just duty and contribution of service to the 
country of their proposed adoption. Thus while 
evading the duties ef phone acento to the United 
States they may make prompt claim for its na- 
tional protection and demand its intervention in 
their behalf. Internatiensl complications of a 
serious nature arise, and tho correspondence of 
the State Department discloses the great num- 
ber and complexity of the questions which have 
been raised. : 

Our laws regulating tho issuc of passports 
should be carefully revised, aud the institution 
of a central bureau of registration at the capi- 
talis again strongly recommeaded. By this 
meane full particulars of eauh case of naturali- 
zation in the United States would be secured 
and properly indexed and recorded, and thus 
many cases of apurious citizenship would be de- 
tected and unjust responsibilities would be 
avoided. 


CONSULAR SERVICE REORGANIZATION. 
The reorganization of the Cousular Service is 
a matter of serious importance to our national 
interests. The number of existing principal 
consular offices is believed to be groater than is 
at all necessary for the conduct of the public 


business. It need not be our policy to maintain 
more than a moderate number of principal offi- 
ces, gach supported by a salary sufficient to ena- 
ble the incumbent to live in comtert and so dis- 
tributed as to secure the convemient supervis- 
lon, through subordinate agencies, of affairs 
over a considerable district. 

I repeat the reeommoendations heretofore 
made by mo that the Sparopriivions for the 
maintenance of our Diplomatic and Cousular 
Service should be recast; that the so-called 
notarial or unofficial fees, which our representa- 
tives abroad aro now permitted to treat as per- 
sonal perquisites, sheula be forbidden; that a 
system ef consular inspection should be insti- 
tuted, and that a limited number of Secretaries 
ef Legation at large should be author 1zod. 

Preparations for the centennial celebration, 
on April 30,1889, of the inauguration of George 
Washington as President of the United States, 
at the city of New-York, have been made by a 
veluntary organization of the eitizens of that 
locality, and believing that an opportunity 
should be afforded for the expression of the in- 
terest felt throuzhout the country in this event, 
I respeetfully recommend fitting and co-opera- 
tive aetion by Congress on behalf of the people 
of the United States. 

Yhe report of the Secretary of the Treas ury 
exhibits in detail the condition of our national 
finauees and the eperations of the several 
branches of the Government related te his de- 
partment. ’ 

The tetal ordinary revenues of the Govern- 
ment for the fiscal year ended June 30; 1888, 
amounted to 379,266,074 76, of which $219,- 
091,173 63 was received frem customs duties 





-_ $124,296,871 98 from internal revenue 
aXes, 

The total receipts from all sources exeeeded 
these for the fiseal year ended June 30, 1887, 
by 5 08.707 10. 

The ordinary expenditures of the Govern- 
ment for the fiscal year ending June 30, 1888, 
wore $259,653,958 67, leaving a surplus of 
$119,612,116 o9. 

The Gecrease in these expenditures as com- 
pared with tne fiscal year ended June 30, 1887, 
was $8,278,221 30, notwithstanding the pay- 
ment of more than $5,000,000 for pensions in 
exéess of what was paid for that purpose in 
the latter-mentioned year. 

The revenues of the Gevernment for the year 
ending June 30, 1889, ascertained for the quar- 
ter ended Sept. 30, 1888,- and estimated 


for the remainder of the time, ameunt to $377,- 
000,000, and the actual and estimated ordinary 
expenditures for the same year are $273,000,- 
O00 leaving wn estimated surplus ef $104,000,- 


The estimated receipts forthe year ending 
June 30, 1890, are $377,000,000, and the eati- 
mated ordinary expenditures for the same time 
are $275,767,488 34, showing a surplus of 
$101,232,511 66. 

The foregoing statements of surplus do not 
take into account the sum necessary to be ex- 
pended te meet the requirements of the Sinking 
Fund aot, amounting to more than $47,000,000 
annually, 

The cost of collecting the enstoms revenues 
for tho last fiscal year was 2.44 por cent; fer 
tho year 1885 16 was 3.77 per cert. 

The excess of internal revenue taxes collected 
during the last fiscal year over those collected 
for the year Gaded June 30, 1887, was $5,489,- 
174 26, and the cost of cellecting this revenue 
decreased from 3.4 per cent. in 1887 to less then 
3.2 per cont. for the last yoar. Tho tax collect- 
od On Oleomargarine was $723,948.04 for the 
yeur ending June 30, 1887, and $864,139 88 for 
the following year. 

EFFECT OF RECENT BOND PURCHASES. 

The requirements of the Sinking Fund act 
have been met for the year ended June 30, 
1888, and for the current year alse, by the pur- 
chase of bonds. After complying with this law 
as positively required, and bonds sulficient for 
that purpose had been bought at @ premium, it 
Was not deemed prudent te further expend the 
surplus in such purchases until the authority to 
do 60 should be more explicit. A resolution, 
however, having been passed by both houses of 
Congress removing all doubt as to Execative 
authority, dally purchases of bonds were com- 
menced on the 23d day of April, 1888, and have 


' continued until tho present time, By this plan 


bonds of the Governmont not yet due have been 

urchaged up to and including the 30th day of 
Vovember, 1888, amounting to $94,700,400, tne 
premium paid thereon amounting to $17,508,- 
613 08. 

Tho premium added to the prinelpal of these 
bonds represents an investment yielding about 
2 per gent. interest for the time they still had to 
run; aad the saving to the Gevernment repre- 
sented by the difference between the amount of 
intorest at 2 per cent. upon the sum paid fer 
principal and premium and what it would have 

aid for interest at the rate spesified in the 

onde if they had run te their maturity is about 
$27,165,000. * 

At first sight this woula seem to be a profita- 
ble and sensible transaction on the part of the 
Government. But, as suggested by the Secre- 
tary ef the Treasury, the surplus thus expended 
for the purchase of bonds was money drawn 
from the peoyie in exeess of any actual need of 
the Government, and was so exponded rather 
than allow it to remain idle in the Treasury. If 
this surplus under the operation of just and 
equitable laws had been left in the hands of the 
people it would have bsen worth in their buai- 
ness ab least 6 per sent. porannum. Deducting 
from the amouazt of interest upon the principal 
and preraium of these bonds for the time they 
had to run at the rate of 6 per cent., the saving 
of 2 per eent. mado forthe peeple by the pur- 
chase of such bonds, the loss will appear to be 
$55,760,009, 

This calculation would seem to demonstrate 
that if excessive and unnecessary taxation is 
continued and the Government is forced te pur- 
sue this peliey of purchasing {ts own bonds at 
the premiums which it will be necessary to pay, 
the loss to the people will be hundreds of mill- 
fons of-dollars 

Since the purchase of bonds was undertaken 
as mentioned nearly all that have been offered 
were at last accepted. It has peem made quite 
— that the Governnient was in danger 
of balug subjected to combinations to raise their 
pri¢s, as vepeane by the tastance cited by the 
Secretary of the offering of bonds of the par 
value of only $326,000 so often that the aggre- 
gateof the sums demanded for their purchase 
ameunted to more than $19,700,000. 

Notwithstanding the large sums paid ous in 
the purchase of bonds, the surplus in the Treas- 
ury on the 30th day of November, 1888, wae 
$52,234,610 O01, after deducting about $20,000,- 
000 just drawn out for the payment of penstons. 

At the close of the fiscal year ended June 30, 
1887, there had been coined under the com pu)- 
sory Silver-coinage act $266,988,280 in silver 
dollars, $55,504,310 of whicb were in the hands 
of the people. 

On the 30th day of June, 1888, tkoere had 
been coined $299,708,790; and of this $55,829,- 
303 was in eiroulation in coin, and $200,387,- 
376 in silver certificates, for the redempiion of 
whioh silver dollars to that amvunt were held 
by the Government. 

On the 30th day of November, 1888, $312,- 
570,990 had been coined, $60,970.990 of the 

ilver dollars were actually in ciroulation, and 
$237,418,346 in certiticates. 

The Secretary reseommends the suspension of 
the further coinage of silver, and 1n such reeom- 
mendation I earnestly concur. 

Yor further valuable information and timely 
recommendations I ask the careful attention of 
the Congress to the Sevretary’s report. 


THE ARMY AND ITS NEEDS. 

The Secretary of War reports that the army 
at the date ef the last consolidated returns con- 
sisted ef 2,189 offieers and 24,549 enlisted men. 

The actual expenditures of the War Depart- 
ment for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1888, 
amounted to $41,165,107 07, of which sum 


$9,158,516 63 was expended for public works, 
invluding river and hurbor improvements. 

“The Board of Ordnance and Fortifications,” 
provided for under the act appreved Sept. 22 
last, Was convened Oct. 30, 1888, and plans 
and specifications for procuring forgings for 8, 
10, and 12 inch guns, under provisions of sec- 
tion 4, and also for procuring 12-ineh breceh- 
loading mortars, cast iron, hooped with steel, 
under the provisions ef section 5 of the said act, 
were submitted to the Secretary of War for 
reference to the board by the Ordnance De- 
partment on the same date. 

These plans and specifications having bsen 
promptly approved by the board and the Sec- 
retary of War, the neceasary authority to pub- 
lish advertisements, inviting proposals, in the 
Dewspapers throughout tne country, was 
granted by the Secretary on Nev. 12, and on 
Nov. 13 the advertisements were sent out to the 
different newspapers designated. The bids for 
the steel forgings are to beopened on Dec. 20, 
1888, and for the mertars on Deo, 15, 1888, 

A board ef ordnance officers was convened 
at tne Watervliet Arsenal on Qct. 4, 1888, te 
prepare the necessary pians and specifications 
for the establisument of an army gun factors at 
that point. The preliminary report of this 
board, with estimates for shop buildings and 
officers’ quarters, was approved by the board 
of Ordnunce and Fortifications Nov. 6 and 8. 
The specifications and formof advertisement 
and instructions to bidders huve been prepared, 
and advertisements inviting proposals for the 
excavations for the shop buildings and for erect- 
ing the two sets of officers’ quarters hav 
been published. Tne detailed drawings an 
specifications for the gun factory building 
are well in hand, and will be finished 
within three or four months, when bids will be 
invited for the erection of the building. The 
list of machines, &c., is made out, and it is ex- 
peoted that the plans for the large lathes, &c., 
will be completed within about four months, 
and after approval by tho Board of Ordnance 
and Fortifications, bids for furnishing the same 
will be invited. The machines and other fixtures 
will be completed as soon as the shop is in read- 
iness to receive them, probably, about July, 
1890. 

Under the provisions of the Army bill, for the 
procurement of pneumatic dynamite guns, the 
Necessary specificalions are now being pre- 

ared, and advertisements for proposals will 

ssue early in December. The guna will proba- 
bly be of 15 inches calibre, and tire a projectile 
that will carry a charge, each, of about 500 
pounds of explosive gelatine with full calibre 
projectiles. The guns will prebably be deliv- 
ered in from six to ten monaths from the dats of 
the contract, so that all the guns éf this class 
that can be procured under the proyvistons of 
the law will be purchased during the year 1889. 

T earnestly request thas the recommendations 
contained in the Secretary’s report, all of which 
are,in my opinion, calculated to increase the 
usefulness and discipline of the army, may re- 
ceive the consideration of the Congress. Among 
these the proposal that there should be provided 
a plan for the examination of officers to test 
their fitness for promotion is of the utmost tra- 
portance. This re#érm has been betore recom- 
mended in the reports of the Secretary, and its 
expediency is so fully demonstrated by the 
argument he prosents in its favor that its adop- 
tion should no longer be neglected. 

The death of Gen. Sheridan in August last 
was @ national affliction. The army then lost 
the grandest of ity chiefs. The country lost a 
brave and experienced soldier, a wise and dis- 
creet counselor, and a modest and sensibie man. 
Those who in any manner came within the 
range ef his personal association will never fail 
to pay deserved and willifg homage to his 
gxreatness and the glery of his career; but they 
will cherish with more tender sensibility the 
loving memory of his simple, generous, and 
considerate nature, « 


THE APACHE PRISONERS. 

Tno Apache Indians, whose removal from 
their reservation in Arizona, followed the capt- 
ure of those of their number who engaged in a 
bloedy and murderous raid during a part of the 
years 1885 and 1886, are now held as prisoners 
of war at Mount Vernon Barracks, in the State 
of Alabama. They numbered, on the 31st day 
of October, the date of the last report, 
83 men, 170 women, 70 boys, and 59 girls; in 
ali 38% persons. The commanding officer states 
that they are in geod health and contented, and 
that they are kept employed as fully as is. pos- 
sible in the circumstances. ‘The children, as 


‘they arrive at a suitable age, are sent to the 


Indian schools at Carlisle and Hampton. Last 
Summer some ohnritable and Kind peopie asked 
permission to send two teachers to. these 
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Indians for the purpose of instructing the 
adults as weil as such children as should be 
found there. Suoh permission was readily 
granted, xccommodations were provided for 
the teaehers, and some pertions of the buildings 
at the barracks,were made available for sehool 
ae! pane The*cood work contemplated has 

en commenced, and the teaehers engaged are 
pate hg the ladies with whom the plan origi- 
nated. 

1 am not atall in sympathy with those benevo. 
leat but injudicieus people who are constantly 
insisting that these Indians shouid be returned 
to their reservation. Their removal was an ab- 
solute necossity if the lives and property of 
citizena upon the frontier are to be at all guarded 
by the Government. Their continued restraint 
at a distance from ‘the scene of their repeated 
and cruel murders and outrages is still neces- 
sary. Itis a mistaken philanthropy, every way 
injurious, which prompts the desire to 8ee these 
savages roturned to their old haunts. Thoy are 
in their present location as the result of the 
best judgment of these having official respon- 
sibility in the matter, and who are Dy uo means 
lacking in kind consideration for the Indiana, 
A number @f these prisoners havs forfelted 
their lives to outraged law and humanity. Ex- 
perience has proved that they are dangerous 
and cannot be trusted. Thisis true not only of 
those who on the warpath have heretefore 
actually been guilty of atrecions murder, bat 
of their kindred and friends, who, while they re- 
mained upen their reservation, furnished aid 
and comfort to those absent with bloedy intent. 

These prisoners should be treated kindly ana 
kept in restraint far frem the locality of their 
feriuer reservation; they should be subjected 
to efforts valculated to lead to tkoir im provo- 
mont sand the seftening of their savage aud 
cruel instineta, but their return to their old 
homes should he persistently resisted. 

The Seeretary in his report gives a xraphic 
history of these Indians, and recites with pain- 
ful vividness their bloody deeds and the un- 
happy failure of the Government to manage 
them by peaceful moans. [t will be amazing if 
a perusal of this history will allow the survival 
of adesire for the return of these prisoners to 
thoir reservation upon sentimental or auy ether 
grounds. 

PROGRESS IN THE NAVY DEPARTMENT. 

The report of the Secretary of the Navy dem- 
onstrates very intelligent management in that 
important department, and discloses the most 
satisfactory progress in the work of reconstruct- 
ing the navy made during tbe past yoar. Of the 
Ships in course of construction five, viz., the 
Charleston, Baltimere, Yorktown, Vesuvius, 
and the Petrel, have in that time been launched 
and sare rapidly approaching completion, and, 
in addition to the above, the Philadelphia, the 
San Franoisco, the Newark, the Bernington, the 
Concord, and the Herreshoff torpedo boat are 
all under contract fer delivery to the depart- 
ment during the next year. The progross al- 
seater made and being made gives good ground 
for the expectation that these 11 vessels willbe 
incorperated as part of the American Navy 
within the next 12 menths. 

The report shows that notwithstanding the 
large expenditures, for new construction, and 
the additional labor they Involve, = total 
ordinary or current expenditures of the depart- 
ment for the three years ending June 30, 1888, 
are less by more than 20 per eent. than such ex- 
penditures for the three years ending Juno 380, 


The various steps which have been taken to 
improve the business metueds of the depart- 
ment are reviewed by the Seeretary. The pur- 
chasing of supplies has been consolidated and 
placed under a responsible bureau head. This 
has resulted in the curtailment of open pur- 
chases. which in the years 1884 and 1885 
amounted to over 50 per cent, of all tho pur- 
chases of the department, to less than 11 per 
cent.; 80 that at the present timo about 90 per 
cent. of the total departmental purchases ara 
made by contract and after cumpetition. As the 
expenditures onjthis acceunt exeeed an everage 
of $2,000,000 annually, it is evident that an im- 

ortant improvement in the system has been 
naugurated and substantial economies intro- 
duced. 

The report of the Postmaster-General shows 
a marked tucrease of business in every branch 
of the Postal Service. 

The number of Pust Offices on July 1, 1838, 
was 57,376; an increase of 6,124 in three years 
and of 2,216 for the last tiseal year. The latter- 
mentioned increase is elassified ae follows:

Free-delivery officss have increased from 189 
in the fiscal year ended June 50, 1887, te 358 
in tho year ended June 30, 1888. 

In the Railway Mail Service there has been an 
increase in one year of 168 routes, and in the 
number of miles traveled per annum an increase 
of 15,795,917.48. The estimated increase of rall- 
road service for the year was 6,000 miles, but 
the amount of new raliroad service actually put 
on was 12,764.50 miles, 

The volume of business in the Money Order 
Division, including transactions in postal notes, 
reached the sum of upward of $148,000,000 fer 
the year. 


INTERNATIONAL MAIL COMMUNICATION, 

During the past year Parsel Post Conventions 
have been concluded with Barbadoes, the Ba- 
hamas, British Honduras, and Mexiec, and are 
now under negotiation with all the Central and 
South American States. Tpe increase of cor- 
respondence with foreign countries durizg the 
past three years is gratifying, and is especially 
notable and exceptional with the Central and 
South Ameriean States and with Mexieo. As 


the greater part of mail matter exchanged with 
these countries is commeroial inits character, 
this increase Is evidence of the improved busi- 
ness relations with them The practical op- 
eration of the Parcel Post Coaventions, so far 
as pegotiated, has served to fulfill the most 
favorable predictions as to their benefits. In 
January last a General Postal Convention was 
negotiated with the Dominion of Canada, which 
went into operation on March 1 and whieh 

factically makes one postal territory of the 

nited States and Canada. Under it merchan- 
dise parcels may now be transmitted througn 
the mails at fourth-class rates of postage, 

It is not possible here te toach even the lead- 
ing heads of the great postal establishment to 
illustrate the enormous and rapid growth of its 
bueiness and the needs for legislative readjust- 
ment of muchof its machinery that it has out- 
grown. For these and valuable recommenda- 
tions of the Postmaster-General, attention is 
earnestly invited to his report. 

A department whose :reverues have increased 
from $19,772,000 in 1870 to $52,700,000 in 
1888, despite reductions of postage which have 
enormously reduced rates of revenue while 
greatly increasing its business, cemands the 
careful consideration ef the Congress xs to all 
matters suggested by those familiar with its 
operations, and which are calculated to increase 
its efticioncy aud usefulness. 

A bill, proposed by the Postmaster-General, 
was introduced at the last session of the Con- 
gress, by which a uniform standard in the 
amount of gross a would fix the right of 
a commuaity to @ public building to be erected 
by the Government for Post Office purposes. [t 
was demonstrated that, aside from the public 
convenience and the promotion of harmony 
among eitizens—invariabdly disturbed by change 
ef leasingg and of site—it was a measure of the 
highest economy and of seund business judg- 
ment. It wastound that the Government was 
paying in rents at the rate of from 7 to 10 per 
cent, per annum on what the costof such public 
buildings would be. A very great advantage 
resulting from such a law would be the preven- 
tion of a large number of bills, constantly in- 
trodueed for the erectien of public buildings at 
places and involving expenditures not justiiied 
by publio necessity. I trust that this measure 
will become a law at the present segsion of 
Congress. 

Of the total number of Postmasters, 54,874 
are of the fourth class. These, of course, re- 
ceive no allowances whatever for expenses in 
the service, aad their compensation is fixed by 
percentages on receipts at their respective 
offices. This rate of compensation may have 
been, and prebably was, at some time, just, but 
the standard has remained unchanged through 
the several reductions in the rates of postage. 
Such reductions have necessarily cut down the 
compensation of these officials, while it un- 
doubtedly increased the business perfermed by 
them. Simple justice requires attention to this 
subject, to theend that fourth-class Postmusters 
may receive at least an equivalent to that whica 
the law itself, tixingthe rate, intended for them. 

Another class of postal employes whose ¢eon- 
dition seems to demand lcgisiation is that of 
clerks in Post Oftices, and I call especial atten- 
tion to tho repeated recommendations of the 
Postinaster-General for their classification. 
Proper legislation of this charaeter for the re- 
lief of carriers in the froe-delivery service haa 
beeg frequent. Provision is made for their pro- 
motion; for substitutes for them on vacation; 


for substitutes for helidays, and limiting their 


hours of Jabor. Seven million dollars has been 
appropriated for the current year tv provide for 
thei, though the tetal numoer ef ollices where 
they are employed is vut 358 for the past fiscal 
year, with an estimated increasefor the current 
year of but 40, while the total appropriation for 
all clerks in offices throughout tue United States 
is $5,950,000. 

The legisiation affecting the relations of the 
Govornment with railroads is in need of re- 
vision. While, for the mest part, the railroad 
vompanies throughout the country hsve cor- 
dially co-operated with the Post Otfice Depart 
meut in remdering excellent service, yet under 
the law as 1t stands, while the compensation to 
them for carrying tho mail is limited and 
regulated, and although railroads are made post 
roads by law, there is no authority repesed any- 
whero to compel the owner Of a railroad to take 
and carry the United States mais. The only 
alternative provided by act of Congress in case 
of refusal is for the Postmaster-Genoral te send 
mail forward by pony express. This is but an 
illustration of ill-fitting legislation, reasonable 
and proper at the time of its enactment, but 
Jeng since outgrown and requiring readjust- 
ment. 

It is gratifying to note from the carefvlly- 
prepared statistics accompanying the Pestmas- 
ter-Genoral’s report that, notwithstanding the 
great expansion of tho service, the rate of ex- 
pees has been lessened and eflicienoy has 

en improved in every branch; that fraud and 
crime have decreased; that losses from. the 
mails have Deen reduved, and that the number 
of cumplaints of the service made to Postmas- } 





tersand to the department are far less thansver 
before. 
THE DEPARTMENT OF JUSTICE. 

The transaetions e2 the Department of Juatics 
for the fiscal year ended June 30, 1388, are con- 
tained in the repert of the Attorney-General, as 
well a8 a number of valuable recom mendationa, 
the most of which are repetitious of thoas pre- 
aw made, and ought to receive considers 
tion. 

It is stated in this report that though judcs«- 
ments in civil suits amounting to $552,021 08 
were recovered in favor of the Government 
curing the year, only the sum of $132,034 was 
collected thereon; and that though tines, pon- 
aities, aud ferfeltures were imposed amounting 
to $541,808 43, only $109,648 42 of that sur 
was paid on account thereof. These facts may 
furnish ar illustration of tho sentiment which 
extensively prevails, thata debt dus the Gov- 
sramout should causejne inconvenisnes te the 
citizen. 

[t siso appears from this report that though 
prior to Maroh, 1885, there had beon but aix 
convietions in the ‘Territories of Utah and 
Idaho under the lows of 1362 and 1552, punish- 
Ing polygamy aud unlawful cohabitation as 
orimcs, there have been sines that date ucarly 
600 convictions under thesa laws and the 
statutes of 1887; and the opinion is expressed 
that under sucha firm and vigtiant execution 
of those’ laws and the advance of ideas oppesed 
to the forbidden practiees, polygamy within 
the United States is virtually at an end. 

Sults instituted by the Government under the 
provisions of the avt of March 3, 1887, for the 
termination of the corporations known as the 
Perpetual Emigrating Fund Company aud the 
Church of Jesus Christ of Latter-Day Saints 
have resulted in a deereo favorable to tho Gov- 
ernment, declaring the vharters of these cor- 
porations forfeited and escheating thelr prop- 
erty. Such property, umvouating in vaiue to 
more than $S00,000, is in the hands of a Ro- 
ceiver pending turthor proceedings, an appeal 
having been takon to the Supreme Coursof the 
United States. 

In tho repert of the Secretary of tho Intorior, 
which will be laid before you, the condition of 
the various brauches ef our domestic affairs 
connected with that department and its opera- 
tious during the past year are fully exhibited. 
But a brief reference to some of the subjects 
discussed inthis able and interesting report 
can here be made, but I commend the entire re- 
port to the sttention-of the Cengress, and trues 
that the sensible and valuable recommendations 
it vontains will secure eareful consideration. 

f campot too atrenuously insist upon the im- 
pertance of proper measures to Insure a right 


‘disposition of our public lands, net only as a 


matter of present Justice but in forecast of the 
consequences to future generations. The broad, 
rich acres of our agricultural plains have been 
lobg preserved by nature to become ber un- 
trammeled gift to 2 people civilized and free, 
upon which should rest, in well-distributed 
ownership, the numerous Lomes of enlightened, 
equal, and traternal citizens. They came to 
national possession with the warning example 
our eyes of the entail of iniquities in landed 
proprietorship which other ceuntries have per- 
mitted and still suffer. We have no excuse for 
the violation of principles cogently taught by 
reason and example, ner for the allowance of 
yretexts which have semetimes expesed our 
ands te colossal greed. Laws which open a 
door to fraudulent acquisition, or administration 
which permits favor to rapasious seizure by @ 
favored few of expanded areas that many should 
enigy, are accessory to offenses against eur 
nationa: welfare and humanity not to be toe 
severely condemned or punished. 


WASTE OF Tiik PUBLIC DOMAIN CHECKED. 
Itis gratifying toknow that something has 
been done at last to redress the injuries to eur 
people and check the perilous tendency of the 
reckless waste of the natienal domain. That 
over 80,000,000 acres have been arrested from 


iliegal usurpation, improvident grants, ana 
fraudulent entries and ¢laims, to be taken for 
the hcmesteads of honest indystry—although 
less than the greater areas thus unjustiy lost— 
pest afford a profound gratification to right- 
eeling citizens as it,is a recompense for the 
labors and struggles of the recovery. Our dear 
experience ought sufficiently to urge the speedy 
enactment of may Fe of legislation which will 
confine the future disposition of our remaining 
agricultural lands tothe uses of actual hus 
bandry and genuive homes. 

Nor should our vast tracts of so-galled desert 
lands be yielded up to the monopoly of eorpora- 
tions or grasping individuals, as appears to be 
mueh the tendency under the existing statute. 
These lands require but the supply of water to 
become fertile and productive. [tis a problem 
of grent moment how wost wisely for the public 

ood that factor shall be furnished. I cannot 

ut think it perileus to suffer either these lands 
or tbe seurces of their irrigation to fall into tho 
hands of monopolies, which by such means may 
exercise lordship over the areas dependent on 
their treatment for productiveness. Already 
steps have been taken to secure accurate and 
scientifie information of the conditions, which 
is tne prime basis of intelligent action. Until 
this shall be gained the course of wisdom ap- 
pears clearly to lie in a suspension of further 
disposal, which only promises to create righis 
antagonistic to the commen interest. No harm 
can follow this cautionary conduct. The land 
will reinain, and the public good presents no 
demand for hasty dispossession of national 
ownership and control. 

I commend also the recommendations that 
appropriate measures be taken to complete 
the adjustment of the various grants made to 
the States fur internal improvements and of 
swamp and overilowed lands, as wellas te ad- 
judicate and finally determine the validity and 
extent of the numerous private land claims. All 
these are elemenis of great injustice and peril 
to the settlers upon the localities affected; and 
now that their existence cunaot bo avoided, no 
duty i's more pressing than to fix as soen as pos- 
sible their bounds and terminate the threats of 
treuble which arise from uncertainty. 


OUR INDIAN WARDS. 

The condition of our indian population con 
tinues te improve, and the proofs multiply that 
the transforming change, 30 much to be de- 
sired, which shall substitute for barbarism en- 
ligntenment and civilizing education. is ia 


favorable progress. Our relations with these 
Poepie during the year have been disturbed by 
ho serious disorders, but rather marked by a 
better realizatien of their true interests and in- 
creasing coniidenee and good-will. These cori- 
ditions testify to the vaiué of the higher tone of 
consideration aud humanity which has governed 
the later methods of dealing with them, and 
celmmend its continued observance. 

Allotments in severalty have been made on 
some reservations, until all those entitled to land 
thereon have had their shares assigned, and the 
work is still continued. In directing the execu- 
tion of this duty I have not aimed so mucn at 
Tapia Qispatch as to secure just and fair ar- 
Trangements which shall best eonduce to the ob- 
jects of the law by producing satisfaction with 
tne results of the allotments made. No measure 
of general effect has ever been entered on from 
which mere may be fairly hoped if it shall be 
discreetly administered. I+ proffers oppertunity 
and inducement to taat independence of spirit 
and life which the Indian pecuiiarly needs, 
while at the same time the inalienability of title 
affords security against the riake his inexperi- 
ence of affairs or weakness of character may 
expose him to in dealing with others. When- 
ever begun apon any reservatien it should ba 
made cemplete, so that all are brought te the 
same condition, and ag soon as possible com- 
munity in lands should cease by opening such 
as remain unallotted to settlement. Contact 
with the ways of industrious and successful 
farmers will perhaps add a healthy emulatioa 
which will both instruct and stimulate. 

Bat ne ageney for the amelioration of this 
people appears te m6 so promising as the ex- 
tension, urged by the Secretary, of such com- 
plete facilities of education as shall, at the 
earliest possible day, embrace all teachable In- 
dian youth, of both sexes, and retain them with 
a kindly and beneficent hold until their charac- 
ters ure formed and their faculties and disposi- 
tions trained to the sure pursuit of some form of 
uscful industry. Capacity ef the Indian ne 
longer needs demonstration. It is established. 
It remains to make the most of it, and when 
that shall be done the curse will be lifted, the 
Indian race saved, and the sin of their oppras- 
sion redeemed. The time of its accomplishment 
depends upon the spirit and justice with which 
it shall be prosecuted. It cannot be too soon 
for the Indian, nor for the interests and goca 
namé ef the Nation. 

The average sitendance of Indian pupils in 
the schools increased by over 900 during the 
year, and the total enrollment reached 15,212. 
The cost of maintenance was not materinily 
raised. The number of teachable Indian youth 
is now estimated at 40,000, or nearly throes 
times the enrollment of the schools. It is 
velieved the obstacles in the way of instructing 
are all surmouatable, and that the necessary 
expenditure would be a measure of economy. 

The Sioux tribes on the great reservation of 
Dakota refused to assent to the act passed by 
Congress at its jast session for opening a por- 
tion of their lands to settlement, notwithstand- 
ing modineation of the terms was suggested 
which inet meat of their objections. Tneir de- 
mand ia for immediate payment of the full price 
of $1 25 per acre for the entire beady of land tie 
occupancy of which they are asked to re- 
linguish, 

The manner of subinission insured their fair 
understanding of the law. amd their action was 
undoubtedly as thoroughly tatelligent as their 
eapacity admitted. it is at least gratifying that 
ho reproaeh of everrsaching can in any man- 
ner lie against the Government, however advis- 
ahis the favorable completionof the negotiation 
may lave been sateemed. 

I cencur in the suggestions of the Secretary 
regarding the Turtle Mountain Indians, the two 
reservations in California, and the Crees. They 
should, im tay opinion, receive immediate at- 
tention. 


PENSIONS AND PENSION LAWS. 

Tne number of pensioners added te the roils 
auricrg the fiseal year enced Jurs 30, 18838, ie 
60,252, and inerease of pensions was granted in 
45,716 cases. The names of 15,750 pensioners 
were cropped from the rolls during the year 
for Variens causes, ana at the close of the year 
the number of Persons ef all classes weceiving 
pensions was 452,557. Of these thera were S06 
survivors of the war of 1812, 10,787 widows of 
those who served in that war, 16,060 sold@iers of 
the Aiexican war, and 5,104 widows of said 
soldiers. 

Oue hundred and two different rates of pen- 
sions are paid to these benticiarios, ranging from 

2 to $416 66 per month. 

fbe amount paid for pensions during the fiscal 
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year was $78,775,8G1 92, being an increase over 
‘the preceding year of $5,308,280 22. The ex- 
fpenseg attending the maintenance and opera- 

jon of the Pension Bureau during that period 
was $3,262,524 67, making the entire expendi- 
tures of thejbureau; $82,038,386 57, being 214g per 
cent. of the groas income and nearly 31 per cent. 
of the total expenditures of the Government 
during the year. 

Tam thoroughly cenvinced that our general 
Ponsion laws shouid be revised and adjusted 
te moet, as far as possible in the light of our 
experience, all meritorious cases, The fact that 
102 different rates of pensions are paid can- 
not, {un my opinien, be made censistent with 
justice to the pensioners or to the Government, 
and the numerous private pension bills that are 
passed, predicated upon the imperfection of 
general laws, while they increase in many Cases 
existing inequality and injustice, lend additional 
force to the recommendatien for a revision of 
the general laws on this subject. 

The iaxity of ideas prevailing among a large 
number of eur people regarding pensions is 
becoming every day more marked. The prin- 
ciples upeén whieh they should be granted are in 
danger of being altogether ignered, and already 
pensions are often claimed because the appli- 
cants are as Much entitled as other successful 
applicants rather than upon any disability 
reasonably attributable te military service. If 
the establishment of vicious preeedents be con- 
tinued, if the granting gof pensions be not di- 
vorced from partisan and other unworthy and 
irrelevant eonsiderations, and if the honorable 
name of veteran unfairly becomes by these 
means but another term for one who constantly 
clamors for the aid of the Government, there is 
danger that injury will be done to the fame and 
patrietism of many whom our citizens all de- 
light to honor, and that a prejudice will be 
areused unjust to meritorious applicants for 
pensions. 


THE DEPARTMENT OF AGRICULTURE. 
The Department of Agricrlture has continued 

witha good measure of success its efforts to 

develop the processes, enlarge the results, and 


augment the profits ef American husbandry. 
Tt has collected and Gistributed practical infor- 
matien, introduced and tested new plants, 
checked the spread of contagious disease of 
farm animals, resisted the advance of noxieus 
ineects and destructive fungus growths, and 
sought to secure to agricultural labor the bigh- 
estreward of eftert and the fullest immunity 
from loss. Its records of the year show that 
the season of 1888 has been ene of medium 
production. A generous supply of the demands 
of consumption has been assured, and a surplus 
for exportation, moderate in certain products 
and bountiful in others, will prove a bene- 
faction alike to buyer and grower. 

Four years ago it was found that the great 
cattle industry of the country was endangered, 
and those engaged in it were alarmed at the 
rapid extension of the European lung plague of 
leuro-pneumonia. Serious outbreaks existed in 
Pitinots, Missouri, and Kentucky, and in Ten- 
nessee animals affected were held in quarantine. 
Five counties ia New-York and from one to four 
counties in each of the States of New-Jersty, 
Pennsylvenia, Delaware, and Maryland were 
almost equally affected. 

With this great danger upon us, aed with the 
contagion already in the ehannels of commerce, 
with the enormous direct and indirect losses 
already being caused by it, and when only 
prompt and evergetic action could be suceess- 
iul, there were in none of these States any laws 
authorizing this department te eradicate the 
inalady or giving the State officials power to co- 
Operate with it for this purpose. . The depart- 
ment even lacked both the requisite appropria- 
tion and authority. 

By securing State co-operation in connection 
with authority frem Congress the work of erad- 
ication has been pressed suceessfully, and this 
creaded disease has been extirpated from the 
Western States and also frem the Eastern 
States, with the exceptien of a few restricted 
areas, Which are still under supervision. The 
danger has thus been removed, and trade and 
commereée have been freed from tho vexatious 
State restrietions which were deemed necessary 
for a time. 

During the past four years the process of dif- 
fusion, as applied to the manufacture of sugar 
from sorghum and sugar cane, has been intre- 
duced into this country and fully perfected by 
the experiments carried on by the Department 
of Agriculture. This process 1s now universally 
considered to be the most economical one, and 
it is through it that the sorghum-sugar in- 
dustry has been established upon a firm basis 
and the road to its future success opeved. The 
adoption of this diffusion process is also ex- 
tending in Louisiana and other sugar-producing 
parts of the couatry and will doubtless soon be 
the only method employed for the extraction of 
sugar from the cane. 

An exhaustive study has also, within thesame 
period, been undertaken of the subject of food 
adulteration and the best analytical methods 
for detecting it. A part of the results of. this 
work has already been published by the depart- 
ment, which, with the matter in course of 
preparation, will make the most complete 
treatise on that subject that has ever been pub- 
lished in any country. 

The department seeks a pregressive develop- 
ment. It would combine the discoveries of 
science with the economics and amelioration of 
rural practice. A supervision of the endowed 
experimental-station system recently provided 
lor Is a proper function of the departmert, and 
is now in operation. This supervision is very 
important, and should be wisely and vigilantly 
directed to the end that the peeuniary aid of the 
Government in favor of intelligent agriculture 
should be so applied as to result in the general 
good and to the benefit of all our people, thus 
justifying the appropriations made from the 
public Treasury. 

GOVERNMENT AND THE RAILROADS. 

The adjustment of the relations between the 


Government and the railroad companies which 
have received land grants and the guarantee of 
he public credit in aid of the construction of 
their reads should receive early attention. The 
report of a majority of the Commissioners ap- 
pointed to exawine tae affairs and indebtedness 
of these roads, in whicn they favor an exten- 
sion of the time forthe payment of such in- 
debtedness in at least one @ase where the cor- 
poration appears to be able to comply with 
weil-guaried and exset terms of such exten- 
sion, and |ue reinforeement of their opinion by 
gentieme of undoubted business judgment 
lexperionce, appointed te protect the inter- 
esis of t Government as Diroctors of said 
corporation, muy woll lead to the belief that 
SUG an extension would be to the advantage of 
the Government, 
ite subjeet should be treated as a business 
provesition With a view to a tinal realization of 
its Incdebtedne:sby the Government rather than 
As a question to ke decided upon prejudice or by 
Vv 
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vay of punishment for previous wrongdoing. 
The report of the Commissioners of the Dis- 
trict of Columbia, with ite accompanying docu- 
ments, gives in detail the operations of the sev- 
eral departments of the Distriet Government, 
‘hes evidencesthat the tinaneial aifairs 
1¢ Dir riet are at presentein such satisfac- 
condition as to justify the Commissioners 
waitting to the Congress estimates for de- 
ineeded improvements, 
{ missioners recemmend certain legis- 
lation Which in their opinion is necessary to ad- 
yunce the interests of the District. 

i invite your speeial attention to their request 
for such legislation as will enable the Comniis- 
sioners without delay te colleet, digest, and 
properly arrange the laws by which the District 
Is governed, and which are now embraced in 
several! ceilections, making them available only 
with great dilliouity and labor. The suggestions 
they make touching desirable amendments to 
the laws relating to Neenses granted for carry- 
ing on the retail traffic in spirituogs liquors, to 
the obeervance of Sunday, to the proper agsess- 
ment ard collection of taxes, to the speedy 
pnishmert of miner offenders, and to the man- 
agement and coutrel of the reformatory and 
charitable institutions supported by Congress- 
jonal appropriations, are commended to care- 
ful consideration. 

i again call attention to the present incon- 
veuience and the danger to life and property at- 
tending the operation of steam railroads through 
and across the pubiic streets and roads of the 
District. The propriety of such legisiation as 
will properly guard the use of these railroads 
and better secure the cenyenience and safety of 
citizens 1s manifest. 

The consciousness that [have presented but 
an Imperfcet statewent ef the condition of our 
country and its wants occasions no fear that 
auything cmitted is not known ana appreciated 
by the Congress, upon whom rests the responsi- 
vility of intelligent legislation in behalf ofa 
great Nation and a confiding peeple. 

As public servants we shall do our duty well 
if we constantly guard the rectitude ef our in- 
tentions, maintain unsullied eur lowe of coun- 
try, and with unsellish purpose strive for the 
pubile good, GROVER CLEVELAND.
